The Sarcophagus is the most popular form of cemetery memorial at this time. The name 
comes from the Greeks, but the style of the modern Sarcophagii is quite different from their 
cothn-shaped stone boxes in which they place their dead.

MANCHESTER’S PART IN THE WAR OF 1812 


By Epwarp 


If the causes of the individual cities and 
towns for war in 1812 were considered, 
certainly Manchester's cause would be 
among the foremost. “The Embargo 
Act prohibited ships from leaving harbor 
and as Manchester relied chiefly on her 
fisheries for her support, the people of 
this town were particularly hard pressed. 

‘The chief grievance and general cause 
of the war was the impressment of sea- 
men. Many Manchester sailors, some 
as high in rank as captains, were seized 
by the British, and made to serve on their 
men-of-war. If protest were made the 
captives were thrown into prison, and 
one Manchester man on his return from 
Dartmoor prison, where he had been 
detained by the English, made his son 


*solemhly swear to always hate the British. 


However, in spite of such harsh treat- 
ment, Manchester’s citizens at first were 
rather opposed to the war, as_ they 
thought it would only pro'ong the hard 
times. But when the struggle was no 
longer inevitable they were not slow in 
coming forward. 

During the war of 1812 our ancestors 
won particular honor through their navy, 
and in this branch Manchester was well 
represented by her sons. Four took part 
in the battles on the lakes, and at the end 
of the war two were reported missing. 
It is dificult to say how many were on 
privateers, but it is known that three 
Manchester men, who shipped on the 
privateer “‘ Sword Fish’’ of Gloucester, 
were killed in one of the skirmishes be- 
tween their ship and two British vessels. 
Then, too, there were many of our 
heroes on the government frigates. One 
Lambert Flowers is said to have been on 
board the ‘‘Constitution ’’ when she cap- 
tured the ‘‘ Guerriere,’’ and he alone 
boarded the enemy’s vessel, but, being 
unsupported by his comrades, returned 
to his own ship. He and Paul Leach, a 
ship carpenter, are known for their deeds 
of prodigous strength. ‘Tradition affirms 
thatin one fight Flowers picked up a 
cannon, which required four ordinary 


men to even lift, and carried it across 
the deck. 
While some of our townsmen were 


abroad winning fame for themselves and 
their country, others, more greedy and 
thoughtful only of their own welfare re- 
mained disgracefully at home, and _pri- 
vately supplied the British frigates, off in 
the bay, with provisions. ‘lo one citi- 
zen of Manchester and his wife we may 
even lay the defeat of the gallant ‘ship 
Cheasapeake. The English frigate Shan- 
non, while a little way off shore, had 
picked up the man, who was out fishing 
in adory, and he agreed to give forty 
sheep for his release. So at twilight a 
messenger came ashore and notified the

wife of her husband’s predicament, and 
that night she drove the forty sheep to 
Singing Beach, where they were given 
over to the British in return for her hus- 
band. Had it not been for this fresh 
supply of provisions Captain Brooks must 
necessarily have left our waters, and the 
fight would never have taken place. 
When the battle was on between the two 
vessels, all the people in Manchester 
went up on Town Hill and looked on 
eagerly. It is not pleasant to imagine 
the thoughts of the guilty pair during this 
fight. The people, however, on ac- 
count of the distance, could not tell who 
was winning until they saw the Shannon 
take the Cheasapeake in tow and_ start 
out for Halifax. 

While such deeds were going on at 
sea, proper precautions were being taken 
at home. “Lhe women were ever ready, 
at the approach of the British frigates, to 
seize their children and household silver, 
and to rush up on to the hills. “The lit- 
tle brick powder house, which is- still 
standing on Powder House Hill, was 
then erected. A breastwork was thrown 
up at Norton’ s Point and the spot is still 
called ‘‘ The Old Fort.’’ 

Manchester, too, had its own land 
force, whose deeds, if not quite as im- 
portant were fully as romantic as those 
performed upon the seas. “This com- 
pany was known as “‘ Captain Joseph 
Hooper's Company of Foot.’’ ‘The 
names of the officers were as follows: 
Joseph Hooper, captain; Daniel Friend, 
lieutenant; Ebenezer Tappan, jr., and 
Amos Knight, sergeants. “The men, 
rank and file, numbered eighty.  Al- 
though this little band made but few ex- 
peditions during the war, it was drilled 
with never failing regularity. After 
maneuvres leaders and men were of 
equal standing, and would together bend 
their way toward the tavern, especially if 
the morning had been hot and the drill 
long. 

‘This company made two noteworthy 
expeditions. “he first of these, though 
it seems rather ludicrous, nevertheless 
served its purpose. One day a report 
came from the Cove that the enemy 
were landing. ‘The troops were quickly 
collected and their only cannon loaded 
with the only cannon ball there was in 
town. 

Then they set out on their two mile 
march to Kettle Cove. On arriving the 
soldiers concealed themselves behind 
** Crow Island’’ and awaited the invas- 
ion. Soon the barges came in sight, 
filled with British soldiers. Hereupon 
the drummers and fiers played their 
loudest, from behind the hedges and 
wherever they could find concealment. 
The British, taking alarm lest a great 


land force should be concealed there, 
turned about and fled. On the trium- 
phant march homeward the troops dis- 
covered that the only cannon ball had 
rolled out of the only cannon during the 
march up “‘ Craft’s Hill’’ and there they 
found it lying peacefully in the gutter at 
the foot of the slope. 

‘The second march of this remarkable 
company was less ludicrous but not less 
useful. Mr. Ebenezer “Tappan at- 
tempted to bring a load of provisions in 
his vessel from Boston to Manchester, 
but off the Beverly shore he was_ pur- 
sued by the British. In orderto escape 
with his life he was compelled to run his 
boat ashore on Mingo Beach. ‘The 
militia from Beverly and our Manchester 
company were soon upon the scene, 
however, and after a few rounds of mus- 
ket balls, put the British to fight, before 
the ship had been badly injured. 

At tae beginning of the year 1815 our 
citizens began to long for peace, and 
when the news finally did come, the 
event was celebrated by a great dinner 
in the tavern. ‘This feast was continued 
until early the next morning, being pro- 
longed by patriotic songs, shouts of mer- 
riment, and the stories of martial exploits, 
told and retold to the delight and glory 
of the returning heroes.

any such exception of the “* Autocrat of 
the Breakfast Table’? who beamed so 
genially upon us in the late ’ fifties. 


Some great truths are slow in gaining 
recognition; so it was with the Coperni- 
can theory; so it was with inoculation as 
a remedy for the small-pox; so it was 
with Harvey’s great discovery; as Aubrey 
in his ‘“Lives’’ tells us, “after his 
booke of the Circulation of the Blood 
came out [1628], he fell mightily in his 
practice, and ’twas believed by the vul- 
gar that he was crack-brained; and _ all 
the physicians were against his opinion 
and envyed him.’’ Some _ beliefs that 
are now universally accepted came near 
being hooted out of the world at their 
first appearance. But any one who_ has 
a true message for his fellows can afford 
to wait. 


Egotism is to altruism in respect to the 
satisfaction that it gives, and the ennob- 
ling and beautifying of character, as a 
negative term toa positive; the one is 
the spirit of selfishness and narrowness, 
the other of moral greatness and nobility, 
the one is the spirit of earth, the other is 
the spirit of heaven, the one is from be- 
neath, the other is from above.

HELEN KELLER AT MANCHESTER 
And took part in the Opening of the Handicraft Shop for the Blind 


Picturesque and impressive were the 
exercises held on the edge of the Com- 
mon, at Manchester, Tuesday afternoon, 
when the little handicraft shop for the 
blind was formally opened. The pre- 


sons, including members of the summer 
colony. “Those who saw Miss Keller 
deliver her address from the porch of the 
little shop, will not soon forget the ex- 
pressive face of the blind girl as she

sence of Miss Helen Keller, the wonder- 
ful blind girl, and her very choice little 
address, added to the interest in the ex- 
ercise. 

The handicraft shop, the first of its 
kind in the state, and said to be the first 
of its kind in the country, is located in 
one half of the little building next to the 
Congregational church, and is one of the 
oldest buildings in town. 

There were present besides a number 
of men and women connected with the 
commission for the blind, some 200 per- 


spoke, nor the joy with which her fea- 
tures were lighted. She fairly quivered 
as she proceeded, for she was highly 
sensible of the importance of the moment 
and she probably felt that her words 
would bring somewhat of joy to the 4000 
blind persons in the state as well as those 
who are blind elsewhere. 

The gathering was called to order by 
Town Clerk A. S. Jewett, who spoke 
briefly of the work of the commission, 
He said that the commission is appointed

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by the Governor with the consent of the 
Council and organized under Chapter 
385 of the Acts of 1906. It is author- 
ized to provide a bureau of information 
and industrial aid, to assist blind persons 
in marketing their products, to provide 
workshops and industrial training, and 
in general to ameliorate the condition of 
the blind ‘‘ by such other methods as it 
may deem expedient; provided that the 
Commission shall not undertake the per- 
manent support or maintenance of any 
blind person.’’ 

He then introduced the chairman of 
the commission, Dr. Edward M. Hart- 
well, who gave a brief outline of the ap- 
pointment of the commission by the gov- 
ernor through an act of the state legisla- 
ture in 1906, and the appropriating of 
money to carry forward the work. He 
told of the work which the commission 
had been doing and was doing at present 
among the blind people all over the state, 
of whom there were 4009. 

Of these but a small number were 
born blind; most of them were over- 
taken by blindness after 30 years of age. 


Many of those who are blind can do 


some kind of work. ‘There are some 60 
blind women throughout the state who 
send consignments of their work regu- 
larly to the commission. “Iwo. shops 
have been established by the commission 
in Cambridge and one in Boston. One 
blind man has set up in_ business as a 
cobbler in Swampscott and another in 
Manchester. Of course much had _al- 
ways been done by the Perkins institute, 
but the commission intended to supple- 
ment and enlarge the scope of this good 
work. Massachusetts is doing more for 
its blind today than any other govern- 
ment in the world. 

Dr. Hartwell wished it understood 
that the work which is to be offered for 
sale in the shop and the work which is 
being generally done for the blind, was 
offered on its merits as work. Interest 
and sympathy were required in the 
movement, but the aim was to make the 
blind self-supporting if possible. 

James P. Munroe said he regretted, 
as did others, that Mrs. Hooper could 
not be present. He congratulated the 
people of Manchester on the deep inter- 
est they had taken in this work of the 
commission for the blind. 

Helen Keller was then introduced and 
beside her stood Mrs. Macy, just touch- 
ing with ner right hand the blind girl’s 
left arm. Miss Keller said: 

‘I cannot express my delight at the 
opening of this new craft-shop. It gives 
a heartening sense of progress in a cause 
that I hold dear, and we ail feel repaid 
for the effort that it has cost to start the 
industries of the blind on a practical ba- 
sis. I hope this will be the first of 
many shops for the sales of articles pro- 
duced by skilled blind workers, and that 
the beautiful fabrics which they produce 


at Cambridge will be more _ widely 
known, not only in Massachusetts, but 
also in other parts of the country. 

‘““Tf the shops should not pay in the 
material sense this summer, I trust none 
of you will feel that the effort is lost. It 
will warm the hearts of the blind every- 
where to know that a generous friend 
like Mrs. William Hooper has appreci- 
ated their ability. It will encourage 
other workers for the blind to see that 
the sightless can make articles fine 
enough to be admired by the cultivated 
and sold in this beautiful place. 

‘“ You have come here full of — pleas- 
ant thoughts of rest and recreation. 
You have left behind many weary cares, 
responsibilities and good works in the 
city; but responsibilities and good works 
have followed youhere and set up this 
little shop. They follow you not in the 
gray garb of charity and social problems, 
but as purveyors of beauty to charm the 
eye and light:the intellect. 

*“'The money which you spend here 
will bring you something better than fine 
fabrics. It will bring glad thoughts, and 
the satisfaction that you have helped ‘to 
render other lives useful and happy. If 
the economic mind dismisses as of no 
value the sentiments of brotherly love 
which the shop represents, will it not be 
satished with the thought that two blind 
girls who live in Manchester can work 
all summer and earn their own living? 
‘Think how the news of their success will 
spread from town to town, and how 
more and more people will desire to 
share in the beneficent work of giving 
the blind profitable employment. I re- 
joice in your power to incaease the hap- 
piness of the sightless. It is true that 
some can give much and others only a 
little; but the large kindness behind that 
little makes it mean a great deal. I re- 
joice with you that it is your portion to 
carry encouragement and light to those 
who dwell in the dark.’’ 

Miss Keller's words could not be 
heard more than a dozen feet away, but 
at the end of each sentence Mrs.’ Macy, 
who held the blind girl’s arm, repeated 
the words so that all could hear them. 

‘The aim and object of the commis- 
sion is to help the blind to help themsel- 
ves, and become self supporting. las- 
sachusetts is the first state to undertake 
such a work, and the results here in 
Manchester are being carefully watched 
by all interested in the blind everywhere. 
In the little shop ‘Tuesday, and every 
day since, sat a blind girl,---Miss Etta 
Knowlton of Manchester---working at a 
loom as skilfully as if she had_ sight. 
Miss McClintock is also at the shop, and 
among her work she is prepared to do 
typewriting. “(here was much else dis- 
played at the shop, but most everything 
was sold on the opening day, so that a 
new and fresh supply had to be pro- 
cured at once. ‘There are such articles 


as towels, table coverings, napkins and 
various other fabrics with original designs 
woven into them that give them a dis- 
tinctive character; there are knitted and 
machine work, hand woven rugs and 
art fabrics, etc., etc. Hair mattresses, 
feather pillows, hair pillows, and many 
other useful things are offered for sale. 

The shop is under the immediate su- 
pervision of Charles F. F. Campbell, 
who is superintendent of the industrial 
department of the state commission. 
‘To his sympathetic work, in which he 
has been aided by Mrs. Campbell, much 
of the success of this department is due. 
Miss Lotta Rand, assistant superintend- 
ent of the department of registration, 
was also present, as was Charles W. 
Holmes, deputy superintendent of the 
industrial department. “Three members 
of the commission were present: Dr. 
Edward M. Hartwell, chairman of the 
board; Annette P. Rogers and James P. 
Munroe. . 

The little shop, as has been said, is an 
old, one-story wooden building, which 
has been very tastefully fitted up inside. 
although all of the weather beaten evi- 
dences of antiquity have been permitted 
to remain on the outside, except that a 
little sign over the porch tells of the pres- 
ent uses to which the old residence is 
being put, reading: 

* Handicraft shop for the blind, under 
the direction of the state commission and 
Perkins institute.’ 

While the shop was established here 
largely through the beneficence of Mrs. 
William Hooper, others are to be 
praised for their interest, such as L. W. 
Floyd, who gives free rent of the shop 
for the summer, Roberts & Hoare, who 
fitted up the shop, and E. A. Lane, 
who donated the painting.

A coming event that is sure to be of 
great interest to the summer _ residents 
and guests at the hotels, is the land and 
water sports to be held on Crescent 
Beach, Magnolia, Tuesday, July 28.

Tue records of the Safe Roads Auto-

How to Tell the Disease of Dogs. 


Here are the symptoms of progressive 
stages of rabies, given by Dr. George 
G. Rambaud of the Pasteur Institute, by 
which owners of dogs may know the 
disease in their pets. “The symptoms 
appear in this order: 

1. Change in the disposition of 
dog. 

2. Unusual show-of attachment to its 
master. 

3. Disappearance from its home for 
from several hours to two days. 

4. Change inthe bark, or total ab- 
sence of barking, even on_ provocation. 

5. Lack of appetite, difficulty in chew- 
ing and swallowing solid food. 

6. Excitement and __ hallucinations. 
The dog snaps at imaginary objects, and 
may attack its master. It is excited by 
the sight of another dog, though this 
stage may be absent in the dumb form of 
the disease. 

7. ‘The dog eats its own 
tears cushions, carpets, etc. 

8. It seems to be unable toeat. “The 
dog takes food into the mouth, but the 
food drops out after the dog has made 
one or two attempts to swallow it. 
Drinking, however, is interfered with 
very little, or not at all, and there is no 
Re drophobia (‘‘water fear’’) in the 
stricter sense of the word. 

9. Unsteady gait, which shows the 
beginning of paralysis in the hind quar- 
ters. [he pupils of the eyes are dilated. 
10. Later, there are paralysis of the 
lower jaw, shown by a dropping of the 
jaw, general paralysis, and death.

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ENGLISH LITERATURE IN THE 
EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


If we consider the writers of the 
Period under notice in chronological 
order, we shall avoid all appearances of 
invidious comparison between them. 
Although Dryden died in 1700, he may 
be said in style, in spirit, and in literary 
influence, to belong to the coterie of 
18th century writers rather than to those 
of the 17th. For nearly thirty years he 
was contemporary with Addison and 
Steele, and he may be called the literary 
father of Pope. He was born of good 
stock, of a family with Puritan leanings 
and connections, in which there was a 
certain tradition of scholarship. He wes 
educated at Westminister school under 
the famous Dr. Busby, and at ‘Trinity 
college, Cambridge. He early showed 
a taste for letters, and before his thirtieth 
year gained something of a name as a 
poet. His Heroic Stanzas, in memory 
of Cromwell, evinced genius and power 
as well as his decided republican. tastes. 
But he did not lone hold to this high 
ideal: we soon find him hailing the re- 
turn of the Stuarts, and condescending 
to court the favor of a frivolous and cor- 
rupt age. Cultivating dramatic literature 
fora time as his main pursuit, he pro- 
duced a great number of tragedies and 
comedies of very unequal merit, some 
of them having a great success at the 
time, but none of them of a character to 
achieve lasting fame. Much that he 
wrote at this time was marked by a loos- 
eness of moral tone which caused more 
than one of his plays to be prohibited, in 
an age when public taste and the censor- 
ship did not err on the side of Puritanic 
strictness. Evelyn thought much of his 
writing at this time ‘‘foolish and pro- 
fane.’’ He lacked ‘‘the art to blot,’’ 
and in his later life, like Chaucer and 
Herrick, deplored his “‘ profligate 
Muse.’’ 

Some of Dryden’s earlier works, and 
the ease with which he turned from 
praising the Protector to worshipping 
the Stuarts, gives point to the charge that 
““he had no higher ambition than to 
make some money by his pen;’’ his 
chief endeavors, too, he admitted, were 
to delight the age in which he lived; and 
the age demanded farcical incident, low 
comedy, intrique and indecency. He 
claimed that his own plays were an im- 
provement upon the coarseness and me- 
chanical humor of the Elizabethan 
drama; and in a sense this was true, but 
his ribaldry and indelicacy were more

North Shore has been prepared by Col. 
Wm. D. Sohier and has either been 
mailed or will be mailed within a few 


circular besides telling of what has been

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done makes an urgent appeal for further 
subscriptions. 

With the circular is a map showing 
the woodland on the North Shore, a lit- 
tle beyond the Gloucester line, that is 
infested with gypsy moths,—the map 
published in this paper several weeks 
ago. 

The circular tells that roughly speak- 
ing, over 1000 acres of woodland have 
already been cleared, the poorer trees 
cut down, the brush burned, and the 
remaining trees sprayed. It shows also 
1500 more acres that are infested, but 
have not as yet been cared for. 

This work has all been done under the 
direction of State Superintendent Kirk- 
land and his Assistant Superintendent, 
L. H. Worthley, and with two extreme- 
ly competent superintendents in charge 
of the work on the ground, —Saul Phillips 
and W. A. Hatch. ‘The cost has been 
practically $50,000. This sum includes 
the purchase of four large spraying ma- 
chines and many necessary tools. The 
circular further states: 

““Tt is evident that if we are to attempt 
to save all of the woods along our wood- 
ed drives in Beverly and Manchester 
that a great deal more money must %e 
spent this year, in order to clear up and 
thin the 1500 acres which are infested in 
the back woods, but which we were un- 
able to care for this year. 

“* For instance—-there is a colony of 
105 acres back of Preston Place, and an- 
other colony of 200 acres back of West 
Manchester, extending from Bookwood 
Road to Crooked Lane. At least $15,- 
000 will have to be spent in these two 
localities in order to do any sort of a 
thorough job, and the work must be 
done this fall and winter, so that we can 
spray next summer.’’ 

Why Many Trees were Defoliated 


““We had this year four large power 
spraying machines, each capable of spray- 
ing the tops of the tallest trees and of 
covering fifteen acres a day, providing 
they were in working order. ‘They cost 
from $800 to $900 each, and the cost of 
spraying was about $360 per day for the 
four. Naturally, it was impossible to 
spray the whole thousand acres that had 
been cleared, at one time, and conse- 
quently, as the caterpillars hatched out 
they ate all the leaves upon many trees. 
The spraying machines were used first 
upon the land near the shore, in order to 
save the valuable shore estates and 
woods, and we had to let the back woods 
go until we could get around to them.”’ 

Needs for the Future 


“*To protect the woods we shall need 
four to six more spraying machines next 
year. 

** For the fall and winter work, pre- 
paratory to next year’s campaign, if we 
are to attempt to take care of the woods 
back of Manchester as well as the woods 
back of Beverly, there must be at least

$20,000 available for work before Janu- 
ary 1. If enough money is not forth- 
coming to care for all the woods shown 
on the map, it will be necessary for the 
Committee to draw a line somewhere, 
and only take care of as many acres as 
can be thoroughly treated with the 
money available.’ 
The Work Accomplished. 

“Roughly speaking, again, there have 
been about 600 acres cleared, treated and 
sprayed in Beverly, and something over 
500 acres have been cleared, treated or 
sprayed in Manchester. About 50 acres 
have been treated in Essex, on the Man- 
chester road, and some 40 more onthe 


south side of Chebacco Pond.’’ 


Necessary Future Work 


‘“ What the Committee would like to 
do, and believes should be done, is to 
adopt Mr. Kirkland’s suggestion of keep- 
ing asmall force at work continuously, 
thereby retaining our most skilful and 
efficient workers all through the fall and 
winter, using them in locating all the 
small colonies in the woods, and also an 
efficient corps of woodmen in thinning 
out and clearing the colonies like those 
at West Manchester and Preston Place, 
and some in Manchester, Beverly Com- 
mons and Essex, which have not yet 
been cared for. 

‘“ Then, next season, if the money is 
available we could procure enough spray- 
ing outfits to reasonably take care of all 
the land which has been cleared within 
three weeks or so from the time the cat- 
erpillars hatch out. This will not pre- 
vent all defoliation, but will preserve the 
woods, and will prevent the caterpillars 
from spreading upon other land that is 
not yet infested.’’ 

What the Committee Hopes to Do 


“We shall endeavor in the future, as 
in the past, to use Our money as econom- 
ically as possible. We hope to obtain 
substantial contributions from Beverly 
and Manchester, as well as from the 
State, to enable us to continue the work 
next year, but the summer residents must 
realize that with the large sum of money 
that will be needed to do thorough work, 
it is necessary for the Committee to be 
in a position to offer better terms than 
are provided by the present law, which 
provides that after the minimum has been 
spent by any city or town they can have 
fifty per cent of the balance of any 
money that they may spend for moth work 
refunded by the State.’’ 


Necessity for Subscriptions and State Control 


““In order to get the work done un- 
der State control and supervision, and to 
secure efhcient work without regard to 
town lines, it is necessary for us to make 
a somewhat better proposition than is 
provided by the general law, as otherwise 
the whole moth work will be left to be 
done by city and town labor and without 
system, and all work will be strictly 


limited by the town and city boundaries. 
to which the caterpillars pay no atten- 
tion.’ 

‘The report further gives a summary 
of the work accomplished, colony by 
colony, and a list of those who have sub- 
scribed, with amounts, is appended. 
Summer residents of Beverly have sub- 
scribed $17,375, and of Manchester 
$8, 790, —a total of $26,165. Manches- 
ter gave $5000, Beverly $5000, and the 
state has given $20,000 for the work on 
the North Shore. 

The committee, which is composed 
of Oliver Ames, Charles H. Tyler and 
Wm. D. Sohier, closes its report by 
making the following urgent appeal: 

‘“ Anyone who is interested in co- 
operating and carrying on the campaign 
in the future, and helping to preserve 
our beautiful woodland, will please send 
a check to Wm.

Interesting Statistics About 
Summer Social Register, 1908 


Comparison of this Summer 
Register with that of last year illustrates 
the large number of American families 
who have returned to reside in their own 
country, owing probably to the money 
panic of last fall. The following 


Social 


statistics indicate a large increase in the 
number of country residences on this side 
of the water, 50 per cent. increase in 
the arrivals from Europe, anda large de- 
crease in the number of families who 
have gone abroad since April |. 

‘The Summer Social Register, which 
has just been issued, is limited as usual 
to the country or foreign addresses of 
those families who have communicated 
the information. “Those whose names 
do not appear therein have retained their 
city residences as a postofhce address for 
the summer months. 

Of the 11,303 families or individuals 
belonging to New York, Washington, 
Philadelphia, Boston, Chicago,  Balti- 
more, St. Louis, Buffalo, Pittsburg, 
Providence, St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
San Francisco and the southern cities 
from Richmond to Atlanta, who, have 
sent their summer address: 5768 are 
summering inland, an increase of 25 
per cent. over last year; 2623 are at aS 
seashore, a decrease of 15 per cent. 
1062 families have gone abroad singe 
April 1, as compared with 778 last year; 
717 foreign bankers’ addresses are given 
as compared with 1308 last year, a de- 
crease in foreign residences of some 45 
per cent. ; 380 families have arrived, as 
compared to only 209 last year, a very 
large increase of returns from abroad; 
192 families are living on their yachts, 
as compared to 166 last year; 642  per- 
sons have married since April 1, as com- 
pared to 537 last year;. 170 men and 
132 women have died as compared 
with the deaths of 133. men and 
113 women for the corresponding peri- 
od last year. 

‘The names, descriptions and illustra- 
tions of 799 yachts appear opposite the 
names of their owners, and are also to 
be found in the vacht index at the back 
of the book. “Three hundred and ten 
of these are sloops, 93 are schooners, 
391 are steamers. For the purpose of 
arranging this schedule, auxiliary yachts 
have been classified as either sloops or 
schooners.

Board of Health. 


Ordinance. 


At ameeting of the Board of Health, the 
following vote was passed and hereby becomes 
an ordinance: — 

‘*’That all boats propelled by explosive engines 
and used on any salt waters within the Town 
of Manchester, shall be provided with an under 
water exhaust or muffler and such under water 
exhaust or mufHer shall be so constructed and 
used as to muffle the noise of the explosion in a 
reasonable manner, and no such boat shall be 
used on said waters so as to exhaust except 
through such under water exhaust or such 
mufHer. ”’ 

This regulation shall go into effect on August 
1, 1908.

Dryden wrote much in the political 
and politico-religious vein, often with a 
satirical humor, that has outlined his 
stage compositions. In Absalom and 
Achitophel, he argues against democracy, 
urging that ““The most may err as 
grossly as the few.’’ ‘The public keenly 
enjoyed seeing living statesmen held up 
to ridicule in the garb of Biblical story, 
and pilloried on the ancient stage. In 
the Hind and Panther, one of the most 
celebrated pieces of allegorical writing, 
the burning ecclesiastical questions 
of the age are treated under a very thin 
veil of fiction. His Religio Laici mag- 
nihes the authority of the church, mak- 
ing it little short of a religious despotism. 
It was aimed against both the Papists and 
the Puritans, or“‘ fanatics,’’ as they were 
generally called; it fitted in with Charles’ 
policy and won for its author royal 
favor. Other works of Dryden which 
have procured him renown are _ his 
Translations of Virgil, and his Imitations 
of Ovid, Boccacio and Chaucer; nor 
should mention be omitted of his two 
Odes on St. Cecilia’s Day, and Annus 
Mirabilis. 

A good specimen of Dryden’s verse, 
combining vigor with easy flow. of 
language, are his lines on Milton: 

** Three poets, in three distant ages born, 
Greece, Italy, and England did adorn. 
The first in loftiness of thought surpassed; 
The next in majesty; in both the last. 


The force of nature could no further go; 
To make a third, she joined the other two.’’ 


Dryden’s prose is superior to his 
poetry; it is clear, forcible, eloquent; 
it is seen at its best in some of his Pre- 
faces and in his Discourses on Satire and 
Epic and Dramatic Poetry. As_ utter- 
ances of a poet upon poets, these Dis- 
courses are full of right suggestions from 
an artist’s mind. Of the last, Dr. John- 
son says, “it was the first regular and 
_ valuable treatise on the art of writing.’’ 

In a few lines, he often draws the most 
~ admirable portraits, as in his picture of 

Shakespeare as a dramatist, of Ben Jon- 
_ son, of Chaucer and Cowley. In genre 
painting he is without a peer. He _ pro- 

fessed to have learned his style from 
— Tillotson, a master of prose, whom he 
resembled in clearness and force and 
whom he surpassed in ease and elegance. 


It may be said that Dryden brought 


forth his best fruit in the autumn of life; 


had he died at the age of forty-five, he 


would have left but an inconsiderable 
name behind him. He was nearly sev-

“ Muffle” Your Motor Boats! 

In answer to the numerous complaints 
made about ‘‘ un-muffled’’ motor boats 
in the harbor, that disturb the rest of 
those living near the water front at all 
hours of the night and day, the Man- 
chester Board of Health passed the fol- 
lowing ordinance at a_ meeting held 
Thursday evening: 

‘That all boats propelled by explo- 
sive engines and used on any salt waters 
within the Town of Manchester, shall 
be provided with an under water exhaust 
or muffler and such under water exhaust 
or muffler shall be so constructed and 
used as to muffle the noise of the explo- 
sion in a reasonable manner, and no such 
boat shall be used on said waters so as to 
exhaust except through such under water 
exhaust or such mufHer.’ 

This is the same as the order passed. 
by the board last year. Whilethe mo- 
tor boats for the most part are comply- 
ing with this regulation there are some 
that have not. It is said to be the in- 
tention of the board to force a compli- 
ance with this order.

REFUSED TO PURCHASE 
Vote to Buy Manchester Electric Co. Lost by 
Small Margin of Three Votes. 


At a special town meeting held Wed- 
nesday evening to consider the purchase 
of the Manchester Electric Co., the 
voters refused to accept the offer of the 
company by the narrow margin of three 
votes. One hundred and _ sixty-seven 
votes were cast, and as a two-thirds vote 
was required, 112 votes were necessary. 
The vote was 109 in favor to 58 against. 

‘The result was a complete surprise to 
those present, many of whom were 
members of the summer colony.  Sev- 
eral spoke in favor of the proposition, 
but no one spoke against it. It was an- 
other case of over-confidence, as every- 
body expected the proposition would be 
accepted. 

It is understood this puts the matter 
aside for at least two years, and if so, it 
also means that the company will be pur- 
chased in the near future by a_ private 
corporation. “The Manchester Electric 
Co. is made up of members of the sum- 
mer colony for the most part; and as 
they started the company solely for the 


sake of having elecric lights in the town, 


with the idea that the town would pro- 
bably take over the plant at the end of 
the five years, they do notcare to con- 
tinue their interest. An offer has already 
been received, it is understood. 

The meeting was called to order at 8 
o'clock by Town Clerk A. S. Jewett, 
who read the warrant. R. C. Allen 
was chosen moderator, and in assuming 
the chair briefly thanked the voters for 
their expression of confidence. He ap- 
pointed W. W. Hoare, J. N. Lipman 
and R. J. Baker tellers. 

Under Article 2 E. S. Knight, chair- 
man, submitted the report of the com- 
mittee, copies of which had been dis- 
tributed abouttown. “The report showed 
the condition of the plant, its assets and 
other information. 

In regard to the financial condition of 
the company the report had the follow- 


ing to say: ‘“The earnings of the 
Company show a rapid increase. For 
the year ending June 30, 1906, which 


was the first full year of operation, they 
were $11,324. For the year ending 
June 30, 1907, they were $16,347, an 
increase of nearly $5000. For the year 
ending June 30 last, they were $18,910, 
an increase of $2500 over the preceding 
year and of $7500 over two years ago. 
‘The expenses exceeded the receipts in 


1906 and 1907. In the year just closed

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WELL KNOWN SWIMMING INSTRUCTOR AT MANCHESTER. 


Among the recent arrivals, . 
whose advent will arouse consider- 
able interest in and about Manches- 
ter, is Prof. John F. Conroy, a 
well known athlete of Boston, 
where for nine years he filled the 
position of life guard and swimming 
instructor at the L street bath 
house. Prof. Conroy is here for 
the rest of the summer and will 
prove a decided addition at Singing 
Beach, where he will be on hand 
a good deal of the time and will 
make bathing much more safe, 
particularly for those who do not 
know how to swim. He has a 
most excellent record as a life saver 
and has over 130 lives to his credit.

by act of Congress. 

“An all around athlete, he has 
served as instructor in the Muni- 
cipal gymnasiums of Boston and 
also as athletic coach at the Rox- 
bury Latin school, where he was 
fencing master as well. Next year 
he goes to Mercersburg Academy, 
Mercersburg, Penn., where he will 
hold the position of physical instruc- 
tor. While in Manchester he 
will give lessons in swimming and 
life saving, as well as private les- 
sons in all kinds of athletic and 
gymnasium work. 

Prof. Conroy has also been in 
great demand among the artists of 
Boston, who have had him pose 
for them as the type of the perfect 
muscular development in’ man.

““In addition to the foregoing, the 
Company has on its books some $20,000 
charged as additional cost, which repre- 
sents the deficit necessarily arising dur- 
ing the working up of the business to_ its 
present point. “This makes a total just 
under $200,000. 00. 

*“Your committee is informed that the 
property can be purchased for $150,- 
000.00 and that the company will be 
willing to postpone the date of payment 
for two years, without interest, or, if 
the town prefers to pay at an earlier date, 
the company will discount at the rate of 
5 per cent. per annum. 

‘“Considering that the plant was 
built some four years ago, we have in- 
vestigated to some extent the matter of 
depreciation and find under the con- 
ditions that it would necessarily be small, 
owing to it being an under-ground ser- 
vice. The conduits are laid in cement 
and, therefore, are practically indestruct- 
able; the cables are warranted for five 
years; there has been no machinery to 
wear out and the building is of brick and 
fireproof construction. We_ therefore 
feel assured that whatever depreciation 
may have occurred, is more than offset 
by the increased cost of material and 
labor should the plant be constructed to- 
day.’”’ 

The committee recommended: ‘* That 
the town purchase the plant and property 
of the Manchester Electric Company,”’ 
and should the town adopt the fore- 
going recommendation, ‘‘ That the pur- 
chase be made for cash and advantage be 
taken of the discount, which would then 
amount to 10 per cent. off, or a flat price 
of $135,000.00.’ 

FE. P. Stanley said that there were a 
number of prominent property owners 
present, who were not voters in Man- 
chester, and he moved that the courtesy 
of the floor be extended to any citizen 
who desired to speak on the question.

POLE SWAMP LANE OPENED. 


Another woods road has just been 
opened and the following descrip- 
tion on a postal being sent to. sub- 
scribers, by Col. Wm. D. Sobier, 
is self-explanatory : 

“POLE .SWAMPELANE-—- 
‘This road leads from Valley street, 
Beverly Farms, to Preston Place, 
about one mile. It is passable for 
riding and driving, although there 
was no money available to finish it. 
It was grubbed out in order to save 
the rights of way and to be able to 
get the spraying machines in for 
eypsy moth work in the woods. 
Some slight repairs have been made 
in Valley street so that one can 
drive around the hill now, going 
into the woods opposite the Bev- 
erly Farms burying ground and 
coming out by Mr. Heaton’s 
house.”’ 

We might add further that this 
road forms a connecting link from 
Beverly Farms to the series of 
wood roads in the Chebacco 
woods, which run to Chebacco, 
to Essex, to Manchester, and to 
West Manchester, and by turning 
in the opposite direction, one can 
go from Horse Hill Lane to Bowlder 
Lane and all the various roads through 
Beverly Commons down to Beverly

Board of Health. 


Ordinance. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health, the 
following vote was passed and hereby becomes 
an ordinance ; — 

““'That all boats propelled by explosive engines 
and used on any salt waters within the Town 
of Manchester, shall be provided with an under 
water exhaust or mufHer and such under water 
exhaust or muffler shall be so constructed and 
used as to mufle the noise of the explosion in a 
reasonable manner, and no such boat shall be 
used on said waters so as to exhaust except 
through such under water exhaust or such 
mufHer. ’ 

This regulation shall go into effect on August 
1, 1908.

NORTH SHORE BREEZE. 
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THE LIQUOR POLICY FOR MAGNOLIA. 


FREDERICK J. LIBBY. 


Three policies may be pursued in a 
small community like Magnolia regard- 
ing the sale of liquor. First, the com- 
munity may tolerate the illegal sale with- 
out license; secondly, it may license the 
sale; thirdly, it may allow no liquor 
to be sold within its precincts. “The 
first is lawlessness. “The second and 
third are license and no license respec- 
tively and come under the local option 
law of Massachusetts. Let us consider 
the three policies separately as they may 
be applied to our local situation. 


First, Toleration of Illegal Sate. 


This has been the policy of Magnolia 
in the past. It is based on grounds of 
expediency. Many have held and hold 
today that this is the best way to regulate 
a necessary evil. A license brings to the 
licensee a measure of independence. It 
is hard to convict him if he maintain a 
nuisance. An illegal seller is, on the 
other hand, at the mercy of the commu- 
nity. His business exists on sufferance. 
He will not dare maintain a nuisance and 
can be kept within strict limits. As 
liquor will be sold anyway, it is argued, 
this method of restricting the sale is the 
best that can be done. 

My observation is, that we have no 
just cause in Magnolia for self compla- 
cency over our so-called ‘‘ restriction’’ 
of the liquor-traffic, during the past three 
years at least. 

A licensed hotel-bar would — hardly 
have sold more liquor than was sold at 
the unlicensed bar of one of our hotels 
last summer, while six other places fash- 
ionable and otherwise, catered illegally 
to those not served with liquor there. 
There was no need of a license under 
such conditions. It is probably true that 
some restraint due to public sentiment 
was felt by the proprietors of these 
places. But that it was hard for any- 
body, even for minors and drunkards, to 
obtain all of the liquor they wanted in 
Magnolia I am inclined now to doubt. 

Moreover, the inevitable result of this 
policy is a steady.increase in the num- 
ber of illegal places. Onthe one hand, 
idle or vicious persons see in the situation 
an opportunity to make money easily, — 
because the liquor-trafiic is notoriously 
lucrative, —and on the other hand Jaw- 
abiding competitors are placed at a dis- 
advantage by having unscrupulous neigh- 
bors. If A serves wine while B dces 
not, B will suffer financially for his go: d 
morals and his conscience will be severe'y 
strained in a bad season by the injustice 
of the situation. Both of these causes 
have been operative in Magnolia with 
the logical result and two new places 
were to have opened the present season 
to sell liquor illegally. “Thus as a policy 
of restriction the toleration of illegal sale 


cannot fairly be called a success. 

Moreover, in this state of open  disre- 
gard of law the whole community is 
made particeps criminis. Noone here has 
pretended not to know that the law was 
being violated. Everyone has winked at 
itand connived in it. This enforced 
connivance in crime is impossible for a 
healthy community Jong to endure. 
That is is demoralizing to every citizen 
and to the youth especially goes without 
saying. 

As for the assertion that liquor will be 
sold in Magnolia anyway, | do not be- 
lieve it. Liquor will be drunk here. 
Those who want it badly will get it. 
But | am perfectly certain that we can 
prevent its being sold here. Magnolia 
even in summer is too small and compact 
a community for much secrecy to exist 
in such a matter. 

For these reasons, then: because the 
evil is not a ‘‘necessary’’ one; because 
the policy of toleration does not restrict 
it but rather increases it; and because the 
policy is lawless and therefore demoraliz- 
ing, Involving the whole community in 
moral obl'quity, | believe that this is not 
the best of the three possible policies but 
on the whole the worst. 

Secondly, Licensing the Sale. 

‘This has in its favor its legality. “The 
general arguments on the question of 
license pro and con are familiar to all or 
ought to be and will not be entered into 
here. But with regard to the eranting 
of licenses in Magnolia there seems to be 
striking unanimity of opinion. No one 
wants it as his first choice. Some prefer 
license to no sale of liquor at all. And 
some prefer license to the violation of 
the law. But no one seems to. prefer 
license to both of the other policies. 

The reasons given are these: ‘The tn- 
dependence of the licensee of much real 
public control; the likelihood of the mul- 
tiplication of licenses as competition 
would require; the danger of the in- 
crease of drinking among cha ffeu’s who 
as aclass need to be clear-headed be- 
yond even railroad engineers; and tle 
admittedly bad influence of open public 
bars in a small town. 

‘These reasons are to my mind. sufhe- 
ient to close the case against license in a 
town like Magnolia The dangers ‘in- 
dicated are realized by all thinking men 
to be n> imaginary ones. Hence the 
tnanimity of sentiment against licens: 
here. Itis safe to predict that if the 
licensing policy were adopted by Mag- 
nolia and consistently pursued, it would 
in ten years’ time completely change the 
character of the place. Many of our 
best people would have gone. A differ- 
ent set would lave, displaced them. 
There are those who would welcome 


such a change. In judgment it 
would be a calamity. 


Thirdly, No Liquor Sold In Magnolia. 


If we adopt neither lawlessness nor 
license as our policy, there remains. but 
one possible policy. It is the policy of 
No-License. As already explained, this 
does not mean that no liquer will be 
drunk in Magnolia but that none will be 
sold here. To the uithirking this 
means no gain to the community and 
some financial loss. “The thouehtful 
man, however, appreciates the difference 
between the presence of saloons and 
their absence. He realizes the meaning 
of the constant temptation of an idle 
or a thoughtless man. 

He knows that the atmesphere of a 
temperate town ts felt to be different 
from that of a ““wide open ’ town. He 
acknowledges a difference in the young 
men. If the place be a summer resort, 
he knows that there is bound to be a dif- 
ference in all classes. “The policy of a 
community is a large factor in determin- 
ing who shall come to it. The liquor 
policy is an important part of the gweneral 
policy. If we have No-License in Mag- 
nolia and stick to it, we shall attract not 
thé fast but the best. We are standing 
at the parting of the ways. ‘lhe next 
few years will determine the character of 
Magnolia for perhaps a hundred years 
to come.

Letters endorsing the purchase of the 
plant were read by Mr. Knight from W. 
LL. Putnam, Gardiner M. Lane, S Park- 
er Bremer, Francis M. Whitehouse, 
Charles Head, Stephen M. Crosby, 
William A. ‘Tucker, Lester Leland, 
Eben D. Jordan and George R. White. 
Mr. White’s letter follows: 

Jury 20, 1909. 
To the Board of Selectmen, Town of 
Manchester, Mass. 

Dear Sirs: — 

I regret that I cannot be present at the 
town meeting on Tuesday next, to ex- 
press the hope that the town will approve 
the proposition to take over the electric 
lighting plant. I should feel great con- 
fidence in its operation by the town  be- 
cause of the able management of the 
water supply and because everything done 
by the town, appears to be well done. 
The joint ownership and operation of light 
and water seem to suggest more econ- 
omies than is possible under separate 
management. ‘The cost of the electric- 
ity is sure to decrease and the consump- 
tion to increase. 

Manchester is the most delightful town 
on the coast—the coolest—the healthiest 
—with all the advantages of atown and 
the sweet restful simplicity of a village. 
No other town offers so much that ap- 
peals to the overworked man_ of affairs. 
‘The best water, the best roads, good 
government, low taxes, and above ail an 
atmosphere conducive to health and lon- 
gevity are the advantages presented by 
Manchester to men of wealth seeking an 
ideal summerhome. Anything that may 
further add to the comfort and conveni- 
ence of its inhabitants and summer resi- 
seems most desirable.

The report was laid on the table until 
after the consideration of Article 3. 
Under Art. 3 Mr. Knight offered the 
following motion: 

‘That it is expedient to exercise the 
authority conferred by Sec. 1, Chap. 34, 
of the Revised Laws of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts as amended by 
Sections 59 and 158 of Part Ill of 
Chapter 463 of the Acts of the year 
1906, and that the ‘Town construct or 
acquire within its limits a plant for the 
manufacture or distribution of electricity 
for furnishing light for municipal use, 
and light, heat, or power for the use of 
its inhabitants, except for furnishing 
light, heat, or power for the operation of 
the cars of a street railway company.”’ 

Mr. Knight stated that: * Under 
the statutes a town has not the authority 
to establish or maintain a p.ant until it 
has twice voted at meetings, not less 
than two or more than thirteen months 
apart, to acquire or establish. such plant, 


dents, 


such vote being in the nature of an ac- 
ceptance of the act and should be gen- 
eral in character. ‘This vote to be ef- 
fectual must be ‘of two-thirds of the 
voters taken by ballot with the use of the 
voting list.” Atthe second meeting up- 
on the same vote being again passed, the 
town will be ina position to pass its 
specific votes for the acquirement of the 
plant under proper articles in the war- 
rant. ‘The vote at the first meeting can- 
not have any binding effect upon the 
town unless followed by a similar vote 
at the second meeting.”’ 

E. P. Stanley said in regard to the fin- 
ancial standing of the town at present 
that this year the town would have a 
bonded debt of $48,000. “Uhatthe park 
and school house debt would be wiped 
out, leaving only $48,000 due on the 
water plant. “This with the new issue 
of $160,000 for additional water supply 
and the $135,000 for electric light plant 
would leave the town only about $20,000 
within the debt limit. Our borrowing 
capacity, based on last year’s valuation, 
is about $356,000. 

Es: Knight agreed with Mr. Stan- 
ley, but thought the water loan was not 
counted in considering the debt limit. 

Fk. K. Hooper thought the citizens 
should consider this preposition thorough- 
ly. He had always believed in paying 
as you go, but he was in favor of pur- 
chasing the plant because he believed 
would be a good thing forthe town. 
He believed the town should own and 
control its electric light plant. We have 
no corporations and we should be care- 
ful to keep out of the hands of corpora- 
tions.” He sincerely hoped the question 
would be passed on favorably and strong- 
ly. 

F. K. Swett thought the town should 
keep free from corporations and own its 
own plant. It had been said that we 
have no corporation, but he said that the 
telephone company had shown what cor- 
porations were. He didn’t believe in 
granting franchises and being put under 
the grasp of any corporation. 

©. ‘T. Roberts thought the town was 
getting a good equivalent for the money 
and hoped the measure would pass. by 
more than a two-thirds vote. 

P. H. Boyle asked if this bound the 
town to manufacture. 

The moderator said to 
or distribute.’’ 

Mr. Boyle thought it a good propo- 
sition. Men of good judgment, and 
men it would be well to follow, were 
behind it. 

The ballot was then taken. 167 votes 
were cast, 109 being in favor, 58 against. 
112 were necessary to carry the measure. 

On motion of W. C. Rust the report 
of the committee was accepted. 

Art. 4. “The matter of issuing the 
$160,000 in bonds and script for ad- 
ditional water plant extension,

A communication was received from 
town counsel explaining the new law re- 
garding the payment of so many bonds 
each year. At the April meeting the 
town voted to issue 160 bonds of $1000 
each, four to be paid the first year, and 
six each year thereafter. Inasmuch as 
there was a new law on retiring the 
smallest number of bonds last instead of 
first, he advised that former action be 
rescinded, and the record of voters be 
for the payment of six bonds the first 
year, and a like number each year there- 
after, until the 27th year, when the re- 
maining four should be paid. 

The motion was made by Frank P. 
Knight and unanimously adopted, after 
which the meeting adjourned. 
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Connolly Bros.; who have been en- 
gaged for some time atthe E. D. Jor- 
dan estate at Wenham, were awarded 
the contract for various additional works 
including the building of additional ken- 
nels to those recently constructed by 
them, fences, pens and other buildings 
which totals quite a little sum. The 
work carries with it considerable mas- 
onry, drainage, grading, etc.

but does a real scholar ever complete his 
education? Isaac Newton did not think 
that he had. Will a mind ever reach 
the limits of its powers or its growth, so 
long as it uses its opportunities? We 
trow not. When one speaks of com- 
pleting his education, we must think that 
he had very little education to complete. 


A man who will believe only what he 
understands must have a very short creed; 
the world in which we live is built on 
mysteries, is pillared and domed with 
mysteries; ““the flower in the crann‘ed 
wall,’’ the smallest blade of grass, the 
moat that glistens in the sunbeam, con- 
tain wonders that no scientist can solve. 


When our words only stir up strife 
and increase bitterness, it may be better 
to refrain our lips and show that “‘ silence 
is golden.’’ 

By the way, is it not a little singular 
that the father—or was he the stepfather 
of the famous saying above quoted, 
was always talking, and not always in the 
most amiable fashion either? Carlyle 
and silence in conjunction are hardly 
thinkable. 


Office is not for pride, or power, or 
emolument; but for service. For the 
time, it was a high encomium that was 
paid by an old chronicler to one of the 
Normans: ‘‘Good man he was, and 
muckle awe was of him; durst no man 
misdoe with other in his time; great 
peace he made for man and deere.’’ 
But such praise ought not to be excessive 
or out of place if applied to public 
officials of any age or any nation. 
There has been too much ridicule of the 
‘* big stick.’’ 

Good opinion of the law does not as 
a rule characterize evil-doers, whether of 
high or low degree, whether magnates 
in the stock market or house-breakers. 


The inconsistencies and hypocrisies of 
church-members, which are so. often 
dinned into our ears and exploited in the 
sensational press, no more disprove 
Christianity as many seem to think, than 
counterfeits disprove the existence of 
genuine currency; rather, we may say, 
there could be no hypocrites were there 
no such thing as true piety, as there 
could be no counterfeits were there no 
true currency; the false proves the exist- 
ence of the true.

Ordinance. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health, the 
following vote was passed and hereby becomes 
an ordinance: — , 

**’That all boats propelled by explosive engines 
and used on any salt waters within the ‘Town 
of Manchester, shall be provided with an under 
water exhaust or mufHer and such under water 
exhaust or muffler shall be so constructed and 
used as to muffle the noise of the explosion in a 
reasonable manner, and no such boat shall be 
used on said waters so as to exhaust except 
through such under water exhaust or such 
muffler. ”’ 

This regulation shall go into effect on August 
1, 1908.

ResipeNcre OF AUSTIN MORLEY, 
‘The above picture is of the new  resi- 
dence of Mr. and Mrs. Austin Morley, 
on the corner of Brook street and Nor- 
wood avenue, Manchester. It is of in- 
terest not only to Manchester people, 
but to contractors and builders in gene- 
ral, inasmuch as it has the distinction of 
being the first residence in Manchester 
to be tuilt of the new construction, cem- 
ent block. In fact it is said to be the 
first residence of this construction in 
Essex County. 

The architecture is of the Colonial 
type, the general dimensions being 29x40 
feet, of two stories, and containing 13 
rooms. ‘The interior arrangement of 
the house compares favorably with the 
modern, up to date, well contsructed and 
planned house. 

The cement blocks of which the ex- 
terior is constructed were made on the 


premises entirely of local material, with 
the exception of the cement. The 
composition is of crushed stone, bank

sand and water, besides the cement. 

The process by which the blocks were 
made is very simple. They were 
pressed in an tron mould, two faces 
being used, that for the main walls being 
pean hammered face and those for the 
corner tiers, and window jambs being 
rock faced. “The blocks were 8x12x24 
and 8x10x24 inches, with air spaces in 
center and in color resemble Indiana 
limestone. After making they were al- 
lowed to dry in the sun for 4 to 6 days 
when they were ready for use. “The 
piazza walk, floor and balustrades are 
also all in cement. 

Many advantages are claimed for this 
construction, among them the warmth

edto order by President G. F. Allen 
for the 30th time. Mr. Allen has been 
president of the organization since its 
start and has been present at every gath- 
ering. 

‘The secretary, William J. Johnson, 
read the records of the last gathering, 
and reported that four of the original 
members of the association still survived 
and were present, George F. Allen, 
Wiliam C. Rust, Jacob Cheever and 
Arthur M. Merriam. ‘The finances of 
the organization were reported in good 
condition, a balance of $47.43 being in 
the treasury with all bills paid. 

Four deaths were reported as having 
occurred during the year, Aaron  L. 
‘Thompson of Haverhill, Andrew Leach 


done by unanimous vote. 

President Allen in opening the after 
dinner exercises extended his special 
greeting to all present in view of the 
fact that for 30 years he had attended 
the gatherings as the presiding officer, 
during which time the attendance and 
interest had continually increased. He 
hoped the association would live and 
grow in the future as in the past. 

Mr. Bingham was the first one called 
upon, and despite his extreme age, he 
sirprised all present by his remarkable

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agility and brightness of speech. He 
could be distinctly heard by all. Mr. 


Bingham said in his opening remarks 
that some people think because a man is 
a librarian he knows more than other 
folk; but as Emerson said, they don’t 
know any more than anybody else. 

He gave a brief history of the forma- 
tion of the organization, which originated 
with the late Capt. Charles Fitz, who on 
the occasion of his birthday invited some 
friends from Rockport and. Annisquam, 
where he formerly resided, to join him 
in celebrating the event, and George 
Hartley, a rare. cook, was one of the 
party, also John Lee, for many years the 
town clerk. The celebration, was re- 
peated the following year with increased 
numbers each year, until at length the 
idea of forming an association to be 
composed of natives and residents of 
Manchester was suggested and was car- 
ried out. “Lo Capt. Thomas Leach the 
organization is indebted for the inscrip- 
tion on the flag. 

‘The organization started without 
any formal action,’’ he said, “* it needed 
no promotors. It started with the spirit 
of brotherly love. It kept extending and 
extending and now it is pretty firmly es- 
tablished in the affections of the people. 

“* | like that word ‘ promotor,’’’ he 
said. ‘*‘ You know it is found in the 
Preamble to the Constitution: To pro- 
mote the general welfare. We should 
all be interested in promoting the ‘gen- 
eral welfare,’ beginning in our own 
town, then the state, and the whole 
country. I like that idea of Garrison’s 
“My country is the world.’ Let us all 
’ stand ready to do all we can to promote 
the general welfare, each in our separate 
sphere of action.’’ 

Mr. Bingham referred especially to 
his work in connection with the library, 
and said when a boy there were but few 
books in the town. Captain Larkin had 
30 or 40, Rufus Loring had a pretty 
good assortment and John W. Allenhad 
a good collection. Looking back over 
his work, he felt that in some things he 
had failed, but he was generally well sat- 
ished with his selection of the 13,000 
books now in the library. 

‘* Our form of government does not 
necessarily make us safe. Rome went 
down, and so did Athens and other na- 
tions.’’ He closed his remarks by re- 
peating Longfellow’s “‘ Psalm of Life,’’ 
so well exemplified in the venerable old 
gentleman, himself. 

Hon. Robert S. Rantoul, ex-mayor of 
Salem, was next called on, and gave an 
interesting dissertation of the origin of 
the word chowder, which he claimed 
was of French origin. He was well ac- 
quainted with Capt. Fitz in Gloucester, 
where he lived as a boy from 1832 to 
1839. Afterhe was a boy eight years 
old, he was one of the captain’s special 
favorites, and the captain on his foreign 


voyages would frequently take a small 
venture for him. He had often pon- 
dered why the French, who early made 
their impress on the Atlantic coast, nam- 
ing the prominent bays and_ headlands, 
had not been able to maintain their su- 
premacy, and influence the American 
civilization. He closed with an interest- 
ing description of an interview with Gen. 
Grant, while the later was in Paris on 
his trip around the world, Mr. Rantoul 
representing the American colony then 
at Stuttgart. 

Mr. Bingham said as Mr. Rantoul 
concluded his remarks that Daniel Web- 
ster had once made a chowder over here 
on Smith’s Point, out of fish he had 
bought from old Capt. Jones’ son, afish- 
erman. 

Mr. Rantoul remarked that 
worth something to be 94. 

Mr. Allen, the president, also re- 
marked at the conclusion of Mr. Ran- 
toul’s dessertation on the chowder that 
years ago at one of their chowder din- 
ners out here under the big tree, before 
the picnic house was built, James T. 
Fields, had spoke on the same subject, 
and he had also attributed the origon of 
the word as coming from the French. 

The next speaker called upon was Rev. 
Dr. Manchester of Salem. He was re- 
minded of the grace once said by the old 
Dr. Bartol, ‘‘ Oh, Lord, we’re here!’’ 
“*T'm here, and glad to be here,’’ said 
Dr. Manchester. He was convinced as 
he heard Mr. Bingham speak, and 
looked around him, the ‘‘ Elder Breth- 
ren’’ is a deceitful term. He was sure, 
too, that as long as the spirit he had no- 
ted today existed there would be no 
need of a ‘*promotor’’ for these gath- 
erings. 

Rev. Dr. Clark also of Salem said he 
could ** extend the hand of fellowship ”’ 
to Mr. Rantoul for his remarks about the 
chowder. He paid a deserved compli- 
ment to Mr. Bingham. 

Rev. E. Hersey Brewster of Nor- 
wood, former pastor here, was called 
upon as a representative of the young 
men. He spoke of what had grown out 
of.small beginnings, and this organiza- 
tion had certainly grown out of ahumble 
beginning, and was an_ organization 
unique in its character and had been 
beneficial not only to the members, but 
to the community. While he was not a 
native of Manchester, he had been lucky 
enough to marry a Manchester girl, and 
would accordingly be entitled to mem- 
bership later on. 

Francis M. Stanwood, a summer resi- 
dent for many years, was the last speaker 
and said it was hard to realize that one 
was present who had heard the story of 
the battle of Bunker Hill from his grand- 
mother, who was living at the time, and 
whose memory extended back to the 
time when there was no bridge between 
Salem and Beverly and in going to Bos- 


it was 


ton it was necessary to be ferried across. 

He had been coming to Manchester 
for 29 years, and congratulated those 
present on the excellent way in which 
the town affairs were administered, for 
no town excelled it in acumen, honesty 
and enterprise. It had a good library, 
good water, good schools and a good 
fire department, and the tone of the dis- 
cussions in town meetings was on a 
much higher plane than the debates in 
the Boston common council. His early 
days in Manchester were spent at the 
Masconomo house, and his reminis- 
censes of the Booth family were of great 
interest. 

He closed with a panegyric on Gen. 
Grant and deplored the attempts to ele- 
vate Gen. Lee as the greatest soldier of 
his time as being both untrue and un- 
patriotic. He gave some interesting war 
reminiscenses of Grant as related to him 
by Carleton, the famous Boston Journal 
war correspondent, who considered 
Grant the peer of Hannibal, Caesar, 
Napoleon and Marlborough, and closed 
with an apostrophe to Manchester, 
which had been described as ‘‘the 
beauty spot of the world.”’

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BLIND WORKERS OF MASSACHUSETTS WIN PRIZES 


Awarded Three Firsts and One Second at the International Conference in 
Manchester, England. 


New and Interesting Features at the Handicraft Shop on the North Shore arouse much Enthusiasm 


Visitors to the Handicraft Shop on the 
Manchester Village Green, were this 
week afforded new evidence of what the 
blind can do in the way of practical _ in- 
dustry, and the skill and cleverness ex- 
hibited have won for the workman, 
James N. Hamilton of East Boston, 
many words of commendation. Much 
interest, also, has been aroused by the 
numerous photographs showing the va- 
riety of work executed at the Cambridge 
workshop for the blind, including broom 
and mop making, rug weaving and shoe 
repairing, and, also showing lines of 
work carried on by blind operatives in 
factories and shops employing seeing 
help. Such work comprises box corner 
cutting, crate making, hair-pin stringing 
and tobacco stripping, also that of  tele- 
phone switch-board operating as_per- 
formed by a blind operator in a State de- 
partment office. ‘The photographs also 
give a very comprehensive idea of the 
useful and ornamental articles exhibited 
in salesrooms of the State Commission 
on Boylston street. 

Right here, tt is interesting to note 
that at the second triennial international 
conference on the blind, and exhibition 
held in Manchester, England, recently, 
the Massachusetts exhibition of art fabric 
work done ‘nthe work shop of the Com- 
mission in Cambridge, received three 
first prizes and one second prize, the 
largest number of awards to any single 
exhibit. Manchester-by-the-Sea, home 
of the dainty litthke Handicraft Shop for 
the Blind and Manchester, England, it 
is pleasant to note, have one great Cause 
the advancement of the wel- 
fare and interest of the blind. 

In writing of the international confer- 
ence, Charles F. F. Campbell, superin- 
tendent of the industrial department of 
the State Commission, says: ‘‘ While 
our (American) exhibit of weaving has 
won much praise we must face the fol- 
lowing facts: Out of nearly 34,000 blind 
persons in the United Kingdom about 
8000 are earning a livelihood in work- 
shops or institutions. According to the 
report of the New York Commission, it 
is estimated that there are 100,000 blind 
in the United States, and of that number 
not 600 are earning a livelihood in work- 
shops. Even taking the United States 


Z census figures of 64,000 (which is ac- 
s 


knowledged to be far below the actual 
number of blind) the contrast between 
the number employed at home and abroad 
is shocking. America has much to 
learn, but in four years Massachusetts has 
gone ahead so fast that our English 
friends are holding their breath. By the 
time of the next triennial we shall show 
much gain in the employment of the 
blind in our State.’’

To the Editor of the BREEZE: 
The statement was. made in your col- 
umns last week that no one opposed the 


granting of a license to the North Shore 
Grill. This is not a fair statement of the 
case. It is well known that many letters 
and petitions were addressed to the Board 
of License Commissioners in opposition 
to the Hesperus license. Probably every 
one of these, certainly most of them 
stated distinctly that the writer was op- 
posed to ‘“‘any license in Magnolia.’’ 
‘This means that there was the same op- 
position to the licensing of the Grill that 
there was to the licensing of the Hes- 
perus. 

The sentiment in the community has 
not changed. ‘The only reason why 
people did not write again to the licens- 
ing board is because it seemed a hopeless 
task. ‘heir wishes were ignored once. 
Why would they be considered the sec- 
ond time? ‘The licensing board believes 
sincerely, I think, that it is fostering busi- 
ness and therefore increasing the pros- 
perity of Magnolia. It regards those 
who oppose its policy on moral or other 
groundsas merely ““‘temperance cranks,”’ 
unworthy of consideration. “Che mem- 
bers of the board fail to see the possi- 
bility that they themselves may be the nar- 
row minded men in their single eye for 
the property interests involved. “They 
fail to see too that their policy will drive 
away some of our best people and that 
this may not be good “‘ business.”’ 

An illustration of their short sighted- 
ness is to be seen when one steps from 
the train at the Gloucester — station. 
Across the road from the station is a 
licensed barroom recently opened, out 
of which on a Saturday night a motly 
crowd issues to catch the last train home. 
A block farther along on Railroad avenue 
is another saloon standing on an import- 
ant corner. ‘The effect of these bar- 
rooms on the first impression formed of 
Gloucester by strangers is disastrous in 
the extreme. 

Before the licenses were granted this 
year a petition signed by 700 people was 
presented to the license board asking that 
no license be granted the last named 
saloon---the other did not then exist---for 
obvious reasons. ‘The result of this peti- 
tion is two saloons instead of one! 
This is the “* business’? policy of our 
honorable licensing board. 

The only hope under such conditions 
is anew board. One member of the 
board has completed his term within a 
fortnight and been replaced by, we hope, 
a broader minded man. ‘The terms of 
the others will expire in the fulness of 
time. They will not be renewed. We 
must be patient.

_ Moreover the house which was used 
for aclubhouse. was’ wholly inadequate 
and-.very:,expensive.~- It was a_ tiny 
cottage built to shelter cosily a small 
family and not adapted to club purposes 
in any respect. Yet because of its lo- 
cation on the Point it commanded a rent 
of $400 a season. ‘This with the salary 
ofa matron and the other necessary ex- 
penses of a club made a very large sum 
to raise annually. 

Accordingly it was decided to build a 
Women’s clubhouse which should over- 
come both of these obstacles to success. 
It should be adapted to the work re- 
quired; and it should be self-supporting. 
There were Some who doubted if it 


could be made’ self-supporting; there 
were others who doubted if there 
was a real demand for it. “Thete were 
still others who did not believe it could 
be built. 

All of’ these doubts have now been 
dispelled. The clubhouse is built and 


paid for except for a mortgage of $1500. 
It can carry this debt indefinitely as the 
income from room-rent and dues proves 
sufficient to pay all of the running ex- 
penses including the interest on the 
mortgage, insurance and an allowance of 
$50 a year for improvements and repairs. 
‘Thus the club is easily sclf-supporting. 
And that there is areal demand for its 
privileges 250 enthusiastic members tes- 
tify daily. The only complaint thus far 
made comes from mistresses who have 
been ignominously hurried through din- 
ner in order that their maids might get 
to some entertainment that it offered. 
No better proof of its success could be 
given. 

It isa club’s business to be interesting 
and attractive. It is the business of the 
mistresses then to put such check on 
their maids’ movements as may become 
necessary. But let them be thankful that 
their maids are as happy in Magnolia as 
they are themselves and in honest ways. 

The Need of a Men's Clubhouse. 

Now to anyone familiar with con- 
ditions here it is plain that the same need 
exists fora Men’s clubhouse in Mag- 
nolia that led up to the erection of the 


Women’s clubhouse. In the first place, 
the men employed by the cottagers, the 
guests at the hotels and the hotels them- 
selves have no adequate place of amuse- 
ment. ‘Chey are not wanted about the 
hotels when off duty. “They are not 
wanted loafing in the public square. Yet 
where can they go? 

There are no bowling alleys in Mag- 
nolia; no theatres; no gay _ streets. 
There is only a room, containing two 
pool tables and a piano, in a basement 
beneath the telephone exchange. Why 
is not a more attractive place found? 
‘There is none to be had. And for this 
basement with its uninviting entrance we 
are paying $200 rent. ~TDo maintain this 
clubroom between $300 and $400. has 
to be raised by subscription every year, 
over and above what is received in dues 
and fromthe pool. ‘The club is reach- 
ing only a fraction of our men as the 
crowded appearance of the village square 
every evening reveals clearly. It has 75 
members at present. This is not more 
than one-fifth of the number eligible for 
membership. And yet despite its inad- 
equacy it Is expensive to maintain. It is 
very useful to a few men. It is more or 
less useful to all of its members. It is 
infinitely better than nothing and cannot 
be discontinued. | But the raising of $300 
or $400 every summer to carry it on is 
a considerable burden on the pastor of 
the Village church as well as on the 
patient subscribers. An adequate and 
self-supporting clubhouse for men would 
be a great relief. 

In the second place, it is remarbable 
that under these circumstances some en- 
terprising promoter has not put up a 
cheap bowling alley or other place of 


. amusement to become a nuisance to the 


community but to supply the natural de- 
mand for recreation. If forestalled by 
a building with which competition would 
be hopeless, this will not be likely to 
come to pass. Unless so forestalled it is 
practically inevitable because there is the 
prospect of money in it. A bowling 
alley is lucrative. 

In the third place, the rapidly increas- 
ing class of chauffeurs demands more 
good accommodations than can be ob- 
tained in Magnolia at a reasonable price 
today. 
houses here, some of them good ones, 
that are not full. Some chauffeurs are 
fortunate enough to have obtained rooms 
in private houses. On the other hand, 
at least fifteen chauffeurs are being 
boarded at the Oceanside at’ a cost of 
eight dollars a week for room and eight 
dollars a week for table-board.::; Why 


‘True, there are several boarding © 


are they there if they could obtain good 
rooms and board at a less figure in town? 
The hotel management is not anxious to 
keep them. Quite the contrary, — If 
they felt able to recommend with perfect 
confidence rooms elsewhere, they would 
gladly do it and relieve themselves of aa 
serious problem. If twenty-five more 
good rooms were added to the available 
accommodations for chauffeurs in Mae- 


nolia and an excellent restaurant were — 


maintained, all at reasonable prices, it 
would be a distinct advantage to all con- 
cerned. 

The Clubhouse Proposed. 


‘The clubhouse that is needed, then, 
will be at once. a kind of men’s hotel 
and a place of amusement for all male 
employes. It will consist of three stories 
or two stories and a basement. In the 
basement there will be bowling alleys 
and pool tables and some shower baths. 
This means that the building will be 
about 120 ft. long by 40 ft. wide. The 
first floor will contain the restaurant and — 
kitchen and a big social room which can 
be used for dances and entertainments 
when desired. It will contain twice the 
floor space of the corresponding room at 
at the Women’s clubhouse and will be 
surrounded by a verandah. On the sec-_ 
ond floor will be twenty-four neat, big 
rooms to let to men. 

Such a clubhouse as this would be as 
certainly self-supporting as the Women’s 
clubhouse is. “Che rent from the rooms — 
at $50 each would be $1200. ‘The pool 
and bowling would bring in $500 more. 
The two pool tables in the present club- 
room will bring in $125 this season at 
two cents a cue. Besides all this there 
would be the membership fees which at 
a dollar would amount to between $100 
and $200 and swell the total income to 
at least more than $1800. The budget 
of the Women’s clubhouse involves the — 
expenditure of only one-third this sum. — 
The Men’s club would be more expen- | 
sive to maintain, requiring the services 
of three people outside the restaurant: a _ 
manager, to have his ofice on the first 
floor; 
basement; and a third person to take 
care of the bedrooms and keep the house 
clean. Extra help would be needed 
from time to time, of course. 

‘The restaurant should be made self-_ 
supporting, either being let to respon- 
sible parties at a nominal rent or run on 
the club plan. 

Such a house as this furnished wouldl 
cost between $10,000 and $12,000 ex- 
clusive of the lot. 
the cost of the Women’s clubhouse.

The Women’s clubhouse built in this 
way cost $1500 less than the lowest bid 
made by a contractor. 

Can We Improve the Entrance to Magnolia? 


The lot where this building’ ought to 
stand, if the lot could be bought at a rea- 
sonable figure is the big corner lot op- 
posite the Postofiice and Telephone Ex- 
change. [he unsightly entrance to 
Magnolia has long been an eyesore to its 
citizens. It is too late now to improve 
the opposite corner which has become a 
nest of stablesand stores. It may be 
possible to save the corner towards the 
sea. Lhe © buildings now standing on 
this lot are of little value. If they could 
be razed to the ground; the lot graded 
and sown with grass seed and planted 
with trees; Raymond street widened at 
this point twenty feet and the corner 
rounded; a good carriage road and side- 
walk to the beach laid out; and near the 
back of the lot this clubhouse built among 
the trees: we should have accomplished 
much for the good of Magnolia and from 
a great many points of view. 

If we cannot get this lot at a figure 
that is reasonable, there are two other 
lots near the square that will suit the pur- 
pose almost as well and we shall have to 
build on one of them and renounce for 
the present the attractive dream of im- 
proving the entrance to Magnolia. 
John J. Stanwood of Gloucester is the 
owner of the lot in question and he 
values it at sixty-five cents a foot! ‘The 

‘lot contains about 42,000 square feet. 
It is assessed, however, at ten cents a 
foot or less and the real value lies some- 
where between these figures. Unless it 
can be bought for $10,000 or there- 
abouts, we shall build on the next best 
lot obtainable and fit our garment to the 
probable amount of cloth.

The Davis homestead, one of the old- 
est houses in Beverly Farms and a famous 
land mark, situated at Preston place 
on the Chebacco road, was destroyed by 
fire ‘Thursday forenoon. ‘The house 
was occupied by Charles Keefe and 
family. 

Just how the fire started is not yet 
known but apparently it originated in a 
chamber closet on the second Hoor, and 
when discovered was burning briskly. 
An alarm was rung in from box 54, and 
the three-quarters of a mile separating 
the box from the engine-house was cov- 
ered in record time, but as there was no 
water available nothing could be used 
but the chemicals, which were not 
effective against a fre with such _ head- 
way. 

Owing to the recent rains and the ef- 
forts of the firemen the flames were for- 
tunately prevented from spreading to the 


nearby barn and other buildings. 

Unfortunately part of Mr. Keefe’s 
furniture is a dead loss, not being pro- 
tected by insurance, and a part of what 
was saved is badly damaged. The house 
was insured for $1000, by A. A. For- 
ness and was the property of the Davis 
heirs.

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ENGLISH LITERATURE IN THE 
EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


Passing over the names of John 
Locke, the eminent philosopher, and 
Robert South, the witty, sensible and 
learned divine, who graced with dis- 
tinction the earlier years of the 
eighteenth century, the writer who next 
claims attention after Dryden is Joseph 
Addison, one of the brightest names that 
the age can boast. His life covered less 
than half a century, from 1672 to 1719, 
but he left a deep and lasting impress 
upon the world of letters; and he ac- 
complished more than any writer of his 
time not only in the refinement of the 
language, but in the improvement of 
manners and the elevation of morals. 

At an early age, Addison seemed des- 
tined to public life, but in 1702 a change 
of administration led him to turn to lit- 
erature for a living; and it soon became 
evident that this was the proper field for 
his powers. He had already gained the 
approbation of Dryden, and had become 
acquainted with Lord Somers, a dis- 
tinguished patron of letters. His first 
literary effort which brought him into 
public notice, and foreshadowed the 
career in which he was to attain such 
eminence, was his joint-authorship with 
Steele of the ‘‘ Tatler,’ a paper which 
may be called the father of English peri- 
odical literature. Soon after he projected 
the ““Spectator,’’ the work on which his 
fame chiefly rests. “This was a small 
four-page paper, issued at first daily, 
afterwards tri-weekly, from Mar. 1, 
1710 to Dec. 20, 1714. Brief as was 
its existence, it marks an era in English 
essay writing. It was chiefly the work 
of the two greatest masters of English at 
that time, Addison and Steele, and it all 
passed under Addison’s supervision and 
shaping hand. It had several rivals and 
imitations, but it has outlived them all, 
and still holds a high and unique place in 
literature. It resembled more the maga- 
zine than the paper of the present day, 
occupying itself with criticism on books, 
comments on fashion and manners, and 
attempts at character drawing and_por- 
traits of typical personages, as Sir Roger 
de Coverley, Will Honeycomb and 
others, who look out on us in such a life- 
like manner from the canvas. ‘The in- 
imitable pictures of manners and life, 
the keen but always kindly humor, and 
the comments on society and letters, 
with which these papers abounded, made 
them greatly admired and sought after,

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LIFE SAVING AND HOW TO DO IT. 


BY PROF. JOHN F. CONROY. 

Since I have been teaching swimming 
in-all its forms at Singing Beach, Man- 
chester, a great many persons hearing 
that I have received a medal from the 
Congress of the United States for the 
many lives that I saved while a_ life- 
guard employed by the city of Boston, 
have been beseeching me with inquiries 
as to the best method to rescue a drown- 
ing person and to bring same to shore. 

When a swimmer knows how to ap- 
proach and take hold of a drowning per- 
son there need be no fear of the much 
talked of “‘ death grip.’’ I have several 
different ways of taking hold of a drown-

ing person, and if I miss one I try an- 
other. 

My advice to those who are not expert 
swimmers is to be very careful in making 
arescue. Don’t be in ahurry to close 
in, for once a drowning person gets a 
hold it is difficult for even an expert 
swimmer to do anything. 

One of the best ways to makea rescue 
is to approach them from behind and if 
they are facing you to dive and come up 
behind. 

There are many ways to make a res- 
cue and the one illustrated above shows 
the hold known as the Arm Lock and is 
really a difficult hold unless a ear dil- 
igently. 

‘To rescue a person by the use " of the 

“Arm Lock’’ approach as mentioned

above, and reach around the head grasp- 
ing the right shoulder with your left 
hand. ‘The picture tells the story. 
Keep the chin of the drowning person 
against your forearm, and if a struggle is 
made the arm can be dropped a bit into 
what in wrestling is known as the 
* strangle’’ hold. 

When making a rescue this way, swim 
on your side, pulling the rescued along 
on his back, as shown in the illustration. 

‘This of course is only one method and 
as aclosing remark I wish to say that

‘The death of Robert C. Hooper at 
West Manchester, about 7 o'clock 
Thursday evening, removes another val- 
uable member of the North Shore sum- 
mer colony, and a man long prominent 
in the business, social and club life of 
Boston. He had been ill for several 
weeks, following an operation about 
three weeks ago. 

Mr. Hooper was one of the most 
prominent members of the Manchester 
summer colony, and had one of the 
finest summer homes on our shore. 

Mr. Hooper was a native of Dorches- 
ter where he was born in 1849. He re- 
ceived his education at St. Paul’s school, 
Concord, N. H., and later entered Har- 
vard. Returning from a trip around the 
world, he entered upon the duties of 
caring for the family estates. For 
twelve years he was treasurer of the Con- 
stitution Wharf Company. 

He was appointed as a prison com- 
missioner by Governor Ames in 1887 
and 1889. He resigned and was asked 
by Governor Russell to take a reappoint- 
ment, but declined on account of busi- 
ness. He was treasurer of the Soldiers 
Field fund of Harvard, and through his 
personal efforts raised $47,000. 

Mr. Hooper was one of the original 
promoters of steeplechasing in _ this 
country. He was the donor of the

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PROGRESS WITH THE MEN'S CLUBHOUSE AT MAGNOLIA 
By |. sh0@isseey 


The plan for a Men’s Clubhouse as 
outlined in the Breeze last week has met 
with approvalin every quarter. Summer 
residents, chauffeurs and village people 
are united in this. “he members of the 
present men’s club are discussing it with 
enthusiasm and if their positions were as- 
sured with their present employers no 
more generous subscribers in proportion 
to their means would be found than they. 
The village people anticipate the advent 
of a bowling alley with keen relish as 
they think of: the long quiet winter, 
when they could use it. 

The Magnolia Protection eee Im- 
provement Society at its annual meeting 
on Thursday evening endorsed the idea 
unanimously in the following resolution: 
‘* Resolved, That the Magnolia Protec- 
tion and Improvement Society gives its 
hearty approval to the general idea of a 
Men’s clubhouse for Magnolia.”’ 

The selection of the lot, on the other 
hand, is less happy, the main objection 
made being the expense. Others would 
like to see Miss Stearns’s idea carried 
out and a park created out of the lot in 
question. 

It is probable that we shall be able to 
announce next week the choice of a lot 
that from all points of view will be bet- 
ter for our purpose. 

Only one criticism of the plan has 
thus far developed. It is the fear that 
‘“ when the present pastor of the Village 
church shall leave Magnolia, this club- 
house will go to pieces.’’ It sounds 
egotistical to repeat this objection but it 
has been honestly made and must be met 
frankly. 

The fact hasbeen demonstrated many, 
many times that no man is essential to a 
good cause. If the cause be a bad one, 
it will require the constant attention of 
its promoter and will eventually perish 
ignominiously in spite of him. But if it 
be good, the man who works for it is 
quite incidental to its success. 

Now, I believe the facts warrant the 
assertion without qualification that the 
general plan fora Men’s clubhouse is 


good in the broadest sense of the word. | 


[t is not only morally good but it is based 
on real needs and meets a demand. /t 
will survive as long as these needs are 
felt. “The Women’s clubhouse is be- 
come apermanent institution not simply 
because it is excellently administered and 
all contingencies provided for in the or- 
ganization, but because it is already in- 
dispensable. 

Similarly the Men’s clubhouse will 
live and thrive when we shall be dead 
and buried because it too will be found 
to be indispensable. 

It will be organized to endure like any 
corporation along the lines of the Wom- 
en’s Clubhouse Assaciation. The sub- 


. 


scribers will be stockholders in the cor- 
poration. “The stockholders will elect 
directors. “he directors will choose a 
manager who will administer the affairs 
of the club and choose his subordinates 
exactly as the matron of the Women’s 
club does. Once the club hasruna sea- 
son, its grooves will be established and a 
little discretion on the part of the direc- 
tors in the choice of a fairly competent 
manager will be their only duty. Any 
of the men we have had for managers 
during the past four summers would be 
amply able to administer the affairs of 
such a clubhouse. 

It will be seen that the pastor of the 
Village church is by no means necessary to 
the success of the institution. If he hap- 
pens to be good for anything, he may be 
a director. If not--a catastrophe which 
God forbid!—the club will exist and 
Hourish without him. 

The clubhouse journal contains the 
following entries to date. “These, 
be noticed, represent not merely verbal 
approbation but approbation crystalized, 
whichis the kind of approbation that 
builds clubhouses: August 3rd. Mrs. 
Wm. McMillan of St. Louis started the 
subscription with a pledge of $1000, of 
which $500 is payable as soon as success 
is assured and $500 on or before August 
11909; 

August 10th. Miss Elizabeth Hough- 
ton of Boston subscribed $500 payable 
this year. ‘We will see about next 
year when next year comes.’’ 

Augusr 11th. Mr. James S. Lee of 
Boston, who was architect of the Wom- 
en’s clubhouse agreed _to draw the plans 
for the Men’s clubhouse free of charge 
on his return from Europe the first of 
November. 

August 12th. D. C. Ballou & Co. 
agreed to do the general contracting at 
cost. 

Anpnst 13th. The Improvement So- 
ciety endorsed the idea of the clubhouse 
unanimously, which is worth many dol- 
lars because of the influence of the soci- 
ety. 

Thus substantial progress has been 
made. Next week more people will be 
seen. It would be wonderfully stimu- 
lating to receive subscriptions unsolicited 
but this is, | suppose, hardly to be ex- 
pected. 

In any case, unless exceptional cir- 
cumstances exist, subscriptions should be 
made now. 4 dollar now is worth a dol- 
lar and aquarter. You will help a great 
deal if you do not delay with the assist- 
ance you mean to give. Make it a§ 
generous as you can to make up for the 
ungenerous. You always have suffered 
for others’ shortcomings and you always 
will. So please “‘ do it now!’’

Ordinance. 


Ata meeting of the Board of Health, the 
following vote was passed and hereby becomes 
an ordinance : — 

**-That all boats propelled by explosive engines 
and used on any salt waters within the Town 
of Manchester, shall be provided with an under 
water exhaust or mufHer and such under water 
exhaust or muffler shall be so constructed and 
‘used as to muffle the noise of the explosion in a 
reasonable manner, and no such boat shall be 
used on said waters so as to exhaust except 
through such under water exhaust or such 
muffler.”’ 

This regulation shall go into effect on August 
1, 1908. ;

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Ir must be of interest to the older res- 
idents of Manchester in looking over the 
list of assessed polls recently posted about 
town by the assessors, in which is given 
besides the name of the assessed poll, a 
description of property, age, occupation 
and residence last year, to notice how 
Manchester has changed in the last half 
century. Fifty years ago the class of 
working men were quite different in 
their occupations than those of today. 
For instance: here are now listed in 
the list of assessed polls, 2 furniture mak- 
ers; 3 cabinet makers; 96 gardeners; 63 
carpenters, etc. Quite the reverse of 
fifty years ago, when there were proba- 
bly no gardeners, and but a small number 
who devoted their time to carpentry. In 
its blamy days as a furniture and cabinet 
making locality Manchester had several 
hundred men engaged in cabinet and fur- 
niture making. In fact, according to 
Lamson’s History of Manchester there 
were, in 1837, twelve manufactories_ of 
chairs and cabinet ware in the town, em- 


ploying 120 men. In 1865 the cabinet 
making business gave employment to 160 
men. 
emphasis to Mr. Lamson’s words that 
‘the cabinet-making industry is fast be- 
coming a men ory, but it is a memory 
worth embalming.’’ 

Other facts gleaned from the assessed 
polls list show that there are in the town 
as assessed polls 27 painters, 9 chauf- 
feurs, 15 coachmen, 11 fishermen, 7 
bankers, 4 brokers, 45 “‘retired,’’ etc: 
Others living here, but unassessed here, 
would greatly swell some of the figures, 
especially chauffeurs, gardeners, bank- 
ers, brokers, etc., brought ‘here by the 
summer visitors. 


Tue Saxon authorities have discovered 
what would seem to be an excellent 
method to put an endto the gypsy moth 
plague which is having such disastrous 
effects on the North Shore. 

They have discovered a method to 
catch the moths that lay the eggs from 
which the caterpillars came in enormous 
quantities. “They make use of what they 
call the electric light trap. 

This consists of two large powerful 
reflectors placed over a deep receptacle, 
and power exhaust fans. “The whole 
has been erected on top of the municipal 
electric plant. 

At night two great streams of light are 
thrown from the reflectors on the wood- 
ed mountainside, half a mile distant. 
The results have been astonishing. 
The moths, drawn by the brilliancy, 
come fluttering in thousands along the 
broad rays of light. 

When they get toa certain distance 
from the reflector, the exhaust fans take 
up their work, and with powerful cur- 
rents of air, swirl them down into the 
receptacle. 

On the first night no less than 23 tons

sia, whose larvae denude the trees of

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The Hold-up and Robbery at Magno- 
lia. 


For the first time in all the years it has 
been a summer resort, Magnolia was the 
scene of violence and robbery on Mon- 
day evening. Mrs. W. T. Cornell, a 
guest at the Oceanside, while taking a 
short walk before dinner was shot from 
behind as she was returning from the 
Chasm at a quarter after six, and robbed 
of her watch, valuable not only from its 
intrinsic value, but for the associations 
Connected with it, and some $12 in 
money. The robber also attempted to 
remove her rings, but was unable to do 
so, and before he could resort to further 
violence was frightened away. 

After the departure of the desperado, 
Mrs. Cornell started for the hotel and as 
she left the path leading to the Chasm 
and came out upon the road, two ladies 
who were driving, saw her condition and 
drove her to the hotel. Dr. Henry S. 
Warren, the resident physician, attended 
herand pronounced her wound as not 
being at all serious, but before he probed 
for the bullet he sent for Dr. William 
Brooks of Boston who arrived at the ho- 
tel a little before eleven, and finally lo- 
cated the bullet. “The missle had not 
penetrated deeply and had made merely 
a Hesh wound. 

7 Searching parties were at once organ- 
__ ized and automobile parties and a number 
_ of men on foot assisted the police of 
- Gloucester in scouring the woods. The 
search was kept up until early in the 
- morning but no trace of the perpetrator

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got a very good view of the man and de- 
scribed him as being tall and slim, of 
medium complexion, wearing a dark 
brown suit, a cap and white sneakers. 
In addition-to the description of Mrs. 
~ Cornell, Harry Coutler and Joseph Col- 
 lins who were out riding that evening 
i saw a man answering in every way this 
_ description running towards Gloucester 
just after the shooting and recognized 
~ him as Charles Caig, a Gloucester man 
of ill repute. Several others also saw the 
man and all agreed in the minutest de- 
4 tail on the description first given. The 
hunted man was last heard of at New- 
_ buryport, where he was seen riding on a’ 
by freight car, and the police of that city 
are now making every endeavor for ‘his 
apprehension. 

With the exception of a nervous shake 
up, Mrs. Corneli is now practically her- 
self again and is in but little pain from 
her wound. Many of the cottagers and 
hotel guests were needlessly alarmed by 
the affair, but the chances are that such 
a thing will not occur again at Magnolia 
for many yearsto come. Indeed Mag- 
-nolia has the reputation of being one of 
the safest and quietest resorts on the 
coast. Not even a stary tramp is seen on 


the North Shore.

as many as twenty thousand copies of a 
number being sometimes sold in a single 
day; the little unpretentious sheet  trav- 
elled all over England and was read by 
almost all classes except the lowest. Its 
influence upon Enelish literature and 
social life can hardly be overestimated. 
Its range of subjects and of appropriate 
treatment. was from Fencing and the 
Use of a Fan, the Dissection of a Beau’s 
Head and a Coquette’s Heart, to Crit- 
icisms on Language, Ancient and Mod- 
ern Literature, on old English Ballads, 
on Genius, on Paradise Lost, lofty and 
solemn meditations on the Omnipres- 
ence of Deity, and thoughts suggested 
among. the tombs of England’s greatness 
in. Westminister. 

The papers on Milton, running 
through nineteen numbers every Satur- 
day, first called attention on any large 
scale, to Paradise Lost, and are still 
recognized as masterly and critical com- 
ments on that great epic. But that 
which gave the “‘ Spectator’ its greatest 
popularity and remains its chief attraction, 
is the picture of Sir Roger de Coverley, 
the quaint and genial old country squire, 
his household and his times. “UChese 
pictures have all the fidelity of a photo- 
eraph to the manners and customs of the 
age, with all the charm of free-hand 
drawing and coloring from nature-itself. 
‘They are inimitable in their portraits of 
character, and a model of clear, flowing, 
oraceful English not to be surpassed. 
They will remain a monument to Addi- 
son’ s refinedand delicate humor, and com- 
mand of literary style, while the lancuage 
lasts. [hese papers, thirty-five in all of 
which all but twelve are by Addison 
himself, fully justify Johnson’s remark 
based ona critical view of all of his 
works, ‘‘ Whoever-wishes to attain an 
English style, familiar but not coarse, 
and elegant but not ostentatious, must 
give his days and nights to the volumes 
of Addison.”’ 

The perfection of Addison’s skill and 
power are seen in his prose; he does not 
rise to great heights as a poet, although 
there is lively imagery and strong paint- 
ing and a passionate love of freedom in 
some of his pieces, as in the “‘ Lines 
written at the Tomb of. Virgil.’’ Some 
of his Paraphrases of the Psalms have 
lived and are still admired, especially, 
*“'The Lord my pasture shall prepare,’’ 
and ‘‘The Spacious Firmament on 
high,’’ which are not wanting in fine 
taste and smoothness of -versification, 
though not showing much originality or 
power. 

As a philosoper, Addison has not a 
high rank, nor did he claim to cultivate 
or teach philosophy atall. Scholasticism 
had in his time passed from the sphere 
of living thought. Addison is no meta-

phician of the Butler and Chillingworth 
school, but there is a mildly philosophic- 
al air in his amiable lectures on arts and 
morals, and such philosophy as he had 
adopted from Locke, the philosopher of 
common sense, and this was all the phil- 
osophy that the age cared for. 

Addison’s late marriage, in 1716, to 
the Countess Dowager of Warwick, did 
not add to his happiness; she was un- 
fortunately much his inferior, except in 
wealth and station. He passed gently to 
his rest, June 17, 1719. His last words, 
spoken to his son-in-law, Lord War- 
wick, an amiable but dissipated young 
nobleman, were characteristic of the 
gentle spirit, ‘‘See in what peace a 
Christian can die.’’ So passed from 
earth one of the purest, most humane, 
kindliest souls that ever adorned the 
ranks of English letters.

A NEW MAGNOLIA IN PROSPECT? 


Will the Cottagers and Summer Residents of Magnolia Pledge Money to Im- 
prove the Entrance to Their Village ? 


A determined effort is being made 
this week to raise a sum of money to 
purchase the corner land on the water 
side of Raymond street, Magnolia, op- 
posite the postofice, remove the old 
tumble-down buildings, grade, seed and 
plant trees and shrubs,—in short, to get 
possession of the land and turn it into a 
park, and thus greatly beautify the en- 
trance to Magnolia, and incidentally 
widen the entrance to the beach, and 
build a fifty foot street with good side- 
walks on either side. 

Already a beginning has been made, 
the City «Government of Gloucester, 
having appropriated $600 toward the 
amount. Charles W. Jones, president 
of the Village Improvement Society is the 
first subscriber, for $1000;—‘‘ he who 
gives first gives twice.”’ 

The land in question is owned by John 
Stanwood of Gloucester and contains 
42,149 square feet. It is assessed for 
ten cents per foot. Although Mr. Stan- 
wood is aware this land is to be purchased 
for public improvements he has not con- 
sented to sell thus far at a less figure 
than $22,000. A tentative offer of 
$16,000 has been made him, and al- 
though this sum is far in excess of the 
market value, the townspeople are anxi- 
ous to see rare and beautiful Magnolia 
cleared of the unsightly obstructions at 
its gates, so long an eye sore to all who 
drive or motor along the North Shore. 

Letters of appeal with blue print of 
land enclosed will be sent this week to 
land owners and proprietors in Magnolia 
and at Coolidge’s Point, soliciting sub- 
scriptions. Mr. Eads, head clerk at the 
Oceanside, has placed in the office plans 
of land, etc., and has kindly offered to 
receive money for this object in large or 
small amounts. A like plan will be 
placed in the Hesperus and Aborn hotels, 
and North Shore Grill. 

Subscriptions payable to any of these 
hotels or to the manager of the North 
Shore Grill are solicited and all money 
received will be acknowledged in the 
North Shore Breeze weekly. 


Flower Show. 
On Wednesday and ‘Thursday of the 


coming week the annual summer exhibi- 
tion of flowers, fruits and vegetables, of 
the North Shore Horticultural society, 
will be held on the grounds of the Essex 
County club, Manchester. “The exhibi- 


tion will open at 2 o’clock on Wednes- 
day and 10 o’clock on Thursday, and 
will remain open until 10 in the evening 
of each day. The admission is 25 cents 
(evenings 10 cents. ) 

An interesting feature of the show will 
be the display of wild flowers (named) 
and geraniums by the school children. 


Manchester Tax Rate Lower. 


. Contrary to the expectations of all, the 
assessors included, Manchester’s tax 
rate this year will not be as high as last 
year. ‘The board, after several weeks of 
steady work, completed their figures yes- 
terday morning, and announce that the 


rate will be $9.40 on $1000 of valuation. 


This is 20 cents lower than last yeat 
when the rate was $9.60. 

‘Tax rates have been going up all along 
the line this year, due to the stringency 
of the money market principally, and the 
consequent depreciation of stocks, etc. 
The state tax, too, took a phenomenal 
boost, and in this county the County 
‘Tax jumped remarkably. Manchester 
is spending considerable more money this 
year, too, than usual, and all in all a 
higher tax rate was looked for. 

The assessors are to be congratulated 
on their work. More complete figures 
regarding valuation, etc., will be given 
in our next issue.

Ordinance. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health, the 
following vote was passed and hereby becomes 
an ordinance: — 

*«That all boats propelled by explosive engines 
and used on any salt waters within the T’own 
of Manchester, shall be provided with an under 
water exhaust or mufHer and such under water 
exhaust or mufHer shall be so constructed and 
used as to muffle the noise of the explosion in a 
reasonable manner, and no such boat shall be 
used on said waters so as to exhaust except 
through such under water exhaust or such 
mufHer.’’ 

This regulation shall go into effect on August 
1, 1908.

BALTIMORE, Md. 
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The Magnolia Garage Destroyed. 


The Magnolia Garage, owned by 
Frank P. Wonson of Gloucester, was 
completely destroyed by fire, Thursday 
afternoon and afforded the greatest ex- 
citement of the season. One White 
steamer and three Pierce Arrows were in 
the garage at the time and were com- 
pletely demolished. “The loss is es- 
timated at about $25,000, the cars alone 
being valued at from $18,000 to $20,000, 
while the garage and the tools and stock 
easily made up the other $5000. 

The fire originated from the explosion 
of the gasoline in the White steamer 
owned by J. D. Cox of Cleveland. 
Fred Burroughs, Mr. Cox’s chauffeur, 
had the car jacked up and the rear wheels 
off, doing some repairing on the ma- 
chine, when the car slipped from the 
jack. Two explosions, one right after 
the other, followed and a sheet of flame 
shot clear acrossthe road. Almost in- 
stantly the gasoline-socked floor of the 
garage was ablaze and the flames rapidly 
spread to other parts of the building. 
A series of explosions followed as the 
fire reached the gasoline tanks of the 
other machines. 

The Magnolia fire department saw the 
smoke and heard the shouting and came 
out on a still alarm. When they saw 
the condition of things, they pulled in 
an alarm for the Manchester fire depart- 
ment, in whose territory the fire lay, and 
on their arrival, 15 or 20 minutes later, 
drew out. By the time the departments 
got there, however, the flames had 
gained sucha headway that the building 
was doomed and all that could be done 
was to keep the fire from spreading. 

It was feared at one time that the

New Swimming Device at Crescent 
Beach, Magnolia. 


Many different devices have been in- 
vented for the insurance of safety and 
confidence in those who are learning to 
swim, but the apparatus recently com- 
pleted by Martin Flaherty, who has 
opened a studio in the Hesperus bath 
house at Crescent Beach, Magnolia, 
seems tobe the simplest and yet most 
practical of all. 

‘The swimming machine, as it is called, 
merely consists of two iron pipes, set at 
right angles to each other and extending 
out over the water. “The swimmer is 
fastened to the arm of the pipe reaching 
out into deep water by a harness that fits 
under the arm pits and over the shoulder 
and is thus kept afloat. “The arm is 
swung around in any position wanted by 
means of a wire cable, and enables ‘the 
instructor to keep his pupil in deep water 
or in shallow, just as he deems best. 
The device may be moyed about at will 
but is usually set in four or five feet of 
water. 

Mr. Flaherty, the inventor, is a well 
known gymnasium instructor and his les- 
sons in physical culture have been the re- 
making of many men already despaired 
of bytheir physicians. He was for a 
time at Philips Exeter Academy and the 
faculty there informed the student body 
that any one who would come under his 
instructions would be excused from the 
gymnasium work. 

At his studio in the Hesperus bath 
house, Mr. Flaherty has a number of 
pupils in the art of self defence and 
punching the bag. He is making a 
specialty of men run down by business 
cares, and with exercises with the medi- 
cine ball, dumb bells and the gloves he 
has done wonders on men who, when 
they came under his treatment were mere 
nervous wrecks. He may be found at 
the beach at any time and works in con- 
junction with Mr. Brown, the life guard 
and swimming instructor.

John O’ Brien has accepted a position 
on one of the steamers which runs be- 
tween Huntington, Long Island, and 
New York city. 

A representative gathering of be- 
tween 150’ and 200 Farms people at- 
tended the last band concert and illumin- 
ation of the season, *at Manchester, 
Wednesday evening.

Now that the public dump on_ Beach 
street has been closed, it is the unani- 
mous verdict of all that same should be 
cleaned up, so that the place will be pre- 
sentable, but’ it’s an open question who 
should do it. One thing is certain, 
however, and that is a fire -is needed 
there to dispose of the unsightly and in- 
flamable material. 

John A. Morrison, who invented a 
tide valve a short time ago has secured 
patents on same and has already, through 
several well known engineers, installed 
the invention and in every case it has 
worked to perfection. The invention 
pertains to tide valves, intended to inter- 
vene between a land drainage system and 
tide water, to leave free drainage at low 
tide and to prevent back flow inthe drain- 
age system on flood tide. The 
efficiency of the above described arrange- 
ment is such that the valve-is held firmly 
closed against leakage by the rising tide; 
while, at the same time it is readily re- 
sponsive to the ebbing tide to ‘open and 
allow free drainage of system as de- 
scribed.

After many unsuc- 
cessful attempts the insect above men- 
tioned is now discovered to be thriving 
and the professor has strong hopes unless 
some disease appears to kill them by next 
year the gypsy moth will be killed off 
automatically by the parasites.

RANDOM THOUGHTS. 
BY D. F. LAMSON. 


No. XXVII. 


It is something to be grateful for, that 
whichever of the leading Presidential can- 
didates is elected, we may be reasonably 
sure of a clean and upright administra- 
tion; there may be a preference for cer- 
tain party principles or policies, but eith- 
er candidate must be respected even by 
his political opponents. It is agreat thing 
to have personal animosities and_ bitter- 
ness eliminated from a Presidential cam- 
paign; inthis respecttimes have changed 
for the better. 


Native taste sometimes counts for 
more than ‘culture; a mere layman -in 
art may see more ina picture than one 
who has all the advantages that the 
schools furnish; one may have more eye 
for perspective without training, than 
another with years of artistic theory and 
practice: 

‘The same holds true in other things. 
Hugh Miller, the stone-mason, was mas- 
ter of a better English style than a ma- 
jority of the scholars in the United 
Kingdom. Dwight Moody, rising ina 
few years from the shop counter, be- 
came one of the greatest preachers in 
America. 

All of which does not prove that edu- 
cation and training are by any méans 
us l:ss; as amatter of fact, these men 
had some of the best kind of education 
and training, if not of the technical sort. 

Perhaps all that can be said is, that a 
foundation needs to be laid in nature; 
and then, the more that can be done by 
study and art to improve it, if they can 
improve it, the better. 


Some things there are that the passing 
age does not take too seriously; among 
them is Solomon’s rod, which is quite 
out of fashion nowadays, doubtless be- 
cause its usefulness was somewhat exag- 
gerated by our forefathers; for another 
thing, we are told that sermons must be 
short, while playwrights are allowed am- 
ple scope and verge, as if when the 
world refuses to hear Moses and the 
prophets it is going to be persuaded by 
Smith and Jones. 


We pride ourselves much upon our 
modern improvements in the art of war; 
but Turks with their scimitars, High- 
landers with their broadswords, English 
archers with their cloth-yard shafts, did

ereat execution; given, stalwart arms, 
valiant hearts and brave leadership, and 
the difference between armies is largely 
a matter of mechanical invention and 
skill; the men who fought under Alex- 
ander and Charlemagne were for soldier- 
ly endurance and daring every whit the 
peers of the men who fought under Wel- 
lington and Grant, Dewey and Samp- 
gon. 


The old is not to be blindly clung to 
because it is old, any more than the new 
is to be run after because it is new. 
Sometimes, the new is a great improve- 
ment; we are never tired of saying, 
“better fifty years of Europe than a 
cycle of Cathay;’’ but old institutions 
and customs are not always to be dis- 
missed off-hand like last years’ almanac; 
they are sometimes old because they have 
proved better than the new; the quiet, 
restful, church-going Sunday of our fath- 
ers had some distinct advantages over the 
pleasure-seeking, excursion-going Sun- 
day of today; even though the grind and 
pressure of modern business life may 
be held to be largely responsible for the 
latter. 


Sentiment and sentimentality are two 
very different things; sentiment is a very 
good thing often, as the poetic sentiment, 
the patriotic sentiment, the religious sen- 
timent; sentimentality is a weak, and 
sometimes a foolish thing, allied to un- 
reason and gush. It is often well to 
cultivate sentiment; but sentimentality 
needs rather to be repressed. 


To be able to distinguish between 
things that differ, but which are often 
confounded, as in the above instance, is 
one result of mental culture or true 
education; half of the misunderstandings 
and disputes in the world have been 
caused by the want of such power. 


Nowhere more than in Tennyson’s 
later poems is seen the utterly dismal out- 
look of the Naturalistic philosophy, 
which the poet so keenly dissected and 
repudiated with all the intensity of his 
soul, standing “‘on the heights of his life 
with a glimpse of a life that is higher.’’ 
But the closing quarter of the century 
might have spared itself wading through 
sloughs of despond and sinking in abys- 
mal depths of conceit, had it taken 
counsel of a Greater thana Hegel, a 
Huxley, a Swinburne, a Matthew Ar- 
nold, or evena Tennyson. After sixty 
years of sore travail, it found itself even 
more dark and hopeless, and farther 
from the goal, than at the start, when it 
‘* caw the vision of. the world and the 
wonder that should be.”’

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Brilliant Rescue at Magnolia Beach

Ordinance. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health, the 
following vote was passed and hereby becomes 
an ordinance: — 

**’That all boats propelled by explosive engines 
and used on any salt waters within the Town 
of Manchester, shall be provided with an under 
water exhaust or muffler and such under water 
exhaust or mufHer shall be so constructed and 
used as to muffle the noise of the explosion in a 
reasonable manner, and no such boat shall be 
used on said waters so as to exhaust except 
through such under water exhaust or such 
mufHer.’’ 

This regulation shall go into effect on August 
1, 1908.

The high winds of Wednesday and 
yesterday kicked up atremendous surf at 
Singing Beach and/many went to the 
beach to seethe breakers as they came 
rolling in. Only a few, however, dared 
to venture out into them. In the after- 
noon the raft, put off by the summer res- 
idents, split squarely in half and the sup- 
porting casks, torn from their fastenings 
were washed high up on _ the beach. 
This is the only real high sea we have 
had here this season and the spray, flung 
high in the air dashed against the rocks 
with a roar of thunder, formed a picture 
not soon to be forgotten. 

Daring Rescue by Conroy. 

As we go to press, we learn of the dar- 
ing rescue of Walton Scully, a lad of ten 
years, by Prof. John Conroy from death 
by drowning in the heavy surf at Singing 
Beach this morning at 11 o’clock. The 
lad had been carried out beyond the 
breakers by the undertow, and was unable 
to get back. Conroy heard his cries for 
assistance, and, at the risk of his own 
life, plunged in after him. The heavy 
surf buffeted him about aud even he was 
unable to reach the shore with his bur- 
den, and a life line was thrown him by 
Arthur McCormack and Harry Swett 
who waded out into the breakers and as- 
sisted the pair ashore. The rescue was 
the hardest Conroy ever attempted, and 
he was pretty well exhausted. Young 
Scully is spending a fortnight, with his 
mother, Mrs. J. W. Scully of Pittsburg, 
with his aunts, Mrs. LT. M. Cook and 
Mrs. James H. Childs at Old Neck, 
Manchester. 


Bronze Medal Awarded. 

In recognition of his services in saving 
the life of his companion, George Dun- 
can, early in the season, Eric Wetter- 
low, gardener for Lester Leland at West 
Manchester, has been awarded a bronze 
medal by the Massachusetts Humane so- 
ciety. 

As related in the Breeze at the time, 
Duncan and Wetterlow were in swim- 
ming at West Manchester, having dove 
from a row boat about 100 yards from 
shore, when the former was taken with 
acramp. Wetterlow went to Duncan’s 
assistance and came very near loosing his 
own life in the attempt. In a last des- 
perate effort, however, he grabbed Dun- 
can as he was going down the third time 
and brought him ashore.

tentions toward them the board of high- 
way commissioners have given out this 
statement : — 

The highway commission has taken 
action during the past week upon a num- 
ber of complaints against operators of 
automobiles brought by the Safe Roads 
Automobile Association. 

Three cases illustrate the principle 
which is now being enforced—that the 
operator of an automobile, or the person 
who is responsible for the safety of the 
other users of the highway, even when 
he is guilty of no gross carelessness or 
recklessness, but an accident happens 
through his inadvertence, or his failure 
to recognize the conditions of the road, 
or to operate properly in an emergency 
—the penalty, of course, being different, 
according to the character of the acci- 
dent, and the reasons therefor. 


License Revoked. 
The highway commission have. re- 


voked the license of Charles H. Ray- 
mond, a chauffeur inthe employ of Mrs. 
Mary T. Leiter, who spent most of the 
summer at Manchester, the evidence 
presented in support of a complaint 
against him showing that Raymond was 
running his automobile at an excessive 
rate of speed on a highway in Manches- 
ter, and that he passed one team upon the 
right, and went between that and the 
one ahead, passing that to the left, and 
then turning in passed a carriage coming 
in the opposite direction, all at excessive 
speed, so close that he touched the head 
of the horse of one team and back wheel 
of the other wagon.

North Shore People who have aided the Institution will be

Some 16 years ago, through the gen- 
erosity of one of our summer residents 
by the gift of $10,000, the purchase of 
the building now owned by the Glouces- 
ter Fishermen’s Institute was made pos- 
sible. Although the building is not ade- 
quate to properly accommodate the large 
numbers who care to use its_ privileges at 
certain seasons of the year, still, with 
some changes that are soon to be made 
in the basement, more will be able to 
avail themselves of its hospitality. 

This by the way of introduction, but I 
have some plain words to speak to the 
citizens of Gloucester, namely: You,

as citizens of this city are individually in- 
terested in the material welfare of every 
fisherman who steps his foot over the 
rail of a Gloucester vessel, because it. is 
he that brings to port the ‘‘ raw material’’ 
out of which nearly all of Gloucester’s 
wealth is derived, (be that small or 
great). Tooillustrate: Let the mack- 
erel fleet fail and all of us feel the ef- 
fect. 

So with each branch of the fish-busi- 
ness, our bread and butter depends on 
the success or failure of the fish catch. 
Hence, I say: ‘‘ Remember the man 
that catches the fish.’’ He is worthy of 
our thought whether he comes from 
Portugal, Sweden, Norway, Newfound- 
land, P. E. Island, Nova Scotia, Maine, 
Virginia, or Massachusetts. We owe 
him something for braving storm and 
wave and peril that he may bring to us 
the products of the sea. 

We owe it to ourselves that we see to 
it that he has a decent place provided 
him that while in the port of Gloucester, 
he may have well-appointed, well-lighted, 
well-heated, and well-regulated quarters 
for writing letters, reading the papers 
and magazines, receive his mail, play a 
game, or spend a leisure hour while 
smoking his pipe; and if religiously in- 
clined may attend religious services with 
his shipmates. 

The chief object of the Institute isto 
try to so surround these men with proper 
influences while ashore, that it may be 
fairly easy for them to retain, rather than 
lose their good characters while in our 
port. Mrs. McClure and some few 
others did well some 16 years ago in se- 
curing the building for this purpose, 

In ridingin the electric cars this sum- 
mer, I have often heard remarks by sum- 
mer visitors regarding the advertising 
card of the Institute which is posted in 
the cars like this: ‘‘ That’s a fine thing 
to have in your town!’’ and reply by 
citizens, ‘* Yes, itis, but I don’t. know 
much about it, in fact I was never there, 
but they say they are doing fine work.’’ 
This shows about the extent of the inter- 
est that is taken by the local people in the 
Institute. As far as I can learn this is a 
sample of the past history of the local 
people’s interest in the work which I am 
asked to take hold of and develop, which 
I would gladly try to do, and have done 
as far as seems to me possible with a 
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large part of the local people standing 
aloof, refusing to lift financially or to 
come into personal contact with the 
work. I find that in the first eleven 
years of the Institute’s existence, there 
were some $60,000 raised; of this 
amount, only $10,000 came from the 
Citizens of Gloucester. 


This proportion of financial interest 
exhibited then, seems to be about the 
ratio of moral and financial support that 
they show now. ‘This brings me to this 
point: If the home people fail to show 
an interest in this work, what right have 
they to expect the Chaplain of the In- 
stitute to go to members of the summer 
colony and guests of the hotels and plead 
the cause of an institution which the 
home folks ‘‘ turn down.”’ 

If the Fisbermen’s Institute is too 
much of a luxury for Gloucester to sup- 
port, it is time we found it out and that 
some means be discovered whereby the 
work could be carried on more cheaply. 
Merge it with the Y. M. C.A., if there 
is not money enough in Gloucester to 
support both places. But both are need - 
ed. Iam certain that the work of the 
Institute is almost indespensable. We 
all seem to think that the Y. M. C. A. 
is necessary. We often have as many 
young men (fishermen) come into the 
Institute in a week as Gloucester’s young 
men go into the Y. M. C. A. building 


in three months. 


It is claimed by those who ought to 
known, that under the present manage- 
ment the Institute is better equipped and 
conducted than ever before; if so, then 
there is no excuse for the good people of 
this city holding back their help, but to 
see to it that the Institute be fully sup- 
ported and properly developed. I am 
here to help make it the best institution 
of its kind, and am confident that it could 
be made such if there can be aroused a 
spirit of love for this sort of work to a 
larger degree than heretofore, the sup- 
port that is its due. 


I had about decided, because of the 
reasons above stated, to resign the posi- 
tion and let some other take up the work 
where | lay it down, trusting that he may 
have such tact, grace and gumption, 
combined with a physical makeup which 
requires neither that he have one day in 
seven to rest nor a vacation during the 
whole year, that his family be sufficient 
in number, and old enough in years, that 
he with wife and children could together 
be a full equipment to properly conduct 
the internal workings of the Institute. 
But, I will wait, and see what response 
is accorded us in the next six months.

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Ordinance. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health, the 
following vote was passed and hereby becomes 
an ordinance: — 

‘* That all boats propelled by explosive engines 
and used on any salt waters within the Town 
of Manchester, shall be provided with an under 
water exhaust or muffler and such under water 
exhaust or muffler shall be so constructed and 
used as to muffle the noise of the explosion in a 
reasonable manner, and no such boat shall be 
used on said waters so as to exhaust except 
through such under water exhaust or such 
mufHer.’” 

This regulation shall go into. effect on August 
1, 1908.

THe last issue of the Salem Gazette, 
one of the oldest papers in the country, 
was printed last Saturday. ‘The paper 
was established on Oct. 14, 1736, as the 
Salem Mercury, by John Dabney and 
Thomas C. Cushing. On Jan. 5, 1790, 
it was called the Salem Gazette. Up to 
Jan. 3, 1794, it was a weekly paper, and 
on that date it was changed toa semi- 
weekly. This semi-weekly was 
tinued down to 1892, when 
changed to a daily paper. 

A weekly edition called the Essex 
County Mercury was started in 1831 and 
continued for 60 yearsormore. Among 
the men who made the Gazette famous 
were Hon. Caleb Foote, who remained 
with it more than 60 years, and Nathaniel 
A. Horton, who was one of the editors 
for nearly a half-century and who made 
its editorial page a great power. 
During the last 15 years the Daily Ga- 
zette has had amore or less checkered 
career, passing through various hands.

Dear Sir: 


On a recent Saturday evening, | Ba: 
on the platform of the Boston & Maine 
station and was surprised to notice the 
number of persons who boarded the train 
either for Salem or Gloucester (a majority 
for the latter.) Upon enquiry, I found. 
that several of these folk were regularly 
in the habit of going to purchase (out- 
of-town) things needful and otherwise, 
paying cash for them and hoping in this 
way to save something. 

How little do they think, perhaps,, 
about the credit they have received all the 
other days of the week from local mer- 
chants, who would gladly receive good 
cold cash and give as equal return as the 
other stores. 

For example, a married couple, with: 
a family, left children at home, walked’ 
three miles, rode fourteen miles (carfare 
sixty cents cash), and shopped along 
crowded streets for nearly two houts, 
spending over fifteen dollars for a few 
common necessities. Upon their return, 
they figured out that by staying at home, 
the house and children would have been 
cared for, nervous and tired bodies would 
not have resulted, and even a cash sav- 
ing would be theirs of nearly two dol- 
lars. 

Of course, we must admit that for 
several articles a discount can be given 
by the large merchant which our local 
dealers cannot make, still the fact re-. 
mains, that the expense of running a 
business of any kind, employing town 
help, could the more easily be met. if 
these same bargain hunters would stay 
at home, pay spot cash and insist on fair 
prices. [t appears to me that a pressure 
is bearing down on our store keepers, 
which should be lefted before a crash 
comes. Both sides may be at fault and’ 
the helpfulness in such cases should be‘ 
mutual. At any rate, first give your at- 
tention to home patronage before others 
capture your talents.

AND THE 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


The contrast between the beautiful 
print in the Breeze of Aug. 28, of the 
yacht “‘ Arbella,’?” owned by Mr. W. 
B. Thomas, and the picture of the ves- 
sel which was intended to represent the 
original ship ‘“ Arbella’’ in which Win- 
throp cime to this shore in 1630, is illus- 
trative not only of the progress in marine 
architecture, but in our civilization, be- 
tween the days of the pioneers and our 
own. ‘The former were times of sturdy 
strength; the latter are times in which 
we have added graceful lines and artistic 
equipment to the work which our fathers 
wrought. 

The original name of David Little’s 
** Arbella,’’ given it when a_ fishing 
vessel of Gloucester, the ‘*‘ Hard 
Chance,’’ was significant of the severe 
and perilous labor and frequent mis- 
fortunes and losses inseparable from the 
life of the toilers of the sea, of which 
the heroic and hardy fishermen of our 
neighboring brave and enterprizing Port 
have had their full share. 

The fine lines and graceful pose of a 
modern pleasure yacht are almost the 
complete opposite of the heavy and 
clumsy build of an old-time ‘* Grand 
Banker;’’ the one stands for wealth, 
luxury and artistic taste, the other for 
utility and hardship; the one is winged 
and floating poetry, the other was cum- 
brous and homely prose. “The two can 
hardly be compared; they are both good 
in their way, and for what they were 
made for; neither can take the place of 
the other. Perhaps, in case of extremity 
we could dispense with the gay and light- 
some yacht better than the awkward and 
stolid fishing craft; we could live: with- 
out the one better than without the other. 
But it is one of the felicities of modern 
invention and improvement, that the 
fishing craft while retaining its solid and 
practical build and sea-going qualities, 
has learned to take on some of the shape- 
liness of the pleasure craft; thus combin- 
ing beauty and use. 

And anything that speaks of a lighten- 
it g of the fisherman’s lot, and the bring- 
ing of the least cheer into his life; any- 
thing that stands for more grace and 
comfort; is something most surely to be 
rejoiced over. We little think, too 
often, of the debt we owe to those who 
reap the harvest of the fields that no 
man ploughs, who go down to the sea 
in ships, and do business in the great 
waters.

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BEVERLY’S NEW HOSPITAL 


Dedicatory Exercises Held Tuesday. New Hospital Cost $100,000. Description 
of Buildings 


The new Beverly Hospital, off Her- 
rick street, not far from the Montserrat 
station, was dedicated Tuesday after- 
noon. The new hospital cost about 
$100,000 and consists of three buildings 
connected by corridors with fireproof 
dividing doors and a fourth building for 
the boiler house and laundry. 

President Charles Woodberry presided 
at the dedication exercises. “Ihe prayer 
was by the Rev. Edward Everett Hale 
of Boston. The speakers were Mayor 
S. Harvey Dow, Augustus P. Loring, 
Dr. Paul Thorndike of Boston and Dr. 
Charles W. Haddock of Beverly. The 
hospital was open for public inspection 
W ednesday afternoon. 

[In locating a hospital in New England 
some of the things to be desired are sun- 
light, a sufficient elevation above the sur- 
rounding country, protection from the 
cold east winds, freedom from disturbing 
noises, good drainage and an outlook on 
quiet, undisturbing scenery. It is gen- 
erally possible that some of these con- 
ditions can be found but very rarely all. 
But in the Beverly Hospital the site se- 
lected possesses all of these good qual- 
ities. 

The main group consists of the Ad- 
ministration building, three stories; the 
Pavilion, two stories, and the Operating 
building, one story. , 

The Administration building is placed 
in what will be the centre of a group 
when all the buildings are built. The 
second Pavilion and the 
Nurses’ Home are yet to 
be built. The buildings 
are designed (in so far as 
the conditions of a hospit- 
al would allow) in the 
early colonial style so pre- 
valent in Salem and Bev- 
erly, with the high portico 
and the simple detail. 

Entering the main or 
Administration building 
through the three — story 
portion with its monolithic 
concrete columns, one 
comes first to the main 
hospital office with con- 
necting telephones to all 
buildings, call bells, an- 
nunciators, etc. Next to 
this, on the right, is the 
waiting or Trustees’ room. 
Opposite is the suite for 
the superintendent, con- 
sisting of sitting-room, bed 
room fand_ bath. The 
pharmacy on the left and 
the interne’s room and 
bath on the right com- 
plete the front portion, 


In the rear of the cross corridor is the 
main staircase leading to the floors above. 
The elevator, of sufficient size to take 


from the walls. The shelving is of 
metal and slate. A large working pantry 
adjoins. Here, too, all shelving is clear 
from the walls. The floors of the 
kitchen and dependencies are of a_thor- 
oughly aseptic quality. They are what 
is known as the Puritan floor.

story are located the best private rooms 
in the hospital. Of the seven private 
rooms two have open fireplaces and four 
have direct connection with the airing 
balconies. The windows are so arranged 
that a patient may be wheeled without 
leaving his bed to the open air. Toilets, 
lockers, linen closets and medicine closet 
complete the front portion. 

In the rear hzlf of this oor is located 


the maternity department consisting of a 
four-bed open ward and two private 
rooms while the delivery room, the baby 
room, bath and toilets complete this de- 
partment. The baby room is finished 
in light blue and white. A large airing 
balcony from this room affords out-door 
space for babies when needed. 

The third story of the building is de- 
voted to nurses and domestics until the 
Nurses’ Home, a much needed building, 
is built. 

In the basement of this building are 
located the laboratory, drug room, 
kitchen stores, men’s rooms, X-Ray 
room, work shop and ice storage. 

Basement corridors connect {to all 
buildings. The basement of the 
Pavilion is used for a plenum chamber 
for the heating. In the basement of the 
operating building is the autopsy. 

In the Pavilion is located the two large 
ten-bed wards, five private rooms and a 
children’s ward, a large diet kitchen, 
bath and toilet room, linen and medicine 
closets. The large wards are lighted 
with nine large windows on each side 
and on the end windows occupying 
nearly the entire width. Facing, as this 
building does, to the south the room is 
flooded with sunlight the greater part of 
the day. On both stories the wards 
open to the airing balconies so that the 
beds can be wheeled to the open air with 
the least effort. At night the wards are 
lighted by reflecting lights from a group 
of lights at the centre of the rooms, 
giving a soft light over the entire room 
with no direct light in the patients’ eyes. 
Besides this there are portable lights at 
each bedside. 

Perhaps the most complete building of 
the group is the Operating building. On 
this building a great deal of thought and 
time were expended to make it as nearly 
perfect as possible. Two operating 
rooms are provided, one for major oper- 
ations and one for accidents, unclean 
cases and general minor cases. 

For accident cases an admitting room 
is provided at the ambulance entrance. 
Here the patient is prepared for the 
anaesthetic before being taken to the 
anaesthetic room. From this room a 
large door communicates directly with 
the main operating room. 

This operating room is provided with 
a large skylight and north light window. 
All the windows are double glazed to 
prevent the radiating of cold and adjust- 
able shades are provided for the skylights, 
between the two glazings. A west win- 
dow is provided in case light from that 
direction is needed or this light can be 
cut off by shutters. For artificial light a 
system is used which is uncommon in 
American hospitals. “The lights are on 
an adjustable crane which, when not in 
use, is swung back against the wall, thus 
avoiding the possibility of dust from a 
fixed fixture over the centre of the table. 
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The floor of this room is white vitreous 
tile with 'sanitary base. The only 
plumbing fixture in this room is a_vit- 
reous porcelain sink with elbow and knee 
controlled valves. 

The surgeons’ room adjoins the main 
operating room and contains the sur- 
geons’ lockers, bowls with knee action 
valves, and shower bath. 

While the hospital is most complete 
in every detail and fitting, there is still 
need for another building which limita- 


tion of funds made it necessary to leave 
out and that is the Nurses’ Home. Ac-

of the Administration Building but more 
room is needed.

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LATE SUMMER THE BEST TIME TO MOVE A TREE OR 
EVERGREEN. 

Almost every one thinks that the roots extending beyond a certain distance 


proper time to move a tree is in the 
spring and the rest of the community ad- 
vocates fall transplanting. It may be 
surprising to my readers to know that as 
far as evergreens are concerned they are 
both wrong. 

The best time to move an evergreen 
tree is August. Of course it may live if 
moved at ‘any time of the year. But 
that is equally true of any tree or plant. 
If you are careful not to disturb the roots 
it is remotely possible to move a forty- 
foot apple tree in full bloom, or with the 
fruit hanging on it, but not one man In 
a million has either the money or the 
knowledge to carry out such an oper- 
ation. It would mean a special railroad 
track, several derricks and a small army 
of men. 

The needle leaved evergreens—which 
include pines, cedar, spruce, balsam, 
arbor vitae, hemlock and so on—have 
recently become extremely popular on 
country and suburban places, because 
they are not only immediately decorative 
and take away the barren look from a 
new place, but they are beautiful the 
year round and never shed their leaves 
to such an extent as to litter up a yard as 
in the case of deciduous trees. Nursery- 
men have recently gone extensively into 
the culture of evergreens. 

Beautiful specimens, showing a wide 
range of colors in their foliage, from the 


Colorado blue spruce to the golden 
leaved retinosporas, may be obtained 
now at a comparatively low cost. One 


or two of these trees properly located in 
your front yard will change the entire 
aspect of the place. 

The man who attempts to move a 
native evergreen tree—that is, a wild tree 
that grows in his neighborhood—is _al- 
most sure to fail, because, in the first 
place, he does it at the wrong time of 
year, and, second, because he does it on 
the impulse of the moment and neglects 
to take the precautions that are taken in 
a nursery. A native tree to be moved 
successfully should be root pruned about 
a year ahead of the time it is to be 
moved; that is, it should have a trench 
dug around it, by means of which all 
—— 


from the tree will be cut off. After the 
tree has had a chance to recover, the 
roots branch profusely. ‘The result is a 
fibrous mass of roots which will enable 
one to move considerable earth with the 
tree and thus transplant it safely. 

As a rule it is hardly worth while to 
attempt to move native evergreens. 
With the exception of cedars they are 
seldom shapely and their chances of liv- 
ing are extremely small. 

The nurseryman knows how to pack 
and ship an evergreen. It is his busi- 
ness to know it. He has only specimen 
trees to sell, which he has transplanted 
three or four times to make the roots 
form a compact ball. As soon as he 
receives your order he will dig up the 
tree and carefully pack the root ball in 
burlaps, so that unless the tree is a long 
time in transit it will really hardly know 
that it has been moved, and its chances 
of living are about ninety per cent if you 
give it reasonable after care. 

The business of setting out the tree 
devolves on you, and it is a_ particular 
job. First dig a hole large enough to 
admit the roots without crowding. Care- 
fully separate the good soil that you find 
on top from the sand and clay that may 
form the subsoil on your place. Re- 
move the burlap bagging from the tree— 
which by the way, should lie unopened 
until ready to plant in the ground. Dig 
the hole carefully, and allow plenty room 
for the roots to fit and have the hole 
large enough so that the new shoots of 
the roots may make its way through the 


soil easily. 
Don’t forget a tree once it Is set out. 
Constant watering through the fall 


months enables the roots to become es- 
tablished before winter. Mulch with 
coarse litter in the late fall. . 

After all your trouble and expense it 
is a shame to have an evergreen damaged 
in its youth, for it does not make a_suc- 
cessful recovery. Cattle are possessed 
to hook and tear at an evergreen if they 
geta chance. See that the yard is prop- 
erly fenced to prevent incursions from 
your own or your neighbor’s live stock.

Ordinance. 


Ata meeting of the Board of Health, the

‘That all boats propelled by explosive engines

This regulation shall go into effect on August —

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REV. THEODORE L. FROST. 


Rev. Theodore Lyman Frost, the 
pastor elect of the First Baptist church, 
Manchester, Mass. was born in Boston, 
April 10, 1879. His early education 
was obtained in the Boston _ public 
schools. He graduated from the Bos- 
ton Latin school in 1898, entered the 
sophomore class of Harvard College the 
following autumn and took the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts in 1901. His theo- 
logical course was taken at the Rochester 
Theological Seminary, Rochester, N. Y. 
from which he graduated in 1904 and 
upon the presentation of his thesis in 
1908 received the degree of Bachelor of 
Divinity. 

Mr. Frost first began preaching in the 
Mount Vernon Congregational church, 
Boston, Mass. where his family attended 
church, and of which he was a member 


for four years, leaving to become a 
member of the Warren Ave. Baptist 
church of Boston. For about a year 
Mr. Frost conducted Gospel services in 
the vestry of the Mt. Vernon church. 
During his theological course, he did 
considerable work in the missions of 
Rochester, and during his last year in 
the Seminary was pastor of the EKmman- 
ual Baptist Mission of Rochester. His 
vacation periods were occupied with sup- 
plying churches in Vermont, New 
Hampshire, Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut. 

He entered upon work with the First 
Baptist Church 0} Rumford Falls, Maine, 
in the fall of 1904 and a month later re- 
ceived the call to become the regular 
pastor of the church. He was ordained 
to the ministry in January, 905, in

with Manchester the minute he first saw 
the place and decided the first week he 
arrived here that he would improve the 
property if he could get it on a four or 
five years’ lease.

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Among the contemplated improve- 
ments and building operations to be 
carried on at Manchester the coming 
winter is that at the Essex County club. 
It is proposed to move the annex, which 
now cuts off the view and the breeze 
from the main clubhouse into line with 
the main building, making one long im- 
posing building, to be painted a rich grey 
with white trimmings and a moss green 
roof and blinds, and to connect the main 
floor of the annex directly with the pres- 
ent lounging room, making a connecting 
room between, and making the whole 
more accessible. 

It is proposed to convert the whole 
upper part of the annex into bedrooms, 
making at least ten bedrooms. As the 
club has had added opportunity each year 
to let rooms to bachelor members of the 
club, members of the diplomatic corps, 
etc., this change will no doubt be a 
source of more income for the club. 

The change will necessitate the re- 
arrangement of the present driveway and 
entrance to the club, and of the garden 
on the westerly end of the house. 

Another improvement will be ~ the 
building of a piazza back of the men’s 
room and an outside gallery from it 
along the back of the club toward the 
eastern end so that those coming in from 
play need not use the front piazza. 

Subscriptions are being received from 
members, and the committee feel con- 
fident that the changes as proposed will 
be made. If so the club will not be 
available for winter parties the coming 
winter. 


A new water system is to be installed 
at the Haven estate, Beverly Farms. 
The contract has been awarded to 
Thomas McDonnell, and includes the 
laying of about 1600 feet. of four-inch 
pipe.

Alterations and Improvements at the 
North Shore Grill. 


Although the North Shore Grill has 
hardly closed its doors after the season’s 
business, preparations have already been 
begun to improve the Grill and its sur- 
roundings, and the work commenced. 
The veranda facing the ocean, used 
during the past season as a dining room, 
is being enlarged and when completed 
will be widened by eight feet. The in- 
terior of the enclosed veranda will be 
transferred into a little latticed garden, 
copied from a Spanish pagoda, latticed 
at the top and sides and concealing the 
shingles of the wall of the Grill itself.

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ENGLISH LITERATURE IN 
EIGHTEENTH CENTURY: 


THE 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 

Not one of the greatest certainly, but 
one of the most interesting, writers of 
the earlier part of the 18th century, is 
Daniel Defoe. He wrote one book 
which, if he had written nothing else, 
would have made his name famous in 
two hemispheres. With scarcely a tithe 
of Steele’s learning, but with tenfold his 
power to interest and charm, the author 
of Robinson Crusoe is known wherever 
the English language is spoken, while 
Steele is almost forgotten. 

Defoe at first tried business, but his 
mercantile operations came, one after 
another, to a disastrous close. He next 
entered the field of politics, for which 
he seems to have had some adaptation 
and taste. He threw himself upon the 
Whig side with ardor, and wrote vigor- 
ously upon the leading questions of the 
day; even gaining the notice and warm 
approbation of King William; but. the 
death of the king cut short his career in 
that direction, and he turned to litera- 
ture for employment, and this proved 
the sphere best fitted to his talents and 


in which he was to achieve _ lasting 
renown. 

Defoe was a voluminous writer, 
ninety-seven different works being 


ascribed to ,him, and discoursed on a 
great variety of subjects; many of these, 
however, were not of general or perma- 
nent interest; his fame now rests almost 
wholly on his two great works of imag- 


‘ination, The Journal of the Plague Year 


and Robinson Crusoe. The former 
stands by itself as an unapproached ex- 
ample of the successful mingling of his- 
tory and fiction. It is based on fact, the 
dreadful occurrences of the year of the 
Plague in London, 1665, and yet it is 
fiction pure and simple. The story is 
put into the mouth of a humble citizen 
who writes naturally and simply, and 
with the pathos of reality, as an eye- 
witness of the awful distress. It is to be 
remembered that Defoe in the year of 
the plague was a child of four. The 
accuracy and apparent veracity of the 
narrative are so great, that it has been 
taken by many foran authentic record. 
But it is certain that it was the fruit of 
the author’s wonderful imagination, by 
which he was enabled to clothe fiction 
in the garb of the most life-like reality. 
The book is atriumph of art, but the 
depressing nature of the subject and the 
gruesomeness of some of its details have 
prevented it from being popular. It is a 
book unique in its way, and will probably 


SPECIAL TOWN MEETING IN MANCHESTER. 


Next Monday Evening to Act on Purchase of Manchester Electric Co. and Other 


_ Important 


A special Town Meeting is called for 
Manchester, to be held in the Town hall 
next Monday evening, Sept. 28. Most 
important among the matters to be 
brought up is the purchase of the Man- 
chester Electric Co. 

There are other matters to be brought 
before the meeting, also, as will be seen 
by the articles of the warrant below. 
The acceptance of the Pine street lay- 
out will be brought up again. The sel- 
ectmen have received a request from a 
summer visitor who wants to open a 
studio in the old schoolhouse at the 
junction of Forest and Summer streets, 
and an article has been inserted in the 
warrant to see if the town is willing to 
rent or lease this property. 

The question of an additional $400 
for the support of the police department 
will be asked foralso. This is to meet the 
expense of keeping an additional night 
officer on all winter, Officer Sheehan be- 
ing hired with that understanding last 
spring. 

The articles of the warrant follow: 

1. To choose a moderator. 

2. To consider the purchase by the 
town of the Manchester Electric Co., 
all its rights, franchises, privileges and 
property of all kinds, at a price not ex-

ceeding $150,000, or take any action re- 
lating thereto. 

3. ‘To see if it is expedient for the 
town to exercise the authority confered 
by Sect. 1, chapter 34, R. L. of Mass., 
as amended by Sects. 59 and 158 of 
Part 3 of chapter 463 of the Acts of 
1906, and to construct, purchase or lease 
and maintain within its limits one or 
more plants for the manufacture or dis- 
tribution of electricity for furnishing light 
for municipal use, and light, heat or 
power for the use of its inhabitants, ex- 
cept for furnishing light, heat or power 
for the operation of the cars of a. street 
railway company, ortake any action re- 
lating thereto. 

4. Tosee if the town will accept 
and allow the Pine street layout as made 
by the Selectmen and to be reported to 
the town at this meeting; also to make 
an appropriation, to pay the expense of 
constructing the same, or taking any ac- 
tion relating thereto. 

5. ‘To see if the town will make an 
additional appropriation of $400 for the 
support of the Police department. 

6. To see if the town will authorize 
the Selectmen to rent or lease the pro- 
perty of the town located at the junction 
of Forest and Summer street. 


never have a rival. Asa work of cir- 
cumstantial invention, combined with a 
style which exactly fits it by its sim- 
plicity, it yields precedence only to its 
author’s still more wonderful creation, 
The Adventures of Robinson Crusoe. 

This book, which appeared in 1719, 
may be said to have leaped into popu- 
larity at once, passing through four 
editions in four months, and never to 
have lost its hold on the public mind; _ it 
establishes the claim for Defoe as the 
first true English writer of fiction. 
‘Though having no plot to the working- 
out of which the characters and events 
contribute, it has more likeness to the 
modern novel than any of the slight tales 
that had preceded it, from the time of 
Elizabeth downward. 

The great charm of Rodinson Crusoe 
is its naturalness; unlike other attempts 
to portray life in somewhat similar sur- 
roundings of isolation and savageness, 
with which Defoe could hardly have 
been unfamiliar, there is nothing in his 
work of the mythical, the absurd, the 
impossible, nothing but might have hap- 


pened. ‘The whole story, with all its 
situations and incidents, has a verisim- 
ilitude that is its great charm, and places 
it at the farthest remove from tales of the 
Arabian Nights variety, which only il- 
lustrate their authors’ capacity of unlim- 
ited and unrestrained fancy. The 
account of the shipwreck, the escape to 
an uninhabited island, with its “* heavy- 
fruited bowers,’’ the simple housekeep- 
ing with its ingenious contrivances and 
expedients, the life of the tropics ‘‘so 
wild that it was tame,’’ the horror at the 
sight of the savages on the shore at their 
cannibal feast, the discovery of the 
human footprint, the man Friday,—are 
touches of a master hand; they seem al- 
most as fresh as if seen yesterday, though 
more than sixty years have past since the 
book was laid down. 

‘The question has been mooted, how 
far did Defoe avail himself of existing 
materials in writing his great master- 
piece? His remarkable knack of using 
scattered and fragmentary hints from 
other writers in his own compositions, as 
the early discoveries of the Portuguese 
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in his Captain Singleton, has frequent 
illustration and is one of .the curiosities 
of literature. “That there were stories of 
castaways, wild and Munchausen-like, 
going back to the Middle ages, and that 
there were narratives like one of a ship- 
wrecked Spanish sailor, written by La 
Vega, and translated into English in 
1688, is well known. ‘The story of 
Alexander Selkirk, the solitary of Juan 
Fernandez, made familiar to us by 
Cowper, must have been in every one’s 
mouth, and may have given Defoe the 
hint of his romance. ‘There was a mass 
of material ready to be worked by the 
hand of a master. But from whatever 
earlier writers he obtained some of his 
scenes and incidents, and the general 
idea of his story, when we come to the 
real soul of the book, its simplicity and 
naturalness, its humanity, its innocent 
atraying of fiction as fact, the freshness 
which it gives to common _ happenings, 
we may claim it as one of the great original 
works of the imagination in the English 
tongue. Defoe was a plagiarist only in 
the sense in which Shakespeare and 
Milton were plagiarists, taking material 
which they found in the ore, and mint- 
ing and stamping it with their own im- 
mortal genius. 

To the real worth and commanding 
power of Robinson Crusoe we have two 
remarkable witnesses. Dr. Adam 
Clarke, the celebrated commentator, de- 
clared that he had ‘‘ learned more of his 
duty to God, his neighbor and _ himself, 
from Robinson Crusoe than from all 
the books—except the Bible—that were 
known to his youth;’’ and the story, we 
are told, was put into the hands of his 
children as soon as they were able to 
read it. Dr. Samuel Johnson asserted 
that there were three books which every 
reader wished were longer; Robinson 
Crusoe, Don Quixote, and Pilgrim’s 
Progress. 

NOTE. 

Itzis interesting to learn from the daily 
press, that on Sept. 14, in Boston, after 
the usual formalities, Robinson Crusoe 
became a citizen of the United States. 
To one of the questions asked him, 
‘“Who would be President if President 
Roosevelt should die?’’ he cautiously 
answered, ‘‘Somebody else.’’ He is a 
mariner like his noted namesake, and 
was born in Norway, and does not 
know why he was called Robinson.

The recent odor of decaying fish is 
too vivid in our memories for us to have 
forgotten the invasion of dead herring, 
or spurlings, by the thousands all along 
the shore. ‘The matter has been inves- 
tigated by the state fish and game com- 
mission, and W. W. Nixon, one of the 
wardens of the commission, has given 
out his report on the causes of the in- 
vasion. ‘The real cause of the trouble, 
Mr. Nixon states, is the pollock, which 
are very plentiful lous the shore and are 
increasing rapidly. The pollock feed on 
small herring and have been known to 
follow them way up onto the shore in 
their eagerness to reach their natural food. 
The trouble is liable to reoccur at almost 
any time and the individual towns must 
safe guard themselves as well as possible 
against it.

Senator Beveridge Leaves. 
Senator Albert J. Beveridge, who has 
occupied ths Rockwell cottage at Smith’s 
Point, Manchester, for the past two 
months, left this morning for New York 
City, where he opens the Republican 
campaign tonight at Carnegie hall.

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subject of his speech will be “* Business 
and the Trust.’” “The New York meet- 
ing is the first of a speaking tour which 
has been arranged for Senator Beveridge 
by the Republican National committee, 
and which will extend clear across’ the 
country to the Pacific coast.

From Minneapolis an extensive 
campaigning trip, embracing’ the Da- 
kotas, Montana, Idaho, Washington, 
Oregon and California, and returning 
through Colorado, Kansas, Missouri and 
Nebraska, has been mapped out by 
Chairman Dixon, of the Western 
Speakers’ Bureau. The tour willl end 
with a big meeting at Chicago about 
October 17th. Mr. Beveridge has pre- 
pared a series of speeches replying to 
those that Mr. Bryan has thus far  deliv- 
ered, and the itinerary is so arranged 
that he closely follows Mr. Bryan in sev- 
eral western cities. During the year 
1907 a joint debate between Bryan and 
Beveridge, covering practically all the 
issues of the present campaign, was pub- 
lished monthly in a popular magazine. 
His fitness to answer Mr. Bryan’s areu- 
ments has prompted the National Com- 
mittee to send him on the long tour he 
will make.

Ata meeting of the Board of Health, the 
following vote was passed and hereby becomes 
an ordinance: — 

‘That all boats propelled by explosive engines 
and used on any salt waters within the Town 
of Manchester, shall be provided with an under 
water exhaust or muffler and such under water 
exhaust or muffler shall be so constructed and 
used as to muffle the noise of the explosion in a 
reasonable manner, and no such boat shall be 
used on said waters so as to exhaust except 
through such under water exhaust or such 
mufHer.’”” 

This regulation shall go into effect on August 
1, 1908.

A man or 
woman who would do such an act ought 
to be ashamed of themselves!

Allen Post 67, G. A. R. of Manchester, Celebrates Anniversary ;with Outing at 


Tuck's Point. 


Old War Songs Sang Again, and Chowder 


Dinner Served. Speech Making. 


Singing their old war songs and re- 
calling in reminiscent vein the days of 
*61---’ 65, listening to speeches by the 
department officers and other guests, the 
members of Allen Post 67, G. A. R., 
of Manchester, observed the 40th anni- 
versary of the institution of the organi- 
zation, with an outing and camp-fire at 
Tuck’s Point, West Manchester, Tues- 
day.

standpipe willbe like. “The picture is 
of Waltham’s concrete standpipe. 

The contract for building the new 
standpipe in Manchester, as announced 
last week, has been awarded to Simpson 
Brothers Corporation of Boston, at a 
cost of $29,150. Itis to be of re-in- 
forced concrete, the re-inforcement con- 
sisting of outside and inside steel hoops, 
with cement in between. 

The standpipe will be 70 feet high 
and will have a dome shape tiled roof, 
the apex being 80 feet from the founda- 
tion. The walls will be 20 inches thick 


to the bottom on the inside. 

As to capacity, the new standpipe will 
hold 1,100,000 gallons, double the cap- 
acity of the present standpipe. The 
work is guaranted against leakage for one 
year, under a bond of $10,000. 

The standpipe will be built on Moses 
Hill at a grade of 275.

Alfred S. Roe, commander of the 
Department of Massachusetts, came on 
from Worcester for the occasion and 
said before leaving that he had attended 
many of the anniversaries, but none of 
them had he enjoyed so much as this 
visit to the seashore. Mr. Roe was 
formerly principal of the High School at 
Worcester and at present has supervision 
over the evening schools of that city. 

The assistant adjutant general of the 
Mass. Dept., Wilfred A. Wetherbee of 
Boston, was also present. Mr. Wether- 
bee was at one time commander of the 
department. 

Another state officer present was Ed- 
ward L. Rowe of Gloucester, the chief 
mustering officer.

A little group present that found much 
pleasure in recalling reminiscences of 
their war days were four who had served 
on the old Frigate Colorado and had 
seen much active service in the Gulf of 
Mexico. ‘They were Henry T. Bing- 
ham and Dennis O’ Sullivan of Post 67, 
and George H. Clark and George J. 
Hickman of Gloucester. 

Promptly at one o’clock Adj. Rivers 
gave the signal that the chowder was 
ready and Comrade E. P. Stanley and 
others did some valiant service in 
‘‘sathering ’em in’’ and getting the 
crowd seated around the tables, and 
soon, by the assistance of some of the 
members of the camp, and some of the 
Post members, steaming bowls of clam 
and fish chowder and cups of hot coffee 
were on the tables. 

A good chowder always tastes good, 
but somehow it tastes at its best when 
served at the famous Tuck’s Point pic- 
nicing grounds. This was especially 
true of the chowder served on this 
occasion. Everybody was loud in their 
praise of the excellently prepared dish. 

The dinner over and tables cleared of 
part of the “‘ruins’’ of one of the most 
delightful “‘battles’’ the veterans had 
fought for years, Commander Crombie 
called the gathering to order at 1.50 and 
in a brief address welcomed the veterans 
and invited guests on this anniversary 
occasion and expressed the hope that all 
would have such a good time that they 
would come to the 80th anniversary, 
forty years hence. He introduced E. 
P. Stanley as toastmaster. 

Mr. Stanley said in taking the floor 
that probably some of those present re- 
member some of the “‘toast’’ in the 
army,— toasted’? on the end of a 
bayonet. He said it would be very per- 
tinent on this occasion to hear something 
of the history of the post and introduced 
Adjutant Rivers. 

History of the Post. 

A synopsis of the history of Allen post 
was read by Adj. J. H.. Rivers.. We 
present a few extracts from Mr. Rivers’ 
paper: 

*“Post 67, Dept. of Mass., was 
granted a charter by Dept. Com. A. B. 
R. Sprague, countersigned by Thomas 
Sherwin, jr., asst. adj. general, and was 
instituted on the evening of Sept. 29, 
1868, in what was then known as_ Has- 
kell’s hall, on Central street, now an 
annex to the Manchester House, by 
Comrade C. W. Thompson, acting asst. 
adj. general, the work of the order being 
exemplified by Com. Benjamin F. Cook 
and members of Col. Allen post, 45, of 
Gloucester. The following names com- 
raded were the charter members of the 
post: William A. Stone, Andrew J. 
Crowell, Charles H. Stone, Edwin P. 
Stanley, Julius F. Rabardy, Charles W. 
Pert, Charles H. Dow, William = E. 
Wheaton, William H. Bingham, Larkin 
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W. Story, Alfred S. Jewett, Albert W. 
Haskell, Simeon T. Swett, Henry T. 
Bingham and Charles P. Crombie. Of 
those named seven---W. H. Stone, A. 
Je* Crowell, 3h" HA Dow /W FE: 
Wheaton, W. H. Bingham, A. W. Has- 


‘kell and C. P. Crombie---have joined 


the G. A. R. in the Eternal Camping 
grounds above. 

‘“The officers of the post chosen and 
installed in their respective offices on 
that evening were: Wm. A. Stone, 
com., Wm. E. Wheaton, s. v. c.; S. T. 
Swett, j. v. c.; A. S. Jewett, adj.; A. 
JY Crowell, ds..m. 3. oh. WV. » Pert; 
AIS. ods habardy. Sires cease 
Stanley, chap.; C. H. Stone, s. m. 

“On Jan. 13, 1869, the post adopted 
the name of Abraham Lincoln post, 67, 
but as there was a post of this dept. al- 
ready bearing that name, on Dec. 16, 
1869 the name was changed to that by 
which it is now known,---Allen Post, 67, 
in memory of W. H. and Isaac F. 
Allen, brothers, and Edward F. and 
Benjamin Allen, all of this town. 

“Nov. 17, 1869, the post quarters 
were removed from Haskell hall to what 
was then called Chapel, or Samaritan 
hall, on School street, in the building 


-now used as a store by F. H. + Dennis, 


and as tenements above. ‘They ' re- 
mained here until Jan. 27, 1887, when 
they removed to the S. P.: Allen building 
on Bennett street. “They remained there 
until Dec. 2, 1887, when they again 
moved to the hall in the Memorial build- 
ing, presented by Hon. T. Jefferson 
Coolidge, where we still remain and 
probably will stay as long as the post 
exists. 

‘“ During the 40 years since our or- 
ganization 13 comrades have had the 
honor of commanding the post as fol- 
lows: Wm. A. Stone, 1{ years; Ed- 
win P. Stanley, 65 years; Chas. W. 
Pert, 2 yrs.; H. F. H. Miller, 2 years; 
John L. Eaton, 4 years; A. S. Jewett, 
1 year; Jeffrey T. Stanley, 3 years; H. 
T. Bingham, 4 years; Robert C. Calder, 
2 years; Enoch Crombie, 8 years; 
Nathaniel Morgan, 1 year; James H. 
Rivers, 2 years; John G. Haskell, 1 
year. 

‘* There has been inscribed on the rolls 
of the post the signatures of 96 com- 
rades, and of that number 34 have passed 
away, 15 have been transferred to other 
posts, five have taken an honorable dis- 
charge while 16 others for various 


‘reasons have lost their membership ‘jn 


the order, and today as we celebrate our 
40th anniversary there are 26 comrades 
in good standing in the post.’’ 

The paper further recalled some of 
the principal events in the history of the 
order, such as the purchase of flags, lot 
in the cemetery, monument, pictures, 
etc., and in closing referred to the two 
auxiliary orders as follows: 

“‘T think that no other post in this

Ordinance. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health, the 
following vote was passed and hereby becomes 
an ordinance: — 

** That all boats propelled by explosive engines 
and used on any salt waters within the Town 
of Manchester, shall be provided with an under 
water exhaust or mufHer and such under water 
exhaust or mufHer shall be so constructed and 
used as to muffle the noise of the explosion in a 
reasonable manner, and no such boat shall be 
used on said waters so as to exhaust except 
through such under water exhaust or such 
muffler.’ 

This regulation shall go into effect on August 
1, 1908.

DEMORALIZING TO CHILDREN. 


Comic Supplements of Sunday Newspapers 
Severely Condemned. 


One of the chief features of the Amer- 
ican playgrounds congress held in New 
York last week was the spirited attack of 
a young Cincinnati woman, Miss Maud 
Summers, on the comic sections of Sun- 
day newspapers. Miss Summers, one 
of the best known story tellers for chil- 
dren in this country, was vigorously ap- 
plauded when she declared that in these 
papers emphasis was placed on deceit, 
on cunning and on disrespect for gray 
hairs. 

‘©The comic supplement of the Sun- 
day newspapers is lowering the standard 
of literary appreciation,’’ saidshe, ‘‘ and 
debasing the morals of the children of 
this country. It teaches children to 
laugh when boys throw water from an 
upper window upon an apple woman or 
outwit an old and infirm man. Humor 
has its place in the literature of child- 
hood, and it would be well if gifted writ- 
ers for children could be found capable 
of substituting genuine fun for the coarse, 
vulgar type now so prominent. 

** The child learns in but one way— 
by reproducing in his own activity the 
thing he wishes to be. By means of the 
imagination the child forms a mental pic- 
ture, which he holds in mind and strives 
to imitate. Therefore the most vital 
purpose of the story is to give high ideals 
which are reproduced in character. 

‘“TIn consequence it is of the utmost 
importance that the story shall have at 
its heart a spiritual truth, or, in other 
words, that it shall have a right motive. 
This truth may be any one of the many 
virtues, such as generosity, kindness, 
hospitality, courage, heroism and chival- 
ry. It should be worked out interms of 
cause and effect, according to the im- 
mutable law of literature, the law of com- 
pensation which rewards the good, and 
of retributive justice, which punishes the 
bad.’’---American Press. 
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Our attention was called lasst night 
to the condition of a portion of the side- 
walk in front of a certain store in Man- 
chester, by the proprietor of the store, 
and we were requested to say something 
in the paper of the habit some people 
have of leaning up against some of the 
store windows and “‘decorating’’ the 
sidewalk about them with expectoration. 
This is a bad practice and should be 


stopped in some way. ‘The particular 
case in question was one of the worse 
sights of the kind we had noticed on our 
streets for some time. The board of 
health should tack up notices about 
spitting on streets as is done in othel 
towns and cities and then have the police 
enforce the law. 


New Train Schedule. 


In fact, there is no new train schedule 
as far as the North Shore is concerned, 
for when the winter arrangement of 
trains goes into effect next Monday, the 
arrangement on the Gloucester branch 
does-not change, but remains precisely 
as it has been all summer, with one ex- 
ception that the two Saturday afternoon 
trains,—leaving Boston at one o'clock 
and returning from Rockport about 2.45 
—are taken off. A minorchange in the 
running schedule of one train. is also 
noted,—that of the early evening train 
for Boston. ‘This will go up the branch 
now ten minutes later,—leaving Man- 
chester at 6.31 and Beverly Farms at 
6.38. 

Certainly nobody ought to find fault 
with this arrangement. Fifteen regular 
passenger trains each way daily between 
Boston and the North Shore, and nine 
trains each way on Sunday. 


N. S. Horticultural Society. 


The discussion committee of the 
North Shore Horticultural society,—A. 
Shaw, J. Scott and A. E. Parsons—are 
planning to put some new life into the 
society this winter and to make the meet- 
ings of interest, so that the members will 
come out in larger numbers. To this 
end, and as a beginning, they have sent 
out notices to members for the meeting 
tonight calling attention to the meeting 
and to the fact that Wilfred Wheeler of 
Concord will be the speaker. 

A Question Box is to be instituted at 
the meeting tonight, too, and this ought 
to prove an interesting feature as there 
will be, no doubt, some difficult querries 
from time to time. Light refreshments 
will be served tonight, as is usually the 
case at the meetings, anyway. 

It is reported that there will be ex- 
hibited at this meeting an enormous 
pumpkin, and the committee very sug- 
gestively asks in their notices: ‘* Have 
you got anything to bring along for the 
exhibition table,--a handful of fine 
dahlias, some extra fine corn, or a new 
variety of bugs?’’

been taught respect and reverence for 
the soldier. For nearly 40 years ‘she 
had been trying to take care of a 
G. A. R. man and to what degree she 
had succeeded those present could judge. 

Asst. Adj. Gen. Wetherbee respond- 
ed to the toast “‘Our Flag.’? The 
speaker paid tribute to the W. R. C. 
and complimented the post on the local 
corps. He said, pointing to the flag, 
that it was the services rendered by the 
veterans in 1861-5 that gave us this fag 
for which he was asked to speak. “* For 
four long years you followed that em- 
blem’’, he said. “‘It is indeed the 
“Flag of the free’. It never knew and 
never will know defeat. ‘Today it is the 
flag of the whole nation, made so by the 
services you rendered. The Southerner 
is just as willing to offer his life to defend 
it as you are. In 1898 it was shown to 
the world what America was and what 
it could be, and since that time no in- 
ternational question had arisen but what 
the other countries looked tothe U. S. 
to see what action we would take. 

“* Today all the president of the U. S. 
has to say is ‘ Our country is in danger; 
we need men,’ and he would soon have 
ten millions of men ready for service.”’ 

Mr. Wetherbee told a few stories and 
anecdotes. “The old soldier may be grey, 
he said, but he is young in heart and _ it 
does them great deal of good to get to- 
gether occasionally and whoop her up. 
““;Let us show the coming generations 
that as you fought in war as _ good 
soldiers, you are today good citizens. 
There is no better example to place be- 
fore the children than the G. A. R. 
Tiy to have them grow up to respect 
and reverence ‘ Old Glory.’ ”’ 

The singing of “‘Rally Round the 
Flag, Boys’’ came in very appropriately 
here. 

The next toast was 
Chaplain’, and Rev. Fr. Wm: F. 
Powers responded to this. He _ paid 
tribute to Fr. Scully of Cambridge, chap- 
lain of the Mass. Department, G. A. R., 
telling a story about one of his “‘kind 
acts’’ in war times, his story being sup- 
plimented by another by Com. Roe. 

Continuing, Fr. Powers’ remarks, 
were more along the line of why he_ be- 
lieved in the G. A. R. 

“*In the ordinary human life,’’ he 
said, ‘“40 years stands for all the joys, 
all the sorrows and I might say all the 
experiences. ‘his post has had its joys 
and its sorrows, and its experiences, and 
whatever might have been its joys 
and its sorrows, the experience has been 
a rich one, not only for the post but’ for 
the community. Every society is to be 
judged by the end toward which it is 
working. Of all human societies the 
G. A. R., I think, stands first in all our

broad land,---it does more to perpetuate 
the spirit of fraternity and love. It 
teaches grand lessons to the younger gen- 
erations.’’ 

The speaker referred to the liberal 
spirit shown as regards religious liberty, 
—the absence of sectarianism. Religious 
differences made no impression on the 
great cause. While it is true that the 
great majority of veterans have been non- 
Catholics the G. A. R. has not been 
loathe to honor our Catholic friends. 
As examples he referred to Fr. Scully; 
Arch-Bishop Ireland, Chaplain in Chief 
of the G. A. R.; John E. Gilman, past 
dept. Commander and former Adj. 
Gen. in Chief of the U. S. A., and _ his 
wife, Mrs. Gilman, recently honored by 
being chosen head of the W. R. C.; 
“Johnnie ’’ Linehan of N. H., head of 
the Dept. of N. H., and Past Com. 
in Chief Kountz of Ohio. He believed 
the G. A. R. had done and was doing 
a great deal toward doing away with re- 
ligious bigotry and bringing about a com- 
mon level of citizenship. 

' Francis M. Stanwood, of the Smith’s 
Point summer colony, for so many years 
connected with the old Boston Journal, 
was called upon to speak representing 
the press. He spoke of his remem- 
brance of the stirring times connected 
with the outbreak of the war and of his 
vivid recollection of the 12th. Mass. 
Regiment so well remembered in con- 
nection with Manchester, how when a 
member of the Boston Latin School he 
with other members were invited to see 
the drill at Fort Warren and how the 
school took down a small emblem to 
present to Co. D. 

He paid tribute to the memory of 
General Grant whom he characterized 
as one of the great soldiers of all times 
and spurned the efforts of critics of war 
times to show that Robert E. Lee was 
the great soldier. It is most arrant non- 
sense to place Lee on the same plane 
with Grant, he said.

It is likely that this will settle the 
matter as far as the purchase of the plant 
and franchise by the town is_ concerned. 
The option expired early in September 
anyway, and this second opportunity to 
vote on the question was given, because 
the vote before lacked only three of 
being in favor. 

The meeting was called to order at 
7.38 by Acting Town Clerk L. W. 
Floyd, who read the warrant. ‘The hall 
was more than half-filled, and by the 
time the warrant was read there were 
over 300 persons in the hall, though they 
were not all voters. 

Art. 1. On motion of F. J. Merrill, 
R. C. Allen was elected moderator. 
The matter of the Pine street lay-out was 
first taken up on motion of F.  K. 
Hooper. E. S. Knight, chairman of 
the board, presented a report in which it 
was shown that by the new lay-out 37 
sq. ft. is taken from M. J. Callahan and 
an award of $1 is made; 3000 ft. is 
taken from estate of Mrs. Nancy Hobbs, 
award $1500; 945 ft. from estate of 
Harriet C. Kitfield and others, award 
$150; all of the above on the easterly 
end of the street, near Central street, 
and on the westerly end, near Pleasant 
street 63 ft. is taken from Frank P. 
Tenney, award $10, and 210 ft. from 
estate of Abigail Dodge, $25. ‘The 
owners are given 60 days in which to 
remove buildings, trees and fences. 

W. C. Rust moved the acceptance of 
the lay-out and that the awards be al- 
lowed. Voted unanimously. Mr. Rust 
said that it would be a good plan to build 
right away and not wait until next spring 
when everybody is busy. k. S. Knight 
said that it was estimated the cost of 
construction would be $1800, and the 
total land damage was $1666. $3500 
was appropriated to cover everything. 

The moderator appointed W. W. 


Hoare, P: A. Wheaton and R.. J: 
Baker, tellers. 

Art. 2. Purchase of electric light 
plant. W. C. Rust took the floor. 


Mr. Rust said that it was well known 
that he had been a little grain notorious 
when anything in the line of improve- 
ments have come up and had always 
taken a prominent part in laying out the 
parks, the playgrounds, water works, 
new streets, etc., and he had _ been 
accused of spending a great deal of 
money foolishly. There are always 
some who say that. “The greatest job 
he had ever had anything to do with 
was the saving of the beach band for the 
town, and this he did though it cost the 
town $100,000. All of these things, he 
said, were for the good of the town, for 
the more of these attractions the town 
has, the better off it is. 


- William Swanson arose to a point of 


‘not a paying proposition. 


order, his *point being this talk had 
nothing to ‘do! with the subject. Mr. 
Rust stated, that he was relating his con- 
nection with these matters to illustrate 
his interest in the question at hand. The 
moderator said he could continue with 
reasonable limit: — 

Mr. Rust then said that the town of 
Manchester is having people come_ here 
from all parts of the country,---wealthy 
people, and the town ought to make all 
the improvements it could to attract these 
people. The time is coming, he 
thought, when electricity can be pur- 
chased cheaper than itcan now. It has 
been said that these parties who own the 
plant want to unload it onto the town, 
but I’m going to show that these people 
don’t want to get rid of it because it is 
‘They have 
two offers for it now. 

Mr. Rust pointed out that the receipts 
of the company for year ending July 1, 
were $18,821.11 and the expenditures 
were $17,244.94, leaving a balance to 
the good of $1576. That was with a 
capitalization of $200,000. They pro- 
pose selling it for $135,000. Mr. Rust 
produced further figures which showed 
that there are 894 tax payers inthe town, 


who pay atotal of $120,182. Out of 
that number only 60 of the “‘ natives ’’ 
pay $50 or over, amounting in all to 


$5600, not much more than one-half of 
what Mr. Coolidge pays, and of that 60, 
20 pay $100 or over. ‘There are 281 
in town who pay $50 or over, and 221 
of that number come here to spend their 
summers. “They pay over $190,000. 
Now the people in Manchester | talk 
about paying taxes, and how the pur- 


chase of this plant will affect them. The 
increase to the man who pays $50 
would be so. insignificant that he 


wouldn’t know it, even if the rate did 
rise. 

These ““‘summer people pay the 
town $138,000 for the pnvilege of spend- 
theirsummers here. When they come 
here and pay the whole of the taxes, 
you might say, why should we say they 
shouldn’t buy this plant if they are will- 
ing to pay for it. 

E. P. Stanley moved that the privilege 
of the floor be extended to tax payers of 
Manchester present tonight, who are not 
voters. Voted. 

Albert Cunningham asked the reason 
for calling this second meeting. 

‘The moderator stated that a petition 
from the citizens called for the meeting 
for this specific purpose. 

F. J. Merrill said that Mr. 
one of the directors of the Manchester 
Electric Co., was present, and would, 
no doubt, like to speak on the question. 

Mr. Dexter said he would like to take 
this opportunity of correcting | several 
erroneous ideas people Seerned to have. 
First of all, he said, the town was under 
no. obligation.whatever to buy this -plant.

Some have said that it would be a matter 
of bad faith if the town did not buy the 
plant, but he wanted it distinctly under- 
stood that the stockholders went into this 
matter with no _ false apprehensions. 
They knew that the town did not have 
to buy the plant unless it wanted to. 

Second, he said, this question has 
nothing to do with streetcars. The leg- 
islature forbids towns to manufacture 
electricity and sell to street railway lines, 
and so the motion had to be worded that 
way. 

Third, this is not a proposition to 
manufacture electricity, but whether to 
purchase the Manchester Electric Co., 
which is merely a distributing plant. 

Fourth, this meeting is not called at 
the instance of the summer residents. 

““When we undertook to build this plant 
we did so because electric lights were 
needed in the town. ‘The town had 
placed itself in a position where it could 


not have lights for some years, and we | 
tried to bridge over that span. We are 
now stuck withthe plant. If the town 


does not want it, somebody else will. I 
have had five people to see me about the 
plant. ‘The question for the town is 
whether the plant is worth the price. 
The original cost was very nearly $200,- 
000. An underground system in a town 
like this is a great extravagance, but we 
tried to put ina good plant. 

“Your committee thought $200,000 
more than the estimated cost, so we 
knocked off $50,000, and fe their 
shrewdness they got us to knock off $15,- 
000 more for cash. Ifthe town wants 
an electric light plant they get it cheap 
for $135,000.”’ 


Mr. Dexter then read part of a con- 
fidential report of an engineer he sent 
here to look over the plant. ‘“‘ This is 
not a cooked up report to sell a bad egg 
to a succor,”’ he said. ‘‘As for taxes, 
nobody wants to pay higher taxes. So 
far Manchester has run _ its affairs very 
well. Noreason why it couldn’t run 
this. There are 27 stockholders in this 
company out of 181 summer residents. 
Do you suppose 147 who do not own 
stock are going to let 27 others place a 
gold brick onto the town? Not like 
summer residents.’’ 


W. C. Rust said that nobody wanted 
a foreign corporation to come fh here 
and get control of this franchise. 


C. C. Dodge inquired how long these 
underground cables last, and what was 
the price, per foot or per mile. 

Supt. Cushing of the company said 
that the life of a cable varied accorbing 
to voltage; no reason why our cadles 
will not last over 20 years; cost varies as 
to size, from 20 to 75 cts a foot: 

Wm. Swanson inquired what was the 
vote of the last meeting. “The moder- 
ator replied that 167 votes were cast; 112, 
necessary for choice; 109 yes, 58 no. 
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This lacked three votes of the necessary 
two-thirds. 

Mr. Swanson supposed the town voted 
once not to buy the plant. And does it 
require another vote? To which the 
moderator replied that the town did not 
vote not to buy the plant, but failed to 
vote for it. 

Mr. Swanson said that the town voted 
against this thing five years ago. Some 
made up their mind they would build the 
plant anyhow. Now they say it is pay- 
ing, but they are willing to take off 
$50,000 from the cost, and if the town 
pays cash they will take off $15,000 
more. If this wasa paying proposition 
would they be willing to take off 
$65,000. Id advise the town to keep 
out of this; if they have a good paying 
proposition let them keep it. If they 
want to sell it let them sell it to some 
outside party. 

P. H. Boyle, referring to Mr. Swan- 
son’s remarks about it not mattering who 


bought the plant, said it made a big dif- 


ference to the town who owned it. He 
was very much averse to letting any cor- 
poration come in here and owning the 
franchise. Ifa corporation buys it, it 
can be depended upon that they will not 
conduct the business for their health; 
they will make some money out of it, 
and the townspeople will suffer the con- 
sequences. He admonished the voters 
to stop and think before letting this op- 
portunity slip by. “‘If you want a rod 
hanging over your head vote for it.”’ 

F. K. Hooper spoke of the develop- 
ment of the town, and the opposition 
that had always arisen when questions 
similar to this had come up before, the 
water system for instance. He believed 
the town would act wisely in purchasing 
the plant. 

rtest..4.\ Lodge: “Usually when 
matters come up before the town calling 
for an expenditure we hear a report 
from our Appropriation Committee. 

We haven’t heard a word from them 
on this.”’ 

Moderator: ‘‘ There is nothing for 
them to act upon; there is no appro- 
priation of money called for.”? ~ 

M. E. Gorman said he had felt the 
way Mr. Swanson did about the matter 
prior to the first meeting, but after hear- 
ing such men as Major Higginson ad- 
vising the town to purchase the plant, he 
felt that a man of Major Higginson’s 
judgment could be followed. 

Mr. Swanson hoped the gentlemen 
used his own brains, not Mr. Higgin- 
son’s. 


F. J. Merrill corrected an impression 
made by Mr. Swanson that an article in 
the Herald said the worse thing Wake- 
field ever done was to run its own plant. 
He said the idea the article gave him was 
that a town made a mistake to try to run 
a plant as cheaply as it could without any 
provision for the future of the plant. 


P. H. Boyle again spoke about the 
necessity of the town keeping the fran- 
chise out of the hands of a foreign cor- 
poration. 

The vote on the question was put and 
the balloting commenced at 9.25. The 
ballot box was closed at 9.55. The re- 
sult of the vote was: Total vote, 291, 
necessary for choice 194, “‘yes’’ 190, 
peo es. LOS 

Art. 4. On motion of E. P. Stanley 
$400 was appropriated for addition ex- 
penses in police department. 

Art. 6. To give the selectmen the 
right to rent ‘‘ Row Schoolhouse’’ pro- 
perty, so-called. As there was some 
question as to the rights of the town in 
this respect, the matter was left in the 
hands of the selectmen to find out who 


actually owned the property.

LETTER FROM JAPAN. 


Rev. Frank C. Briggs, Formerly of Manches- 
ter, Writes to Children of Primary S. S. 


The children of the Primary Depart- 
ment, of the Baptist Bible School, Man- 
Brester’ recently sent $10.00 tor the 
mission cause to Rev. Frank C. Briggs, 
former pastor here, now engaged in mis- 
sion work at Himiji, Japan. Mr. Briggs 
has written to the children, thanking 
them for their efforts. The letter was 
read to the children last Sunday. It is 
as follows: 

* Please thank the Primary children 
for the money and tell them that in 
Himiji we have only one Baptist church, 
but that we have eight Sunday schools. 
One is at the church Sunday mornings 
at 8 o’clock for the small children, and 
at 9 forthe larger children and the men 
and women; another is at our Girls’ 
School building in the afternoon at 1.30. 
The other five are in private houses. 
Most of these houses are the homes of 
people who are not Christians and we 
hire the rooms, paying 75 sen (37% 
cents) a month: At all the Sunday 
Schools except the one at the church 
most of the pupils are little children, — 
so they are like primary departments. 

‘The Christian girls of our school 
are the teachers at nearly all of these 
neighborhood Sunday Schools. 

** When we open a new place two or 
three of these Christians go to all the 
houses in the neighborhood and ask the 
mothers to let the children come to see 
the pictures and hear the stories, and 
they come, many times bringing a baby 
tied onto their backs. They all- sit on 
the floor (unless the baby cries, then the 
little nurse gets up and goes to ‘the back 
of the room and jogs from one foot to 
the other in a way that the baby seems 
to like it, for he soon quiets down, es- 
pecially if the sister reaches way around 
and pats him on the back.) Then the 
teacher shows the children one of the 
pictures from the Primary picture roll, 
which some good friend in America sent 
us, after having finished with it. 

‘<The children do not often see such 
a fine picture and are much pleased. 
Then the teacher tells in a very interest- 
ing way the story,—perhaps how the 
angels appeared to the shepherds when 
Christ was born, and the children learn 
to sing a hymn. When they sing 

* Jesus loves me,’ they say ‘Shu wa re 
wo aisu’ (Jesus me loves). 

“* After they have bowed their heads 
while the teacher prays, each child re- 
‘ceives a little picture card with a verse 


MANCHESTER WOMAN'S CLUB. 


Holds its First Meeting. Mrs. Caroline Stone Atherton the Speaker. 


Club starts 


with Large Membership. 


The first meeting of the Manchester 
Woman’s club, since organization, was 
held in the Congregational chapel, Tues- 
day afternoon, when Mrs. Caroline 
Stone Atherton, of Roxbury, gave a very 
interesting talk on the subject of ‘* Club 
Work.’’ 

The club organized last spring, but 
had not met, except to perfect organ- 
ization, until this week. It starts under 
most auspicious circumstances, with a 
membership of about 90. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Frances Johnson, the 
president, presided, and promptly at 3.30 
the meeting was called to order, and 
Mrs. Johnson introduced the speaker of 
the afternoon with brief remarks. 

Mrs. Stone is a_ very interesting 
speaker and gave a brilliant informal talk 
on club work, its aims and objects. She 
congratulated the club on its number, es- 
pecially as there has never been a 
a woman’s club here before. She was 
glad to know that the club had joined 
the confederation. 

First along, she said, women’s clubs 
were looked upon as a sort of joke, and 
a great deal of fun was made of them. 
But the movement has now come to take 
on a more serious aspect. Originally 
the club stood for self-improvement, but 
but now it stands for more than that: it 
strives to serve the community. 

The State Federation is made up of 
45,000 club members, said the speaker, 
representing 240 clubs. The federation 
holds three general meetings each year. 
She urged the local club to send dele- 
gates regularly to these meetings, and 


which they are to learn for next Sun- 
day. 

“In some of these Sunday Schools 
there are not.more than 20 children, and 
in others there are over 100. In all 
there are about 500 children who learn 
something about Jesus every ‘Sunday in 
Himiiji. 

‘You may think of your money as 
helping pay the rent of the place and 
buying cards for the children. ‘There 
are many other children in the towns to 
which I go, but I’ll not tell you about 
them this time.

not to let the same ones go each time, 
but choose different ones. The next 
meeting is at Bridgewater, when 
** Home Economics ’”’ will be the subject. 
She characterized the spirit of the State 
Federation as helpfulness. 

The local club stands for the union of 
the women of the community; you come 
together to discuss things that interest 
you all. There are many ways in which 
the club may be of service to the com- 
munity. In matters of education, for 
instance, there are many things you may 
have an opportunity of doing. If there 
is anything, let the superintendent and 
school committee know you are inter- 
ested. Let them know you are willing 
to work for the good of the cause. 
Women’s clubs in other towns have 
been known to bring about the _instal- 
lation of kindergartens, manual training 


in the schools, and the like. Perhaps 
you have these things. If so, there may 
be other ways you can work. ‘The state 


law relative to medical inspection in 
schools was originally brought about 
through the work of the Brockton 
Woman’s club. A committee to visit 
your schools from time to time may be 
of good. 

The speaker referred to the tendency 
of the times to spend too much time on 
amusements, and not enough on the 
things that are vitally worth while. She 
said the club was one means of over com- 
ing this tendency. 

“* Let harmony prevail,’’ she said in 
closing. ‘‘It is beautiful to differ, but do 
it in the right spirit; it is the spirit that 
counts. Whatever you choose to do 
think it out carefully, lay your plans, 
consult someone in authority and then 
bring a solid body ready to accomplish 
your cause with all your hearts, and you 
will find that you will accomplish 
things.’’ 

The speaker was warmly applauded at 
the conclusion of her remarks. ‘The 
president stated that the matter of choos- 
ing club color, club flower and motto 
would come before the next meeting. 
A social hour followed, tea and light re- 
freshments being ied. This was in 
charge of the directors. At the meetings 
to follow, the tea will be in charge of a 
hostess for each meeting, who will select 
her own assistants.

Senator Shaw of Manchester Indorsed 
for Presidency of the Senate. 


The Sixth Essex district senatorial con- 
vention was held at Newburyport Mon- 
day morning, when Senator James F. 
Shaw of Manchester was nominated for 
his third term. 

Mr. Shaw’s name was presented to 
the convention by W. W. Lufkin of 
Essex who said that it was a great pleas- 
ure to speak in behalf of a man who 
from every indication after next January 
will occupy the honorable position of 
president of the Massachusetts senate, 
and it was an honor to Essex county to 
place such a man in nomination.

‘The motion was carried 
unanimously and Messrs. Lufkin and 
Allen were appointed to escort Senator 
Shaw to the chair. 

The following resolution, presented 
by John A. Radcliffe of Gloucester, was 
unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, ‘That the republicans of 
the third Essex senatorial district take 
pleasure in endorsing for the president 
of the Massachusetts senate Hon. James 
F. Shaw of Manchester, whom they 
have today nominated by acclamation as 
their candidate for re-election as senator 
from this district, which he has repre- 
sented with marked ability for the past 
two years, and they are assured that if 
the senate elects him to the honorable 
position of president, they will have a 
safe, competent and able president, who 
will reflect great credit not only on this 
district, but on the entire state as a 
whole.’’ 

Geo. S. Sinnicks was reappointed a 
member of the district committee, repre- 
senting Manchester.

At a meeting of the Board of Health, the 
following vote was passed and hereby becomes 
an ordinance : — 

‘* That all boats propelled by explosive engines 
and used on any salt waters within the Town 
of Manchester, shall be provided with an under 
water exhaust or mufler and such under water 
exhaust or muffler shall be so constructed and 
used as to muffle the noise of the explosion in a 
reasonable manner, and no such boat shall be 
used on said waters so as to exhaust except 
through such under water exhaust or such 
muffler. ’” 

This regulation shall go into effect on August 
1, 1908.

Esperanto is gaining official recognition 
and privileges in Europe and Asia. Es- 
peranto clubs are being formed in many 
towns and cities, we note in looking over 
our exchanges. 


In connection with the opening of the 
new Beverly Hospital a few weeks ago, 
we suggested that Manchester afhliate 
itself with the institution in some way or 
other, either by providing a free bed or 
by having a room for use of Manchester 
patients. We took the matter up with 
the hospital authorities, and hoped long 
before this to announce what we had ac- 
complished. The hospital directors did 
not meet, however, until Monday of the 
present week, when the matter was tak- 
en up.

chester citizen. 


AN order was presented at a recent 
meeting of the Beverly common council 
providing for the placing of conspicuous 
signs 200 yards on either side of streets 
running by school buildings. The order 
was the outcome of an accident at Bev- 
erly Farms three weeks ago when a 
young school boy was killed by an _ auto- 
mobile near the school house. ‘The or- 
der was presented by Councilman Charles 
P. Tindley, one of Beverly’s rising young 


politicians. The idea seems to us to be 
an excellent one, and one which it would 
be well enough for Manchester and other 
North Shore towns to adopt. Conspic- 
uous signs near school houses, with 
wording something after this style: 
“School Building, Go Slow,’’ might 
be the means of saving the life of more 
than one child in the run of a year. 


THE railroad commissioners have de- 
cided that the new rates of the American 
and National express companies are 
““ excessive and unreasonable.’’ The 
board finds that the territory within 50 
miles of Boston is unique, in that it has 
more cities and large towns, and a 
denser population than any other section 
of its size in the United States, and de- 
serves the minimum rates of express.

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N. S. Horticultural Society. 


The regular meeting of the North 
Shore Horticultural society held in Lee’s 
hall, Manehester, last Friday evening, 
was one ‘of the most successful for a 
longtime.

The Siberian apple, 
incidentally, is exceedingly small, not 
much larger than our black currant, but 
it is perfectly formed and resembles in a 
general way our fruit.

themums from the G. E. Cabot estate. 
A mammoth pumpkin was brought in by

Subject of Address by Rev. 
George Washburn. 


Rev. George Washburn, D. D., oc- 
cupied the pulpit at the Congregational 
church, Manchester, last Sunday and de- 
livered a very interesting . address on 
Turkey, where for so many years Dr. 
Washburn has been as president of Ro- 
berts College in Constantinople. Dr. 
Washburn has been one of the potent 
factors in the beneficial change that is 
being wrought out in Turkey and his re- 
marks therefore are of all the more in- 
terest. Following are a few excerpts 
from his address: 

‘“ The Turkish empire is not so-called 
because the majority of the people are 
Turks, as only a very small number have 
ever been Turks. Several races com- 
pose the empire; they are a conquering 
race. 

“* Some six hundred years ago a tribe 
of six hundred families came from Cen- 
tral Asia and established themselves in 
‘Turkey within a comparatively short 
time. “They became the most powerful 
and established a kingdom and called 
themselves the Ottoman Empire. It is 
true today as it always has beenthat the 
‘Turks are a small majority of the Turk- 
ish Empire. The rest of Turkey is 
made up of other races, of other relig- 
ions. “The Turks have ruled this dyn- 
asty for six hundred years uninterrupted. 
This empire has not been great on ac-: 
count of the character of the rulers but 
more on account of the worthy develop- 
ment of the power of other European 
states. Another fact is that the Sultan of 
‘Turkey is not only the ruler but also the 
Khalif,--head of the Mohammedan faith. 
He was the spiritual head of all the Mo- 
hammedan religion. 

“The Turkish Empire has been grow- 
ing rapidly up to the present time; but 
of late the migration has been rapid. 
The Sultan has surrounded himself with 
vagabonds, and unfortunately unfit to — 
rule. They have not been Turks. 
They have brought the country to its 
present position. The rule has been 
one of constant oppression all through 
the country, and the Turks have been in | 
danger of their lives constantly. This 
reign of terror has been worse in Con- 
stantinople than in any other place. The — 
country is going to rapid destruction. | 

‘Fortunately, we hear that a mom-_ 
entus change has taken place. This 
Sultan who seems to have been safe on 
his throne is deposed as far as power is 
concerned, and the power of his maj-— 
esty has Can transferred to a self-ap-— 
pointed committee. The members of © 
this committee hold no office but every-— 
body in the Empire follows the advice of — 
this committee. It has been brought 
about by the “Young Turkish Party.” 
‘This changed the whole empire in a

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and rejoice in their great success. 


** Turkey has always had a despotic 
government. It has been Moham- 
medan in its ideas. Presently a new 
spirit was beginning to come into the 
Turkish Empire, ——education. 

** America has been interested in the 
Turkish Empire for three hundred years. 
She has sent missionaries 
helped to lift men to a better spiritual 
life. She has established schools in 
China. The influence from these has 
gone out and brought out new ideas all 
through the country. 

*“Tt is absolutely impossible to give 
you an idea about this influence given by 
America not only in China but in 
Turkey. These same Turks who have 
seen the progress in China have adapted 
it in their own country, and the power 
of Mohammedanism grows less, and 
they are even willing to do away with 
Mohammedan faith to save their country 
from destruction and adapt our religion. 

““Tt is in this great part of the whole 
interest that the outside world is con- 
cerned. Such a great change cannot be 
brought about without great difficulties 
and we cannot but sympathize with them 
It is 
for us to give thanks for all that has 
taken place in this great change.’’

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RANDOM THOUGHTS. 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 
No. XXVIII. 


We are now hearing a good deal 
about Esperanto, as we did a few years 
ago about Volapuk. It seems to be for- 
gotten that languages are not made, but 
grow; grow out of the needs and daily 
experiences and thoughts of men; grow 
as trees grow out of the soil; grow natu- 
rally and imperceptibly; grow with a 
people’s growth in stature and fulness, 
in strength and refinement; this is some- 
thing that takes time, as it takes time to 
grow atree. A tree or a language made 
to order and by rule will have a short 
life. Who now hears anything of Vola- 
puk? 

When Emerson in his young man- 
hood bade adieu to Boston and _ schools, 
and went to live in Concord, he wrote 
in his most mellifluous manner: 

**O, when I am safe in my sylvan home, 

I tread on the pride of Greece and Rome; 

And when I am stretched beneath the pines, 
Where the evening star so holy shines, 

I laugh at the love and pride of man, 

At the sophist schools and the learned clan; 
For what are they all, in their high conceit, 
When man in the bush with God may meet?’’ 
this will do very well, it has a grand 
sound to it; but some of us who cannot 
think our own thoughts to such purpose 
as Emerson could, must fain think the 
thoughts of others somewhat; there 
seems no help for it, we cannot rise to 
the height of his disdain. But some 
one at my elbow asks if there were not 
a bit of egotism in the Concord sage; 
this, however, must be repeated with 
bated breath; we must be careful not to 
speak lightly of New England’s diy- 
inities. 

The excellence of such minds as 
Emerson is not that their thoughts are al- 
Ways true or valuable, but that they stir 
others to think; even Thoreau had _ this 
to recommend hiny to us, and such 
writers and thinkers have a perennial 
worth; they live in the thoughts of other 
men, they sow the seeds of harvests 
that are to be. 


A new method of collecting money 
for charitable purposes, seems too near 
akin to black-mail; people are made _ to 
give against their judgment sometimes, 
rather than attract notice as the ‘‘un- 
tagged’’ ; the public will sooner or later 
fesent the imposition,.as it did the 

chain’”’ letters a few years ago; and 
the worst of it is, that many will be 
hardened against giving to all good 
causes.

for there yet remains one of those shops 
where the business is still carried on, — 
and on a scale, may we suggest, which 
very few people in the town realize.

“THE HEAVENLY VISION.” 
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Abstract from Sermon of Rev. Theodore L. 
Frost, at the Baptist Church, Manchester, 
Sunday Morning, Oct. 11. 


Rev. Theodore Lyman Frost took up 
his work as pastor of the First Baptist 
church, Manchester, last Sunday morn- 
ing, Oct. 11, and was greeted by a large 


congregation. He preached a well con- 
ee 

structed sermon on The Heavenly 

Vision.’’ 


The preacher took for his text Acts 
26:19, Wherefore, Oh King Agrippa 
I was not disobedient to the heavenly 
vision. 

He spoke first of The Presence of 
Heavenly Visions. ‘“‘Our age is too 
practical,’’ he said, “‘too steeped in 
materialism, too busy in making money 
to think about or to believe in such things 
as visions. Yet the world owes a great 
debt to the heavenly visions which have 
come to men and women. 

““The prophet of old prophecied that 
the time was coming when old men 
should dream dreams and young men 
see visions. [he prophecy has in a 
measure come true. Young men have 
seen visions and even today they see vis- 
ions. Unusually dull and unambitious 
must be that young man who has had no 
visions. Men have called them vision- 
aries, dreamers, but 
greatest souls of all ages have been those 
who have seen visions. 

‘“ Notice in the second place that The 
Heavenly Vision means Power. Wheth- 
er objective, or subjective the heavenly 
vision means power for it gives a new 
point of view and brings inspiration to 
the life.  Paul’s vision of the Risen.and 
Glorified Christ on the Damascus road 
meant a new point of view for the young 
lawyer. | Constantine’s vision of the 
blazing cross gave Him anew view point. 
He saw himself as champion of the 
cross. 

‘“'The vision from heaven brings to 
the life power through inspiration. The 
zolian harp is silent until the breezes 
strike it, and then it breaks forth into 
music. The soul remains quiet until 
the vision comes and brings the power 
of inspiration.’’ 

Mr. Frost then illustrated the effect of

by the lives of Jean D’ Arc, Columbus, 
Copernicus. 

“* The heavenly vision also means re- 
sponsibility. . ‘ The man who has truly

Disobey 
the vision and there comes to the life a 
loss of faith, a diminished joy, a lack of 
peace. Better for your life or mine nev- 
er to have the heavenly vision of bright- 
er and better things for us, than to have 
it and fail to obey it. 

Do you see the possibility of your 
being abrighter, stronger man or woman? 
Accept it as a vision from God and _ try 
to realize the vision in your daily life. 
Obey the light which heaven sends you 
and it will grow still stronger and bright- 
er, dawning more and more unto the 
perfect day.’”’

“ANALYSIS OF THOUGHT :—SOUL" 


Subject of First in Series of Three Sermons 
by Rev. L. H. Ruge.

of Thought:---Salvation.’’ Following 
are a few extracts from last Sunday’s.ser- 
mon: : 

Text: The multitude of my thoughts 
within me.---Psalms 94:19. 

““The power to think distinguishes. 
man above and apart from all other living 
creatures. [Thought is fundamental in 
the soul; it is one of the great basic prin- 
ciples. Destroy thought and you de- 
stroy the soul. 

‘“ The truest idea of soul progress is 
to develop thought. ‘The truest service 
of human life, afterall, is to become a 
thinker: to think for oneself. It may 
be a splendid thing to known mach, but 
it is far better to think much. 

‘Thought is the pulse-throb of the 
soul, as blood is the pulse-throb of the 
body. 

‘“ Nothing is more real, more positive 
than thought It is a positive force, 
above all; nothing could be without 
thought. 

“* Be an original thinker; be an orig- 
inal soul, having a personality that repre- 
sents you. Each soul should not Jearn 
to reject the thoughts of others, but 
should think for itself. 

‘“Today we have pioneers in the 
thought world that are making as great 
progress as did Columbus. 

‘“ We may gaina great deal of knowl- 
edge, but we can’t do much unless we 
use it. 

‘“Thought is power. The great — 
bridge that spans the mighty river is not 
as great as the thought that devised it. 

‘ Thought is the only thing that is 
free, absolutely free. Fetters are laid 
upon the body, but no fetters can be laid 
upon the mind.’’

You are hereby required on or before Dec. 1, 1908, to destroy 
the gypsy and brown-tail moths on your property in this town. 

This notification is in accordance with Chapter 381, Acts of 
1905, as amended by Chapter 268, Acts of 1906, which requires 
Cities and towns to destroy the eggs, caterpillars, pupa and nests of 
the gypsy and brown-tail moths under heavy penalty for failure to 
comply with the provisions of the law. 

If a property owner fails to destroy such eggs, caterpillars, pupz 
and nests, then the city or town is required to destroy the same, and 
the cost of the work, in whole or in part, according to the value of 


the land, is assessed upon and becomes a lien on the land.

bad maxim, that the end justifies the 
means, there is really no excuse for the 
method which seems coming into vogue 
of dragooning people into giving to some 
charity or some popular object. 


One thing that the world always needs 
is open debate.

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ST MARY'S STAR OF THE SEA CHURCH 


Beautiful New House of Worship Dedicated Last Sunday. De- 
scription of Church and Its Interior Decorations. 


The beautiful new St. Mary’s Star of 
the Sea Catholic church at Beverly was 
dedicated last Sunday, with the usual im- 
posing ceremonies that goes with such 
an event. ‘Iwo services were held, 
solemn high mass in the morning and 
solemn vespers in the evening, and the 
magnificent edifice was crowded on both 
occasions. ‘The services were particular- 
ly impressive and were graced by the 
presence of Archbishop William H. 
O’ Connell of Boston, and other digni- 
taries of the church. 

The dedication of the new edifice is 
of special interest to Manchester and 
Beverly Farms people, as the churches 
in both of these places were formerly 
under Rev. Fr. Francis J. Curran, the 
pastor of the Beverly church, and Fr. 
Curran and his assistants, Rev. Edward 
T. McKenna, Rev. John McKenna and 
Rev. John F. Curran are loved by the 
people of these two communities because 
of past associations. 


Furthermore, people on this part of the 
North Shore, especially members of our 
summer colony, have given liberally to- 
ward the Beverly church,. and to them 
the dedication of the new church is of 
great interest. 

Weare indebted to a friend of the 
paper for the following description of the 
interior of the church. 

Description of the Church. 

The exterior lines of St. Mary’s 
church, Beverly, are so familiar to the 
passer-by that there is no need of de- 
scribing them. Now, however, that the 
edifice is, interiorly as well as exteriorly, 
completed, the honest judgment of the 
observer must be that it stands very high 
in the category of our tasteful and har- 
monious temples. Rare altar elabor- 
ation, sculptural elegance, delicate 
tracery, richness of window treatment, 
and a well balanced color symphony, 
give ample evidence of careful and ar- 
tistic effort in the work which, begun a

year ago last spring, reached its culmin- 
ation in the splendid ceremonial of last 
Sunday. 

The apse-crown, a noble half-dome 
built on spherical arc-lines, is glor ously

filled by a group-painting (The Church 
Triumphant—by Geroni), which dom- 
inates the whole interior of the edifice. 
Immediately under the frieze that serves 
as a base to this picture, the curved wall 
of the apse is pierced by five single 
bay Roman windows in dignified figure 
work, the intervening spaces standing 
out in old rose with generous bor: e ‘ing.

A richly moulded, ivory-tinted cornice 
stretches along the whole length of the 
apse wall under these windows, acting 
also as the topping for five mural paint- 
ings (also by Geroni), which depict the 
five great scriptural sacrifices. The sep- 


aration lines among these pictures are 
emphasized by a series of neatly capped 
pilasters, while along their bases is ex- 
tended a heavy moulding that rests on a 
line of corbels. The lower wall area of 
the apse is finished in dark red tone, 
with buff diaper filling in satin effect. 
All this decoration of moulding and color 
makes a beautiful setting for what is the 
Principal appointment of a Catholic 
church:—The altar. The main altar of 
this church is an exquisite output of 
Italian workmanship, and an evidence 
of the artistic temperament of the Italian 
designer. It is a stately, yet graceful 
Structure of white Carrara marble, the 
dead white effect being relieved, how- 
ever, by columns and panels, here and 
there, of Brescia stone. The panels of 
the comparatively low reredos are 
characterized by intersecting Roman 
Curves in chaste carving. The taber-

nacle and its superimposed canopy rise 
majestically from the centre of the 
structure, the classic canopy pediment 
being softened by a symmetrically 
arranged display of boss-ornamentation 
in the projection soffits. Crowning this 
Romanesque marble pile, and supported 
by a line of delicately wrought miniature 
columns in pergola array, is a_ perfectly 
rounded dome, which was hewn and 
carved from one piece of white Carrara. 
The front of the altar-table exhibits, in 
full relief, an artistically carved repro- 
duction, in one piece, of Da Vinci's 
‘* Last Supper.’’ 

The good taste, fine perception of 
aptitude, sense of balance, and excel- 
lence of treatment, displayed here, make 
this altar one of the very few in New 
England to which unqualified praise may 
be given. 

The two side-altars, each ensconced 
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in a chancel alcove, and dedicated to the 
Blessed Virgin and St. Joseph, are in 
close harmony with the main _ altar, 
showing in their table panels most ex- 
cellent carving in floral and conventional 
design. Each altar is surmounted by its 
titular statue and is flanked by a_beauti- 
fully wrought marble pedestal, on which 
stands a statue of heroic size. “The four 
statues (the Blessed Virgin, St. Joseph, 
the Sacred Heart, and St. Anthony) are 
from Mayer and Company of Munich. 

The separation of chancel from aud- 
itory is distinctly marked by a_ sanctuary 
rail of quartered oak, with cherry top 
relieved by an ornate oak pulpit. An 
examination of the hand-carving on 
both rail and pulpit will repay the visitor, 
the rosette elaboration of the former and 
the symbolic representation of the four 
evangelists in the panels of the latter, 
manifesting the painstaking work that 
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stands out so satisfactorily in our best 
churches. 

The strength of the structural lines of 
the auditory has not been minimized by 
the devotional treatment of the acces- 
sories. Indeed, the general tone of the 
finish rejoices in the uplifting warmth 
that is so essential to a Roma: esque inter- 


ior. A high quartered oak wainsco’, carried » 


around the walls of transept, side-aisies, 
and vestibule, is set off by a stencil 
border, which has just enough color to 
break the transition from the dark finish 
of the wood to the general olive green of 
the plastered walls. 

The great pillars, in neutral buff, that 
separate the nave from the side-aisles, 
are cylindrical, the base of each, how- 
ever, being quadrangular, and the capit- 
als displaying richly moulded work in 
scroll and foliation. 

From the entablature over each capital 
ascends a graceful pilaster, which ter- 
minates, away up on the nave wall, in a 
smaller capital; and from the cornice of 
this capital springs one of the supporting 
bands of the -ceiling.. The arches 
formed by the bands thus founded divide 
the nave-ceiling into transverse sections, 
each of which, in five facets, is finished 
in cypress panelling. 

The line of demarcation between nave 
wall and ceiling is brought out vigorously 
by a richly friezed moulding, which rests 
on a fine line of corbels; while under 
these, and directly over the spandrels of 
the nave piilar-arches is a symmetrical 
array of arcade-work, the three arch- 
openings of each arcade being filled with 
faint diaper tracings on a background of 
olive green, which hasa suggestion, here 
and there, of the diaphanous. ‘The 
supporting pilasters of these arcades are 
reduced repetitions of the pilasters that 
rest on the great pillars. 

The spandrels of the great pillar arches 
on the nave wall are in the prevailing 
olive green, a large conventional rosette 
holding the centre of each. ‘aking the 
whole nave inat one glance, from the 
sanctuary or from the choir-gallery, one 
is bound to say that the constructive 
work and the color-scheme have been 
made to bring out most satisfactorily each 
other’s good points. ‘This effect is en- 
hanced very delicately by the bright, 
though unobtrusive bits of color that dot 
the less conspicuous stretches. 

The side-aisles are given architectura} 
form by a series of transverse arches, 
which spring, on the one side, from the 
cornices of the great pillars and, on the 
other, from brackets that follow, in their 
elaboration, the capitals of those pillars. 
On these brackets, too, rest the longi- 
tudinal side-aisle arches, each of which, 
standing out a little in relief from the 
side-aisle wall, sweeps in a_ perfect Ro- 
man curve over one of the beautiful side- 
aisle windows. “The embellishment of 
the side-aisle walls is accentuated by the 
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high relief stations of the Cross. 

The transept follows the nave in the 
conformation of its ceiling and in the 
decoration of its walls. From the very 
centre of the ceiling where nave and tran- 
sept intersect rises a quasi-dome or, as it 
may be termed architecurally, a lantern, 
which displays varied sheathing with an 
overlay of Romanesque curve ornament- 
ation,-—all in cypress. ‘The transept 
ends are accorded positive dignity by two 
shrines (of Carrara marble), that at the 
south wall having as its background a 
finely executed relief sculpture of the 
Agony in the Garden, while the shrine 
at the north wall is backed by a compan- 
ion study of the Resurrection. These 
two pieces serve respectively as a prepar- 
ation and a finale to the fourteen Stations 
of the Cross. The shrines and _ stations 
are from Mayer's Munich studios, as 
are also the superb stained-glass win- 
dows of this church. 

The two transept windows, glorious 
in proportion, in design, and in execu- 
tion, compare favorably with anything in 
stained-glass that our best cathedrals can 
show. Each almost fills the upper area 
of its transept end, standing out nobly 
over its accompanying shrine, and form- 
ing with it one piece of colossal decora- 
tive art. “Three arcade openings, with 
a crowning medallion light flanked’ by 
two splay openings, make up each tran- 
sept window, while the side-aisle win- 
dows (all scriptural studies) are double- 
bayed, witha foliated rose-opening dir- 
ectly over the mullion. The window- 
work of the facade consists of three un- 
mullioned individual lights arranged sym- 
metrically, the central window attaining 
a greater height than the others. The 
floral work here, on a lightsome_ back- 
ground, hasa very brilliant effect, and 
makes a gorgeous setting for three medal® 
lion studies (one in each window) of the 
traditional patrons of music. 

This triple window, dedicated to 
music, appropriately lets light in upon 
the choir-gallery and along the double 
array of great organ pipes, the powerful 
organ (recently installed) being built in 
two sections so as not to intercept the 
view of the beautiful stained glass of the 
facade. 

The pews, carpets, vestment-cases, 
confessionals, and electric lighting sys- 
tem, are in perfect keeping with the 
church. 

The Church of St. Mary, Star of the 
Sea, is a notable addition to the churches 
of the archdiocese, its interior elabora- 
tion entitling it to positive distinction. 
The reverend pastor, on whom has 
rested the responsibility of accepting or 
rejecting plans and suggestions and of 
watching conscientiously the gradual de- 
velopment of the great enterprise, is to 
be felicitated on the consummation of 
an arduous, though supremelysuccessful, 
work.

TWO RALLIES AT MANCHESTER NEXT WEEK. 


+ MASCONOMO HOUSE, AGAIN. 


Promoters of Sanitarium Contradict Our Arti- 
cle that Property Would Continue to be 
Used as Hotel. 

Several weeks ago we published in 
these columns an article on proposed 
improvements on the Masconomo 
House in Manchester, and gave in brief 
an interview with Mr. Hamilton, man- 
ager of the hotel the past season, as to 
his plans for next year. It seems in the 
light of further developments that Mr. 
Hamilton’s story was all wrong. In 
justice to the promoters of the move- 
ment to change the Masconomo over in- 
to a sanitartum we publish the following 
letter bearing on the matter: 

Boston, Sept. 21, 1908. 

Mr. J. Alex. Lodge, 

Editor, Norra SHoRE BREEZE, 
Manchester, Mass. 


My Dear Sir:--- 

My attention was called to the article 
in your issue of Friday, Sept. 18, en- 
titled ‘“ Masconomo House. to be Re- 
modeled.’’ Notwithstanding {the state- 
ment made by Mr. Hamilton and_ pub- 
lished by you, I venture to say that no 
lease has been made to anyone for The 
Masconomo, for the reason that having 
control of the property it could not have 
been done without my sanction. Nfr. 
Schoeffel only this morning tells me that 
there isn’t a particle of truth in the state- 
ment made in your paper and that no 
one ought to kuow better than myself as 
I held papers from him which prevented 
him from doing so had he so desired. 

If you had simply published the  state- 
ment reported to have come from Mr. 
Hamilton, | might not have felt called 
upon to write this letter. But you say 
in the article, alluding to the circular 


which has been sent out, that presumably 


this circular was sent to members of the 
Summer Colony as it was worded in 
such a way as to ‘‘interest’’ them in the 
scheme. 

You know that I have not attempted 
to use your paper to influence anyone, 
simply asking for news when I was 
ready to have it published. 

‘The proposition which I am_ putting 
up, of establishing a sanitarium at Man- 
chester-by-the-Sea is a straight, legiti- 
mate business proposition. I intended, 
when I started into the scheme, to carry 
it through. The prospects never were 
brighter than at the present time, and 
the time will come, when, if you chron- 
icle the facts instead of hearsay, you will 
have to chronicle that fact that one of 
the best modeled, best located, up-to- 
date sanitariums in this country will take

The parade will be headed 
by Clark’s Military band of Gloucester, 
22 pieces. 

‘The parade will start from the local 
station about 7.30, immediately after the 
arrival of the train from Beverly and 
Salem, at 7.20. The line of march 
will be through the principal streets. 
The citizens are asked to join in the 
occasion by lighting up their houses on 
the line of march on that night. 

After the parade hot coffee and sand- 
wiches will be provided for the marchers. 

The speakers procured for the even- 


ing are Attorney-General Dana Malone; ° 


Congressman Gardner, Ex-Speaker John 


Democratic Rally on Friday Evening. 
No Torchlight Procession, but plenty 
of Enthusiasm and Good Speakers. 
7.45 the Hour of the Meeting. 


The Democratic rally will be held on 
the following night,---Friday, and while 
there will be no torchlight procession, 
there will be more or less red fire and a 
fife and drum corps will head the speak- 
ers and faithful followers on their way 
to the Town hall. But what is lacking 
in this direction will be more than offset 
by the speakers. There will be plenty 
of enthusiasm within the hall and good 
speakers will be on hand. 

The hour set for the rally is 7.45. 
The speakers procured include Arthur 
Withington, Esq., of Newburyport, the 
candidate for Congress from the Sixth 
district; Charles D. Smith, Esq., of 
Gloucester, candidate for senator;

As three of the speakers arrive from 
Gloucester on the 6.31 train the com- 
mittee has arranged a small gathering of 
the committee and speakers at the home 
of Benjamin Corliss on Lincoln street 
previous to the rally. On the way to 
the Town hall the speakers will be lead 
by a fite and drum corps, probably, and 
there will be no lack of red fire to light 
their way.

Wood Fires Set by Miscreants in Bev- 
erly Farms-Manchester Woods? 


The following communication was 
printed in the Salem News of Monday, 
Oct. 19, and should be of interest to all 
Breeze readers: 

‘* Riding through the woods between 
this town and Manchester just before 
nightfall, I passed no fewer than three 
well started fires by the side of the road, 
eating their way into the forest that lines 
the wood path all along. Each of the 
fires covered some square yards and had 
plenty of dry leaves and under brush to 
feed upon. The first was supposed to 
have been lighted by a match or cigar 
stump thoughtlessly thrown out of a pass- 
ing vehicle, and the two of us had not 
much trouble in putting it out. But 
within a few rods we came upon a sec- 
ond and then a third, all three not a 
quarter of a mile apart.

Salem. ° 
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Manchester K. of C Team Shows up 
the Stronger in Tug-of-War Contest. 


The Tug-of-War contest last Friday 
evening at Parish hall, Manchester, be- 
tween the champion “* Yannigans’’ of 
Beverly Farms and the K. of C. team of 
Manchester was pulled off according to 
schedule, anda pretty lively contest it 
was, too. ‘[ug-of-war contests are 
usually very interesting, but this particu- 
lar contest had been looked forward to 
for along time by Beverly Farms and 
Manchester suppporters of the two teams 
and much enthusiasm had been aroused. 
The result was that a big crowd was on 
hand to see the two teams get together 
to settle honors once and for all. 

By previous arrangements the team 
winning two out of thrée pulls was to be 
the winner. Though it was intended 
that the pull would be at 8 o’ clock sharp 
it was after 8.30 before the first pull was 
called. It was a pretty contest. Man- 
chester seemed to geta little the better 
of it at the start, and when the three 
minutes were up Manchester had won 
by less than half an inch. 

Enthusiasm run high. It was the first 
time that the Yannigans had ever been 
beaten. They had won from the K. of 
C. team twice before, and from other 
teams they had won, also. “They came 
to Manchester that night feeling pretty 
sure of winning again, but when the bar 
went up Friday night they realized right 
off that they were pulling against a differ- 
ent team than that had met on July 4, or 
Labor Day. ; 

The second pull was a little. different. 
The Farms seemed to have it on the 
K. of C.’s from the start. When time 
was called they had about six inches of 
the rope. This caused the crowd to go 
wild with enthusiasm and naturally now 
that each team had won a pull, and the 
next pull would decide the winner of the 
contest everybody was boiling over with 
enthusiasm. 

‘* Bunnie’? Woods, the popular ath- 
letic instructor of Boston, who summers 
at the Farms, had come along as referee. 
He did referee the first two pulls, but 
when the last pull was delayed so long, 
he took the 10.09 train back to the 
Farms and when the time for the pull 
finally came Peter McLaughlin and 
‘* Curly’? Donovan were agreed upon as 
the officials. 

Everybody watched the preparations 
for this final pull with interest. When 
finally Donovan counted the pecine, 
**Two,’’ ‘‘ Three,’’ and the bar was 
raised the crowd was boiling over with 
enthusiasm. The instant the bar was 
lifted Manchester took the lead. First 
they had about half aninch. “Then they 
got an inch, an inch-and-a-half, two 
inches, then they seemed to be held _ for 
an instant, and again they went ahead 
still more,—four, five, six inches, and 
the time was almost up. It would be 
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impossible for the Farms team to get 
that back. While there was a chance 
to get back the six inches in the short 
time remaining, the chances were very, 
very slim,—not one in a hundred. 

The crowd was wild, cheering and 
jumping around. 
the Yannigans was pulled completely 
over. His face was almost touching the 
cleat in front of him. He could never 
get back in position again. Some 
thought he had fainted. But he seemed 
to pull himself together again. He got 
his knees, instead of his feet against the 
cleats, but he was pulled over again, and 
just then an unfortunate thing occurred. 
A spectator along side Hansen thought 
the fellow was being hurt, and seeing 
how he was being pulled the fellow put 
his hand on Hansen’s shoulder to sort of 
lift him out of his predicament, thinking 
Hansen was being injured, he told the 
reporter afterward. Someone pushed 
the spectator aside and as a result of this 
Donovan afterward declared interference 
and no contest. 

Whatever may have been the tech- 
nical decision, however, Manchester 
won as far as the merits of the two teams 
were concerned. Anyone who saw that 
last pull and could say that Manchester 
didn’t win it must have been blind. 
Capt. Gaudreau thought they were 
beaten and shook hands with the captain 
of the K. of C. team. Manchester put 
it all over the Farms team on the last 
pull, but as long as the unfortunate oc- 
currence referred to above did_ take 
place, of course it gives a chance to say 
there was ©‘ No contest.”’ 

Everybody who saw the contest, 
whom we have asked about it, says that 
Manchester won. “The Manchester 
team did not recognize Donovan as 
referee. They say it was their under- 
standing that McLaughlin was referee 
and Donovan was to give the count. 
McLaughlin declared the contest won by 
Manchester. Donovan declares “‘ No 
contest.’’ And there you are. 
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The colleges of New England are 
uniting in having a big torchlight parade 
in Boston next Friday, Oct. 30, and 
Councilman A. P. Loring, jr., has ex- 
tended the West Beach ‘Tars, together 
with the other Beverly organizations, a 
cordial invitation to parade, and if the 
invitation is accepted, they will probably 
be in line following the Harvard Repub- 
lican club. It is very likely that the lo- 
cal boys will accept.

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ENGLISH LITFRATURE IN THE 
EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


[Nore. The allusion in the article 
on Defoe to the testimony of Dr. Adam 
Clarke as to the religious value of Robin- 
son Crusoe, took for granted the fact 
that the story as originally published con- 
tained many moral and religious digres- 
sions, which are now generally omitted 
as rather a handicap upon the literary in- 
terest of the romance. | 

The name of Jonathan Swift cannot 
be omitted in a list of English men of 
letters of the eighteenth century; but it 


- suggests one of the most painful chapters 


in Jiterature. If we were believers in 
astrology, we might suppose that an evil 
star was in the ascendant at his birth. 
His whole life may be said to have been 
lived in the midst of cross seas and temp- 
ests. He suffered more than most of 
his contempuraries from the _ political 
bitterness of his time, which it must be 
admitted he did much to stir up and_ ex- 
asperate. Many of the storms that 
tossed his baik were of his own raising. 
Of an intense and undisciplined temper, 


he was ill fitted for the turbulent scenes’ 


in which hs life was cast. He was 
deeply involved in the political and re- 
ligious strifes of his day, and by his 
many publications on questions which 
were ranging men and parties in hostile 
camps he made both ardent friends and 
bitterenemies. As Dean of St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, Dublin, he used the oppor- 
tunity of his high position to further his 


ambitious schemes and to add to his po- - 


litical power; but as an ecclesiastic he 
never won favor or religious influence. 
He was a self-willed churchman, in- 
clined to lord it over God's heritage, 
but he was no shepherd of the flock. 
He spent much of his time in England, 
in Ireland was always unpopular, partly 
on account of his violent Whig partisan- 
ship, and part!y as a prominent repre- 
sentative of an alien church. He did 
good service to Ireland by his ‘‘Drapier’s 
Letters’ in which he argued powerfully 
for a sound currency, but he never 
attached to himself the Irish people. At 
Laracor, one of his rural charges, he 
seldom had above half a dozen in his 
congregation, and on one occasion, see- 
ing no one present but his clerk, began 
the service, “‘ Dearly beloved Roger, 
The Scripture moveth us, in sundry 
places,’’ etc. 

Swift’s strange attachments will prob- 
ably always remain a mystery, especially

‘ POLITICS—A RESUME OF PARTY POLICIES.” 


The above was the theme at the Con- 
gregational church last Sunday evening, 
and an unusually large number for an 
evening service were out to listento Rev. 
L. H. Ruge, pastor of the church. 

‘The preacher took for his text the 
words of St. Paul as found in Rom. 
Was ele 

w‘ There is no power but of God; and the 

powers that be are ordained of God.’’ 

‘The following is the sermon in brief: 

** Biblical history shows that the lead- 
ers in religion, in every age, were active 
in political affairs. Absolom election- 
eered for the throne of his father. 
Zadok, the priest, was a staunch politi- 
cal partisan of David. Nathan, the 
prophet, used his influence in the selec- 
tion of David’s successor. Jesus settled 
certain political questions; he associated 
with the politicians of his day, and al- 
though he did not pose as either a_poll- 
tician or a statesman, in him we find the 
true ideal of both. 

““In the above chapter Paul teaches 
ceitain political tenets in harmony with 
the teachings of Christ, and it is signi- 
ficant that these christian teachings are 
today most vital in the evolution of. poli- 
tical life. They are embodied in the 
political policies and platforms of the 
civilized world. It does not matter one 
iota whether men like the idea or. not, 
the fact is absolute that it is impossible to 
eliminate the influence of christianity 
from the political progress of the world. 

‘“ The early church soon became pol- 


itical and far seeing public men of an-. 


cient civilization saw what would be the 
outcome if an emperor of Rome like 
Constantine ever adopted christianity, 
and thus they tried to stamp it out. 
France in recent times tried to destroy 
it, but in vain. 

““Ta the concrete the official, political 
church is no longer recognized as a pol- 
itical power, but in the abstract, in its 
essential part and power, its teachings 
are fundamental in progressive politics. 

‘* Constantines, Gambettas, Bismarks, 
Lincolns come, lift up its standard and 
pass away, but the standard remains and 
is advanced and until some greater creed 
of human happiness and well-being takes 
its place it wiil continue to advance until 
all nations are under its beneficent folds 

““Tn every age preachers of righteous- 
ness like Dr. Washington Gladder raise 
their voice against: the iniquity of the 
state, and politicians like Roosevelt and 
Bryan carry the standard on to political 
success. 


‘‘ The political principles of party 
platforms are an interesting study as 
showing the embodiment of christian 
principles in politics, and in the different 
parties these principles overlap and inter- 
lap and dove-tail so that it is hard to dis- 
tinguish between them.”’’ 

The speaker then began to sum up 
some of the important reforms now em- 
bodied in the parties. He said: 

‘““ The purification of politics and pub- 
lic office is a stern issue. There is a 
demand for uncorruptible men in public 
office and only clean men dare ask for 
the places in the Republic. Men of 
unsavory reputation are being relegated 
to obscurity. —The issue of representa- 
tive assemblies, as to whether the people 
or special interests shall rule, is here to 
stop.—Universal suffrage, the exercise 
of the franchise, without fear or favor, 
not only in Massachusetts but in Dixie 
land. —The essential equality of all men. 
—The question of equal justice, when 
the highest judiciary shall operate as truly 
for the poor and weak as forthe rich and 
strong.—~The raising of the age limit in 
systematic toil to sixteen, thus protecting 
the children against the greed of parents 
and capitalist to give them the full meed 
of youth, its play and ideals.—The pro- 
tection of the home against the great 
social evil. —The demand for thorough 
sanitation so that those who dig in the 
deepest bowels of the earth shall have as 
pure air to breath as that which fans the 
frieze of the office of the millionaire who 
unduly profits by that underground labor. 
—Scientific, expert governmental investi- 
gation into the cause and cure of disease. 
—Government relief for human misery, 
not asa charity but asa stern obligation; 
to mitigate the curse of idleness, of pover- 
tyt of indigent old age, of worry and fear 
‘and despair, and the establishment of the 
office of specialist in sociological pro- 
blems for the cure of human woes; this 
is the crying demand of an enlightened 


‘age. —The elimination of the drinking 


evil and the doping of man with deadly 
drugs.— The prohibition of adulterated 
foods, imitation of food stuffs, of em- 
balmed meats and frozen food.---The 
elimination of corporate greed by prick- 
ing the bloated bubble of commercial 
expansion, in the interest of acommerce 
based first upon the needs of the home 
consumer.— The demand for the slow- 
ing down and cooling of machinery, 
material and physical, one day in seven 
at least; the curbing of the modern 
mad race for money in the interest of the 
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constitutional structure of coming genera- 
tions; for what right has this age to 
damn the forces of the unborn by this 
mad mortgaging of human forces? The 
rights of the sweater, the laboring lord 
of creation, for his share in the unpre- 
cedented accumulation of wealth, ‘The 
obligation of predatory wealth to make 
restitution not as a benevolence but as a 
stern duty, if not willingly then legally, 
until it has been taxed to a safe and sane 
figure on the financial wheel of fortune. 
---The eternal obilgation of the strong 
toward the weak, founded in moral in- 
tuitions as eternal as the Almighty. 

*“No higher and holier creeds than 
these were ever embodied in_ political 
creeds. And where, let me ask the 
skeptic and atheist, did these ideals orig- 
inate? Inthe spirit of the Divine Christ, 
the ever vital inspiration in the struggle 
for emancipation from oppression and 
tyranny whatever form it may assume. 

‘For these Christ ideals millions in 
all ages have bled and died and millions 
are ready today to lay themselves a liv- 
ing sacrifice on the alter. 

‘* Political creeds are secularized re- 
ligious ideals. “They are religious truths 
woven into the fabric of the state and 
cannot be separated therefrom without 
destroying the fabric. Eternal truth is 
the dictator of the world, the state is the 
servant. 

‘* The nations of the earth are falling 
in behind the redeemed flag of the Amer- 
ican Republic, until autocracies like Jap- 
an, Russia, and now even Turkey, keep 
step with the leadership of the world’s 
great Arbiter of Human Fate. This 
dominant christian democracy of the 
world means human salvation, or let this 
earth again float in space, chaotic with- 
out form and void.”’

his relations to the Stella of his Journals 
and correspondence, to whom he is sup- 
posed to have been secretly married 
though it seems almost certain that she 
was never anything more than a nominal 
wife. It mav perhaps te suid that he was 
incapable of true love, and yet women 
seem to have been drawn to him> by 
some irre istible attraction. That they 
were perfectly virtuous, however unwise, 
and that he never used his power for any 
base purpose, is perhaps beyond a doubt; 
but the whole matter is involved in so 
much obscurity that a satisfactory ex- 
planation can hardly be hoped for. “The 
darkest feature of the case is the fact 
that two faithful hearts were undoubtedly 
crushed; of Vanessa’s tragical experience 
we know less, but he was heard to szy 
to Stella on her dying bed, ‘* Well, my 
dear, if yo1 ws} it, it sha'l he owned;”’ 
she answered, ““it is too I:te.’’ \Wbile 
there is no evidence of betraval, there is 
evidence and to spare of duplicity, of 
evasion, of insincerity, of trifling to the 
very last, with two devoted, loving 
hearts. 

Swift is chiefly known as a_ humorist, 
wit, and master of satire. Perhaps as 
the latter he is without a peer. Of a 
nature gloomy, harsh and cynical, he 
often dipped his pen in gall, and wielded 
the lash with an unsparing hand; his sar- 
casm and irony were weapons that he 
used without mercy upon political oppo- 
nents; his bitter diatribes were some- 
times, however, so exaggerated that they 
failed of their purpose and only recoiled 
upon their author. In his lighter and 
more humorous vein, as notably in his 
Gulliver's Travels, a production entirely 
unique in English literature, he held up 
to ridicule the follies of his time and the 
imperfectisns of human nature. Al- 
though its references to men and _ parties 
and opinions are now mostly unintel- 
ligible, it is still read for its wit; like 
most of his writings itis not free from 
coarsenes: and its Yahoos are a repul- 
sive libel upon civil decency. 


On the whole, Swiit’s influence upon 
letters cannot be said to be wholesome. 
A man of great parts, and a friend of 
Steele, Addison and Pope, he used _ his 
powers to small purpose. His works 
cannot be omitted from any general col- 
lection of literatu-e, but he was a man 
who cannot be personally respected; he 


_ was lacking in all the finer elements of 


character, and was capable of great rude- 
ness. He resembled a comet. rather 
than a fixed star, filling the sky for a 
time with a brilliant but baleful | ght. 
Swift was an unhappy man, the victim 
no doubt of physical infirmities, of a 
morbid and ill regulated mird, and of a 
morcse, haughty and ungovernable tem- 


per. His days darkened more and more 
into a pitiable condition of physical and 
mental suffering, passing at last into com- 
plete idiocy, in which after three years 
he died. His life may be summed up as 
a brilliant failure, a life of great but 
wasted abilities. ‘‘ To think of him,”’’ 
says Thackeray, “is like thinking of the 
ruin of a great empire.’’ He was born 
in Dublin in 1667, and died in 1745, 
and was buried in his own cathedral. 

It was the generous liment of a kingly 
soul over the tragic end of a man of 
great powers and unprincipled ambition,

At its last meeting the club decided to 
start a branch station of stamp saving 
among the children. In brief this work, 
which has been carried on with such suc- 
cess in a great many places, may be out- 
lined as follows: 

The treasurer, as the head of such a 
station is called, obtains from the central 
office, free of charge, as many stamp 
cards as he expects to have depositors, 
and buys there stamps of different denom- 
inations. To each person wishing to 
become a depositor the treasurer gives a 
card, and sells stamps tothe amount of 
ae deposit. These stamps are receipts, 
and the depositor must paste them on _ his 
card before he can have them redeemed. 
When the treasurer has sold all his 
tamps, he has been reimbursed the 
amount he originally paid in at the cen- 
tral office; and with this money he buys 
his next set of stamps. Thus a branch 
‘Station is run indefinitely on an_ original 
Capital of from five dollars to twenty-five 
dollars. 

_ A depositor who wishes to withdraw 
his deposit must present his card to the 
treasurer of his station. The treasurer 
| pays him the amount of his stamps, and 
is repaid at the central office on present- 
ation of the receipted card. 

_ The central office is the real centre of 
deposit. Ali the book-keeping is done 
there.

The Largest Vote in the History of the Town. 524 out of 607 Registered Voters Cast Their Ballots 


Manchester polled the largest vote in 
her history on Tuesday. Of the total 
registered vote of 605, 524 were out on 


Expen S. Draper, Elected Governor 


Election Day,—about 87 percent. of the 
total. A percentage of about 80 is con- 
sidered above par. 

In 1904, the last presidential year, the 


total vote was 455, and in 1900 it was 


«395. 


The splendid weather was responsible 
in a measure for the large vote. The 
day was perfect. The unusual interest 
taken was also evidenced by the appear- 
ance of a large number of summer resi- 
dents, who are voters here. No less 
than two score came down from Boston 
co cast their ballot.

Election Returns. 


Election returns were received at 
Manchester over a special wire of the 
Postal Telegraph company, which had 
been run into the Town hall, and excel- 
lent service was given, beginning at 6 
o’ clock and lasting until 12. Frank G. 
Cheever was in charge. From all sec- 
tions of the country the results of the vot- 
ing was flashed over the wire and Man- 
chester, simultaneously with other towns 
and cities, was able to get the returns 
and see how the country was going. 

A good size crowd were on hand all 
evening, from six o'clock until twelve. 


The New Eng. Tel. and Tel. Co., 
also gave excellent service to those of its 
subscribers who requested the service. 

In the collection and distribution of re- 
turns of the National and State elections, 
the telephone not only demonstrated its 
nimbleness, but, in a most surprising 


manner, its ubiquity. It was literally 
everywhere. In fact it was there and 
back’’ so quickly and so accurately 


‘that election bulletins were gathered and 
forwarded from every point in the

country with a speed and a completeness 
hitherto unapproached.

Senator James F. Shaw of Manches- 
ter was re-elected to the senate from this 
district. His margin, however, was 
comparitively small, considering the nor- 
mal Republican vote. He won out in 
every town and city of the district, ex- 
cept Gloucester. He was ““knifed’’ in 
Gloucester. His total vote was 4459 as 
against 3666 for Smith, the Democratic

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MANCHESTER WOMAN'S CLUB. 


The first November meeting of the 
Manchester Woman’s club was held 
Tuesday afternoon atthe Chapel and 
was very largely attended by the mem- 
bers. ‘The speaker of the afternoon was 
Warren F. Spaulding of Boston, whose 
subject was ‘‘ The New View of the 
Bad Boy.’’ 

Prior to the address the business of the 
meeting was transacted and Mrs. F. M. 
Johnson, the president, gave an account 
of her visit to the meeting of club presi- 
dents at the Vendome, Boston, on the 
24th. 

Mrs. R. C. Alien sang a group of 
songs which was enjoyed by the gather- 


ing. [hey were: 

“Mighty Lak ’a Rose,”’’ Nevin 
**Little One a-Cryin’, ’’ Speaks 
“The Robin,”’ Neidlinger. 


The speaker of the afternoon is a man 
who has made a study of civic and econ- 
omic conditions, especially that branch 
of the work having to do with the ‘‘small 
boy.’’ He related a visit to the Charles 
Street jail some years ago, on invitation 
of a sheriff, where he found two young 
boys in jail for 30 days. Inquiry re- 
vealed the fact that one was in for defac- 
ing a voting list, and the other for throw- 
ing stones on top of freight cars. One 
was a dull, heavy looking boy whose ap- 
pearance would at once convince one 
that he was a boy who would not be in- 
terested in books and such things, and 
the boy afterwards told him that he had 
been up once before for truancy. The 
other boy was one of those nervous act- 
ing, bright boys, of French Canadian 
birth, and he had been in before for 
walking on railroad tracks. And there 
were these two boys, in there among 
criminals of the real type, for a petty of- 
fence such as any of the boys you know 
would be likely todo. ‘‘I submit to 
you,”’ he said, ‘‘ what the jail means to 
those boys. Punishment doesn’t end 
with the end of the term. Is it fair to 
put a boy in a position where he shall be 
Subjected to having this thrown in his 
face all through life,--- that he was once 
in jail for stealing, for defacing voting 
lists, etc? It seems as though boys 
‘ought to be dealt with differently. I 
found on investigation that there had been 
372 children, under 17 years of age, 
committed to that jail in one year. 


_ There ought to be some other way. of 


dealing with them other than putting them 
in jail. 

_ “Under the new law the court ad- 
judges him to be * delinquent,’ which is 
acondition. ‘The idea of the court un- 
der the new law is to deal with the boy 
as a parent should,---to aid and guide 
him. Under the old system you dealt 
With his past one act. But under the 
hew system you deal with his future,--- 


pe 
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what he is, and what can you do for 
him. ; 

‘““ What shall you do for him? That 
is it, what can you do? Punish him? 
But will punishing him help him? One 
of the new things about the new system 
is ‘ reparation,’---‘ restitution.’ Instead 
of finding him $50 and letting his father 
pay it, you find him $50 and let him pay 
ita dollar a week until it is paid. After 
doing that for a year he will not feel in 
the stealing mood again in a hurry. If 
he breaks a window he isn’t find $10 
which he must pay to the court, but he 
is fined $10 and he is made to pay a dollar 
a weekto the man whose window he 
broke. Do you suppose he will break 
any more windows? 

“* Anything that will give him aid or 
guidance will benefit him.- We are try- 
ing with the new system to change the 
character of the boy so thathe will not 
want to do bad things; up-building him 
rather than forcing him. In the West 
they have a great many volunteer pro- 
bation officers who are willing to take an 
interest in the boys and help them. Per- 
sonal work with the boys will very often 
accomplish results. 

“The problem is to restore, to re- 
claim him. The purpose of the new 
movement is to realize these boys are 
products of something outside of them- 
selves. There ought to be committees 
in every church to look after these boys. 
Provide places for them where they can 
goand enjoy themselves. Make them 
realize there is somebody interested in 
them.’’

draw in great mouthfuls of the bracing 
air, our steps quicken, arms swing out 
freely, and the body gradually grows 
warm, with a heat which no artificial 
apparatus can bestow. ‘“The melan- 
choly days are here, the saddest of the 
year,’’ but its pretty hard to believe 
that. 


ANYTHING along the line of road im- 
provements is of interest to North Shore 
people, for North Shore roads as a whole 
are reputed to be among the finest in the 
country. <A bill has recently been in- 
troduced in the Vermont House for a 
system of trunk line highways, the esti- 
mated cost of which will be two and a 
half million dollars. The plan embodies 
two main trunk highways running north 
and south, the entire length of the state, 
and six intersecting lines running east 
and west from line to line.

MiscREANTS cut down two. beautiful 
trees over in Salem the other night. It 
was a piece of wanton mischief and 
should merit severe punishment.  Stat- 
istics show that our forests are gradually 
being used up and, once gone, what will 
become of the beautiful trees which bet- 
ter thinking men and women set out in 
the cities. Down here we harbor no 
such a class. The people of Manches- 
ter are truly proud of the beautiful trees 
which adorn the shores. Many private 
estates have been to great expense in 
keeping the trees in fine condition, and 
were there anyone so petty and mean as 
to wantonly destroy these beauties of our 
highways and byways, the people would 
rise in their wrath and punish the mis- 
creants. 


Nortu Shore people who visit Salem 
and have any time to spare should visit 
the Peabody Museum. ‘The building is 
located on Essex street and is free to the 
public. Therein zre gathered curios from 
every quarter of the globe. In the Mar- 
ine room are models of every kind of 
ships, charts and many interesting things 
pertaining to the sea. Butthere is one 
exhibit which, as a marvelous piece of

work, stands out prominently, and no 
one should miss viewing it. This is a 
carving done within a shell measuring 
14 inch in diameter. It is divided into 
two hemispheres fastened together, and 
open. ‘This marvelous piece of pati- 
ence and skill is in the Marine room near 
the front of the building, and is within 
a glass case, which enables the visitor to 
view it from all sides. Directly in front 
of the hemispheres hangs a powerful 
magnifying glass, which enlarges the 
carved figures so that one may see even 
the features. The upper hemisphere 
respresents Heaven and contains 58 full 
length figures; while the lower one re- 
presents the Judgement Day and con- 
tains 28 fuil length, 19 half length figures 
and five heads. The hemispheres are 
hinged together and there is a leather 
case in which they may be put. Closed 
up one might easily place the shell in 
one hand and completely cover it with 
the other. 

This carving is supposed to have been 
done by a monk in the fourteenth cen- 
tury. A gentleman in Westphalia ob- 
tained possession of it in Italy, and pre- 
sented it to Elias Haskett Derby, who in 
turn gave it to the society in 1806. 

It is indeed a wonderful piece of work 
and no one will regret the time spent in 
looking at it. 


Miss Mary H. Northend of Salem, 
daughter of the late Judge Northend, 
has shown how anyone can create a field 
in literature of special nature which will 
appeal to a great many people.

The Men's Club House. 


Ground was broken for the Men’s 
Clubhouse at Magnolia on “Tuesday 
October 27. The loam, 9 to 12 inches 
deep, was scraped by horse shovels from 
the lot and is piled in heaps and ridges. 
about the place ieaving opportunity for 
grading as the excavation proceeds. On 
Monday last James S. Lee, the architect, 
came to Magnolia with the basement 
plan and brought with him Mr. Allen, 
the engineer, who proceeded to stake 
out the building. Its extreme depth is 
94 feet on the side towards Lycett’s 
store. On Butler avenue the depth is 
68 ft. The frontage on Magnolia 
avenue Is 88 ft. 

‘The basement is to contain four bowl- 
ing alleys, a pool-room with space for 
four tables, a Jarge toilet room, a room 
to be used as cellar for the restaurant 
above, a suite of three rooms with bath 
for the manager of the restaurant and 


: 
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the “‘help,’’ and, in a space that was to 
be left vacant, a gymnasium 30x28. 
Arrangements for the use of this base- 
ment in winter as well as in summer 
will be made. Stoves will be set up both 
in the pool-room and in the gymnasium. 
The latter will be the boys’ room then 
and as such will be of great value. The 
basement rooms will be nine feet high in 
the clear, the gymnasium being made 
four feet higher by excavation. “The en- 
tire basement will be cemented. 

The building is to be well back from 
the street, some 40 feet on the upper 
side and more on the lower side of the 
lot where the road runs off, and will be 
reached by a circling driveway of ample 
width for two automobiles to pass. 

The plans for the first and second 
stories will be announced when they are 
completed. The building will cost 
$20,000. There will be no money 
wasted. When completed, it will prove 
to be what is wanted. “Those Mag- 
nolians who have not yet contributed 
will be needed before the work is done. 

The contract for the excavation and 
stone work, including the cesspools and 
drainage, has been awared in competition 
to Morley, Flatley & Co. at the low 
figure of $1850. They have already be- 
gun operations and will be glad to em- 
ploy Magnolia men or teams as far as 
they can, provided only they do a fair 
day’s work.

The auction sale of the grocery store 
of Frank H. Dennis, School street, on 
Monday and Tuesday, resulted in the 
whole of the stuck, fixtures, horses, 
wagons, etc., being cleaned out. At- 
wood & Pattee of Boston were the 
auctioneers, Mr. Atwood having person- 
al charge. On Monday the goods went 
rather slowly and prices were small.

“Law on Roads” 


Editor North 
Dear sir: — 
It would assist the cause of ‘safety 

on our roads’’ if you would call the at- 

tention of your readers to Section 1 of 

Chapter 512, Acts of 1908, recently 

passed by the Legislature and entitled 

An Acr RELATIVE TO THE LAW ON 

THE Roap 


Shore Breeze. 


as follows: 

Section 1. Whenever on any bridge 
or way, public or private, there is not an 
unobstructed view of the road for at 
least one hundred yards, the driver of 
every vehicle shall keep his vehicle on 
the right of the middle of the travelled 
part of the bridge or way, whenever it 
is safe and practicable so to do.’’ (Sec- 
tion 2 provides a penalty. ) 

It is evident from investigation of many 
accidents on the road that a large num- 
ber of them are caused by failure to ob- 
serve the safe and sensible rule which, 
by this statute, is made law of the Com- 
monwealth, applying to the vast majority 
of situations, namely, “‘ Keep oN Your 
Own RicHr Hanp SIDE OF THE 
Roap.”’ 

Even in passing onthe left of another 
vehicle going in the same direction, as 
provided for in Chapter 54 of the Re- 
vised Laws, a driver should have a clear 
road before leaving the right hand side. 

By observing this iaw at all times, driv- 
ers of carriages and automobiles will not 
only save themselves from possible pro- 
secution in the courts, but will greatly 
add to their own safety and to the safety 
of other users of our roads.

Mr. Tarr Takes Up New Work. 


H. E. Tarr who has been manager of 
the Beverly telephone exchange for the 
past year and a half, left for Boston on 
Monday to become distribution engineer 
for the Boston division of the telephone 
company’s plant. 

Mr. Tarr’s manifold duties are divided 
among several men. Heretofore he has 
had to make contracts, run wires, install 
instruments, supervise the service, make 
collections and so on and so forth. In 
fact, this pressure was so acute; in many 
quarters that the company decided to 
specialize more closely with reference 
to the various factors entering into tele- 
phone service. It therefore separated 
its different activities into Commercial, 
Plant and Trafic departments, ‘The 


commercial department handles the com- 
pany’s business relations with the pub- 
lic—is its selling agent, so to speak. 
The Plant department is responsible for 
the proper equipment of the plant, for 
the running of lines and installation of 
telephones, and for the maintenance of 
these lines in good working order. “The 
‘Trafic department is charged with the 
responsibility of seeing that the service 
over. these lines is good. 

Carrying out this scheme of organ- 
ization, Mr. Tarr’s territory is divided 
between R. P. Butterick of Salem and 
John Gadd of Gloucester, as representa- 
tives of the Commercial department, 
Mr. Butterick taking Beverly. J. M. 
Baker, formerly manager at Lynn, is 
District Plant chief and Beverly and 


Manchester will come into his territory. 
F. S. Benjamin, the District Traffic chief, 
is a Salem boy who has had considerable 
telephone experience in Salem and else- 
where. As R. Robins, Jr., the district 
manager, was formerly manager at Lynn, 
it will be seen that the organization is 
composed of men familiar with the needs 
of the North Shore territory. Mr. Jarr 
says he believes the results obtained by 
them will make the telephone service 
more satisfactory from every point of 
view, as each department head will have 
more time to give to his specialty.

ROAD IMPROVEMENTS 


The plans for improving the Mag- 
nolia avenue road and the changes made 
necessary in abolishing the dangerous 
crossing at the Lily pond have gone 
through and the work will be carried out 
before another season. “The new road 
will go under the railroad near the old 
Bray house. ‘The railroad is standing a 
big share of the cost in building the new 
road, the state will pay 25 per cent, and 
the city the balance. 


Colonel Sohier, the Beverly road 
builder, whose devotion to the cause of 
good roads, especially in the country dis- 
tricts and woods, amounts almost to a 
passion, will start in next week on a 
piece of work which he is to do gratis 
for the city of Gloucester. He will 
bring his roadbuilding machinery. and 
employes down to the junction of Has- 
kells Pond road and Essex avenue and 
will work from there up towards the 
Fssex line, repairing the roadbed 
thoroughly and putting it into shape to 
withstand the rigors of the winter wear. 

Mayor Parsons, who has been con- 
ducting the negotiations with Colonel 
Sohier, which Jed up to his deciding to 
go ahead with the work, feels quite grat- 
ified at having secured the colonel’s 
promise totake up the work—Cape Ann 
News.

S. OF V. HOLD OPEN MEETING. 


Forty-one Members of the Trolley Club of 
Boston Came to Manchester. Parade 
Through Principle Streets. 


Col. H. P. Woodbury camp, 149, S. 
of V., Manchester, held an open meet- 
ing Tuesday evening, an occasion which 
proved one of the most interesting in the 
history of the camp in recent years. 
Not only was there a large attendance of 
the local members, and a number of “‘re- 
cruits’’ present, but forty-one members 
of the Trolley Club of Boston came 
down and did their part in making the 
meeting a real live one. 

The visitors arrived on the 7.20 train 
and were met at the station by the local 
camp members to the number of about 
fifty and, headed by a drum corps, line 
of march was formed for a parade 
through the principal streets of the town. 

The parade started from the station, 
to Beach street, to Union, to North, to 
School, to Central square, through Cen- 
tral and Bridge streets to head of Ash- 
land avenue, countermarch through 
Bridge and Central streets to G. A. R.

Among the visitors from out of town 
were President Kirchgassner of the club, 
who was formerly at Manchester in his 
connection as senior vice commander of 
the division of Massachusetts; Past Chief 
Mustering Officer George F. Hunt of 
Everett; Frank E. Howard, chief aide 
on the staff of Commander Cutler of 
the Mass. division; Past Div. Com. 
William H. Stevens of Arlington; Press 
Correspondent Rupert J. Schute, who 
is both a S. of V. and G. A. R. man, 
and is real estate editor of the Boston 
Transcript; T. Benton Kelley, past 
dept. com. of the G. A. R. of Vermont, 
now custodian, of the Vermont associa- 
tion, with rooms at the Westminister in 
Boston; Past Senior Vice Com. Frank E. 
Warren of Arlington; John F. Wilcox, 
secretary and treasurer of the club, and 
Div. Aide Frank J. Lownsburg of Cam- 
bridge. Others from Cambridge, Bos- 
ton, Everett, Malden, Somerville, Arl- 
ington and Chelsea were present. Chief 
of Police Urquhart, was among the 
number. 

Commander Fred K. Swett of the 
camp spoke a word of welcome and said 
_ that the visit of the Trolley club had 
done a power of good; it had exempli- 
fied to the towns-people that the S. of 
V. can turn out in numbers. He knew 
the camp members were surprised in the 
appearance of so many from Boston and 
it certainly showed their enthusiasm,

The object was to 
promote sociability among the brothers 
and to keep up enthusiasm. They had 
been greatly benefited by the visits paid 
other camps, and he felt that other 
camps had been benefited by them. He 
hoped if there were any “‘recruits”’ 
present they would think of the sacrifice 
their fathers underwent in the days of 
°61-’65 and that they would show their 
interest by joining the camp and help 
out in the great work. 

Frank E. Howard, who represented 
the department commander, said he felt 
like throwing aside all formality on an 
occasion like this and having a good 
time. He said the old ‘“‘saw’’ about 
Chelsea being dead was smashed tonight 
by the actions of the Chelsea boys in the 
crowd. ‘They had shown they were far 
from being dead. He told the story 
also of the Chelsea Hebrew who when 
asked if he had had a fire “‘last Wednes- 
day,’’ replied “‘No, next Wednesday.”’ 
Chelsea people were not “‘dead’’ by 
any means. 

Speaking of the camps throughout the 
state Mr. Howard said that outside a 
few camps, there had been a great tend- 
ency as a whole toward enlisting in the 
ranks men who might be called the 
‘‘solid men’’ of the community, especi- 
ally in the smaller towns. He urged the

Rupert J. Schute, too, emphasised 
the S. of V. as the most exclusive order 
in the world today because ‘‘the blood 
of our father soldier flows through our 
veins, and I would be dishonoring my 
father did I not associate myself with the 
order.’? Mr. Schute went to war as 
captain’s boy first at the age of 12 and 
again a year or two later after he had 
recovered from fever.

RE-ADJUSTMEMT OF RATES. 


First Step Taken by the Manchester Electric 
Co. Under Control of Boston & Northern. 


The first step taken by the Manches- 
ter Electric Co. under the control of the 
Boston & Northern Street Railway Co. 
is to re-adjust the rates. The following 
“notice to customers,’’ sent out this 
week, is self-explanatory: 

*“'The Company has learned by ex- 
perience that it cannot continue in busi- 
ness without making a minimum monthly 
charge to its customers. [he expense 
of current to operate the lines and trans- 
formers required for each house is not 
repaid to it when the lights are little used. 
It has, therefore, been compelled to 
adopt a system similar to that in use by 
other lighting companies of charging each 
customer a fixed sum per month, repre- 
senting the cost to the company of being 
ready at all times to make his lamps burn 
when he turns them on. Whenever 
his consumption of current exceeds that 
fixed sum he will be charged only for 
what he consumes. But when he uses 
less current than will represent the cost 
to the company of supplying him, he 
will be expected to repay that cost. 

“* After careful consideration and an 
examination of the methods employed by 
other companies, the Company has de- 
cided that the fairest basis for such a 
minimum charge is the number of lamps 
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which the customer has wired and ready 
for use. ‘The transformer which serves 
his house must vary in size, and there- 
fore in the cost of its operation, exactly 
according to the number of lamps which 
it may be called upon to supply. Here- 
after, therefore, a householder who has 
few lamps will pay a small minimum, 
while the householder who has many 
will pay a jarger sum. 

“*Tt has been estimated that 10 cents 
per lamp per month will nearly repre- 
sent the cost to the company of supply- 
ing current to the transformer all the 
time. Our records show that you have 

..lamps wired, ready for use. From and 
after December Ist next your minimum 
charge will be...... per calendar month 
or any portion thereof. This will effect 
very slightly your total bill for the year, 
because the minimum charge’ will not be 
operative in any month when your total 
current consumption exceeds the above 
mentioned minimum. € 

‘* Please take notice that in accord- 
ance with the terms of your existing con- 
tract with this Company, you are hereby 
notified that that contract is terminated. 
A new contract, embodying the above 
change, will be sent you for signature as 
soon as it has been prepared. 

** From time to time an inspector will 
call to count the number of wired lamp- 
sockets. We request you to give us 
notice of any change in the number of

Northern railroad has purchased the eléc- 
tric light plant at Manchester, and it is 
given out that the property is acquired 
for the purpose of furnishing additional 
power on the Gloucester and Essex 
branch of its system. While this may be 
so, it is suspected, that sooner or later 
an effort will be made to build an exten- 
sion of the Beverly Cove line along the 
shore, through Pride’s Crossing and 
Beverly Farms to Manchester, the wires 
to convey the power being run as far as 
possible beneath the ground, that the 
beautiful roadway along the North shore, 
may not be marred by the unsightly 
poles. Should such a line ever be built, 
it would be the most attractive ride in 
New England, and it is believed would 
be immensely popular and _ profitable. 
That it would be of advantage to Salem 
is also true, as it would enable shoppers 
from Manchester and the adjoining 
towns to come right to the doors of 
Salem merchants for trade. A strong 
fight would undoubtedly be made against 
the line, but sooner or later the electric 
cars will travel that road. ‘The auto- 
mobiles, some ‘say, have spoiled the road 
for the pleasure of riding and driving, 
and those who have spirited horses have 
to take to the woods roads to avoid 
danger. —Salem Observer. 


‘Take a trolley to Manchester to Mag- 
nolia or perchance all the way through 
to Gloucester is said to be a_ possibility 
in the recent change of management of 
the Manchester electric lighting plant, 
whereby a Boston and Northern man 
takes the management of the company. 

The Boston and Northern runs. its 
line to Chapman’s corner and the auto- 
mobile is said to be responsible for a 
change of feeling along the North Shore 
against the entering of the trolley car. 
‘The route would be the most picturesque 
in the country and with a trolley running 
to a feed wire underground there~ would 
not be so much objection to the plan as 
has been shown in the _ past.— Beverly 
Times.

The New Kernwood Bridge. 


“The new bridge across Danvers river 
between Salem and Beverly was formal- 
ly opened at 11 o'clock Tuesday. The 

opening’’ party consisted of County 
Commissioners Kimball, Poor and Gros- 
venor, Mayor Harleys and ex-mayor 
Peterson, Robin Damon, Fred Tebbetts 
and W. S. Nevins of Salem. Mr. Da- 
mon’s automobile was the first vehicle to 
cross the new bridge. ‘This bridge ends 
at Kernwood in Salem, and Rial Side in 
Beverly. It is 1100 feet in length and 
cost $125,000.

In our mention last week of 
the prize winners at the Boston 
Chrysanthemum show we failed. to 


mention that W. S. and J. T. Spaulding 
won first prize for 6 vases, 6 varieties, 10 
blooms of chryanthemums; first for cu- 
cumbers, second for vegetables, second 
for vase a ten blooms, pink, and second 
for 12 blooms Japanese incurved. 
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Town ‘Treasurer Stanley received a 
check from the state treasurer last Sat- 
urday for $31,203.40, representing the 
balance due the town after the state tax 
of $21,120 had been deducted. The 
amount due the town from the state was 
$46,465.49 corporation tax, $4,851.91 
national bank tax, $72 military aid and 
$934 state aid, a total of $51,323.40. 
$31,000 is a pretty biz amount for a lit- 
tle town like Manchester to receive all at 
once. But Manchester, unlike most 
towns of its size, spends considerable in 
the run of a year, so that $31,000 helps 
out a little. 
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The citizens of Newburyport, seeking 
reform in municipal administration, are 
inclined to try the Newport plan, which 
provides for a large representative gov- 
erning body, with a small executive 
board having control over appropriations. 
With experiments under the Des Moines 
system well under way in Haverhill and 
Gloucester and an agitation for charter 
amendment started in Salem and Beverly, 
Essex county is taking the lead in sepa- 
rating local administration from _ partisan 
politics. Apparently, the desire for mu- 
nicipal reform is stronger in that county 
than elsewhere. But it may be that par- 
tisan politics in Essex county are more 
undesirable than in other parts of the 
state.----Boston Herald. 


It is not improbable that the town of 
Marblehead will be an applicant early in 
the coming year for entrance into the 
metropolitan water district. “The town 
has heretofore supplied itself from its 
own works and sources of water supply 
in the Forest river tributaries, but it has 
long been recognized that the amount of 
water obtained is very inadequate to the 
growth of the town both in permanent 
and summer resident population. —Sa/em

UNIFORM LEGISLATION CONFERENCE. 


At Boston Next Week. Construction of Highways and Regulation of Automo- 
biles among Subjects to be Discussed. Manchester Man Selected by Gov. 
Guild as one of 32 Delegates to Represent the State. 


The First Conference for uniform 
legislation for New England will be held 
at the Tremont Theatre, Boston, on the 
afternoon of November 23rd and in the 
morning and afternoon of November 
24th. Except the few seats reserved for 
the official delegates, the entire theatre 
will be thrown open to the public, with 
free admission. It will be possible, 
therefore, for all citizens, and especially 
those interested in forestry and fruit rais- 
ing, the protection of fish, the construc- 
tion of highways and regulation of auto- 
mobiles, to listen without charge to pap- 
ers by the first experts in the United 
States on these respective subjects, as 
well as to a discussion of proposed legis- 
lation by the New England Senators, 
Congressman and special delegates se- 
lected by the Governors for that purpose. 

The first session, on Monday, No- 
vember 23rd, at 2 p. m., will be devoted 
to the tree planting. Gifford Pinchot 
will speak on the future of forest trees 
in New England. Mr. Pinchot is chief 
of the forestry service of the Department 
of Agriculture at Washington. The 
first systematic forest work ever under- 
taken in the United States was started by 
him at Biltmore, N. C., in 1892. 

The consideration of orchards in New 
England and the great opportunity that 
exists for fruit culture here will be treated 
by Prof. John Craig, who heads the de- 
partment of horticulture at Cornell 
University. 

The morning session of November 
24th will be entirely devoted to the pres- 
ervation and cultivation of shell-fish, now 
rapidly vanishing from the New England 
States. 

The third session will be opened at 
2 o'clock in the afternoon on November 
24th. The meeting will be devoted to 
highways and their use. The first paper 
will be read by Harold Parker, the chair- 
man of the Massachusetts Highway 
Commission. He will treat of the con- 
struction of highways. For eight years 
Mr. Parker has been constructing the 
State highways of Massachusetts, which 
in the recent International Congress at 
Paris were adjudged the best built roads 
in the world.

In the second paper of the session 
James A. MacDonald, the Highway 
Commissioner of Connecticut, will lay 
out plans for trunk lines of highways for 
New England. It is hoped that in the 
future logically laid out lines of State 
roads may be constructed running from 
one end of New England to the other, 
htus taking the place of the present in- 
coherent plans by which each state lays 
out its highways without any special con- 
nection with the highways of its neigh- 
bors. It is hoped that as a result of this 
conference long lines of model roads 
may be laid, for example, from Boston 
to Montreal and Quebec, from New 
York to Boston, and from Portland to 
Boston. 


The third and last paper of the session 
will be delivered by Hon. Nahum J. 
Bachelder, formerly Governor of the 
State of New Hampshire. Governor 
Bachelder is the Master of the National 
Grange and therefore speaks for the 
farmer as well as for the pleasure driver 
in his discussion of the regulation of 
automobiles. It is hoped to secure for 
all New England one uniform, reason- 
able law by which the regulation and, if 
possible, the taxation of these vehicles 
shall be the same in all the New England 
States. It is hoped to abolish traps and 
other unfair methods permitted by local 
legislation and to secure by reasonable 
law, that will be supported by public 
opinion, the safety of the highways as 
well as the protection of automobilists. 

Every Governor of New England has 
invited as delegates the Senators, Con- 
gressmen, lLieutenant-Governors, At- 
torneys-General, Presidents of Senates 
and Speakers of House of Representa- 
tives of his State. 


To this notable and unique gathering 
of statesmen now in office in New Eng- 
land will be added special delegates par- 
ticularly interested in the subject treated, 
selected at large by the Governors from 
the different states. 


Manchester is to be represented at the 
conference by one of its citizens, George 
Kimball, former superintendent of streets, 
who has been honored by Governor 
Guild in being selected as one of 32 del- 
egates representing the Commonwealth 
at large, at the conference, and_particu- 
larly the interests involved in the topics 
under discussion as regards highways. 
He has also been invited to attend the 
dinner to be given by Governor Guild at 
the Algonquin club at 6.30, Monday 
evening, tomeet the governors of New 
England and the speakers and delegates 
of the congress.

Tue Masconomo House property 


again! A while ago we had an article 
in our columns about changes that would 
be made in the famous Masconomo 
House property at Manchester toward 
bringing it tothe fore again as a_ hotel. 
Later developments, the details of which 
need not be entered into here, showed 
that our article was wrong, and a com- 
munication from the promoters of the 
sanitarium proposition published a few 
weeks ago would seem to show that their 
scheme meant business. 

Some people have thought, and _ still 
think, probably, that this scheme to turn 
the Masconomo into a sanitarium is a 
**bluff.’? We are convinced, however, 
after careful investigation that it is no 
bluff, and before many months, we shall 
see the property transferred to a corpora- 
tion, whose purpose it is to utillze it as a 
sanitarium. 

We have learned froma source which 


is perfectly reliable that the corporation 
which is being formed is about to apply 
for its charter, has money enough sub- 
scribed to take over the property and 
start the work of changing the building 
over, and that it intends to be ready for 
business before many months shall have 
passed. 


‘The company is being organized along 
practically the same lines as the famous 
Battle Creek sanitarium. “The man who 
is putting the project through has put 
through some of the biggest deals in the 
city of Boston. The Doctor who is 
heading the sanitarium end of it is one 
of the best known © specialists in the 
country, in his line. He has been look- 
ing for a suitable place for an_ institution 
of this kind along the New England 
coast for several years. When he start- 
ed to organize this company he intended 
to establish it if he 
couldn’t procure the Masconomo. 


somewhere else 


An option on the Masconomo was 
procured last spring ‘The option was 
given to October of this year. At that 
time the plans had not been far enough 
advanced to ‘‘make good.’’ The 
option which Mr. Hamilton had on the 
property to improve it as a hotel was 
given with the understanding that he 
could have the place if the sanitarium 
promoters did not make good on Octo- 
ber 1. But Mr. Hamilton had “ dis- 
appeared’’ in the meanwhile and Mr. 
Schofield extended the option to the 
sanitarium promoters to March 1, 1909. 


The citizens of Manchester, we be- 
lieve, are opposed to an _ institution. of 
this nature being established in our midst. 
In Town Meeting assembled last spring 
the citizens informally expressed them- 
selves as opposed to any such move. As 
far as we know, however. the town as a 
town can do nothing to hinder such a 
project. If aman, or number of men, 
can obtain from the secretary of state a 
charter permitting them to conduct a 
sanitarium within the town, as long as it 
is a Sanitarium and not a place to harbor 
consumptives or contageous diseases, 
there is nothing that can prevent him, or 
them, from so doing. 

The promoters of this particular pro- 
position say they are establishing a place

where wealthy people may come and re 
gain lost health, recuperate, be re-built, 
etc., etc., which is all well enough as 
far as it goes. 

But as one interested in the welfare of 
Manchester and the North Shore we urge 
the establishing and introduction of such 
things here as will attract as a summer 
resort. A sanitarium is a sanitarium, 
whether rich or poor people are treated 
within it. It is a place for sick people 
and nothing else. It will not attract, 
but rather detract. Who of our citizens 
wants a sanitarium bordering along our 
beautiful Singing Beach? 

It is for the business men of this town, 
and interested citizens, to get together 
and see what, if anything, can be done 
to avert the establishing of such an_ insti- 
tution in-Manchester. We arealtogeth- 
er too dependent on our natural attrac- 
tions to allow anything in the nature of a 
blemish to become a part of the town. 


So ‘Win’? Lufkin is not going to 
give up his job as private secretary to 
Congressman Gardner to accept a similar 
position with Henry C. Frick.

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“PROSPERITY "SUBJECT OF SERMON 


Preached on Thanksgiving Day by Rev. Theodore Lyman Frost 
Pastor of Baptist Church, Manchester. 


The union Thanksgiving service at 
Manchester was held at the Baptist 
church this year, and Rev. Theodore 
Lyman Frost, pastor of the church, de- 
livered the sermon. He took for his 
subject ‘“Prosperity,’’ and found his text 
in Deut. 8:18. “‘But thou shalt re- 
member the Lord thy God, for it is He 
that giveth the power to get wealth.”’ 
Mr. Frost said in part: 

**The words of our text were spoken 
to the Children of Israel at the close of 
the wandering in the wilderness. Soon 
they were to pass into the Promised 
Land. The poverty of the wilderness 
days would give place to plenty. In the 
midst of their prosperity there might be 
a temptation to forget God, and this 
chapter of Deuteronomy is Moses’ warn- 
ing tothe people to remember the Lord 
in their prosperty. Perhaps we need 
the same advice which Moses gave to 
his people. Our theme this morning is 
Prosperity. 

1. THE SourRCE OF PROSPERITY. 

““In spite of the financial crisis we 
have been passing through, we are in 
the midst of abounding wealth. From 
1870 to 1890 the wealth of our country 
doubled, and reached the amount of over 
sixty-five billion dollars. It has probably 
doubled since that time. It has been 
stated that the South is increasing in 
wealth at the rate of $7,300,000 a day, 
or seven times as fast as Great Britain. 
Massachusetts, too, with other parts of 
the country has been increasing in 
wealth. 

** Whence cometh all this prosperity? 
It comes from God. Many men _ have 
been humble servants of God when they 
had little of the material things to take 
up their minds, but when they became 
rich they forgot God. In the rush after 
money they imagined that it was their 
own power that caused the riches to ac- 
cumulate so fast. They forgot that it 
was God's wealth that was coming to 
them, and it was God’s hand which was 
bestowing the prosperity. 


? 


2. CHRISTIANITY AND PROSPERITY. 


““Some of the Jews tried to make 
Christianity a Jewish sect,. and _ they 
failed. Greek culture failed to make it 
a mere philosophy. Roman ecclesiastic- 
ism succeeded for a time in suppressing 
individuality in its Roman Church sys- 
tem, but it could not be bound in such a 


way. The Reformation emancipated 
the individual. From individualism there 
has come competition and the survival of 
the strongest. Out of individualism 
there has sprung enforced collectivism, 
with the trust and the trade union. 

‘Christianity has to deal with this 
situation as it now exists. How can 
Christianity deal with capitalism which 
is really a development of its doctrine of 
freedom forthe individual? It must deal 
with it by inculcating the great principle 
of Christian stewardship. Men every- 
where must realize that their fellow men 
are brothers; that they are of infinite 
value to God; and that God’s wealth is 
for all men and must be administered by 
His stewards so that it will do the most 
good for all the race. 

** God has given a great commission 
to His church to give the gospel of salva- 
tion to all the earth. Much of the capi- 
tal of the world is in the hands of Chris- 
tians. Will they realize the opportunity 
and their responsibility and use their 
money asa trust from God of which 
they must give an account? 


3. PROSPERITY AND RESPONSIBILITY. 


““The more God has given us of this 
world’s goods, the more we are required 
to use them for His glory. Weare held 
responsible for so using them. ‘The 
pages of history abound with illustrations 
of the misuse of prosperity. “There was 
a great Pre-Semitic Empire in. Messo- 
potamia before the days of Abraham. 
It had a wonderful civilization. It in- 
vented writing, had an elaborate code of 
laws, and a carefully wrought out social 
system. ‘The people made great discov- 
eries in the sciences of mathematics and 
astronomy; built great cities; anticipated 
much of the refinement and art of mod- 
ern times. Yet who knows anything of 
them today? He only who is interested 
in the study of archaeology or ethnology. 

‘© The religious life and morals of this 
people were extremely low. “They made 
bad use of the prosperty and enlightenment 
they had, and they perished. ‘Prosperity 
could not save them. ‘True they ex- 
isted athousand years asa nation, but 
Divine patience was at last exhausted 
and the mills of God ground them ex- 
ceeding small. 

‘* Our Pilgrim Fathers set posterity .a 
good example by instituting a day of 
Thanksgiving and Prayer. It is only as

THE PRESENT.

HE situation with regard to the 
country at large on the question of 
forests is not rose colored. ‘The 

total stand of timber in the country today 
is only twenty times the annual consump- 
tion. We depend more upon timber in 
this country than any other country in 
the world, and we are nearer the end of 
our resources than any other great na- 
tion of the world. And the timber situ- 
ation is duplicated by many other of our 
great resources. 

It is the result of the great American 
tendency to use what we have at once 
without any regard to the future. Our 
wood is as indispensable to us as our steel 
and coal, and even these are giving out. 

We have enough anthracite coal for 
fifty years, enough bituminous for a hun- 
dred years, our oil and gas are being 
frightfully wasted, our water ways are 
being ruined and our water powers im- 
paired and agriculture is suffering in 
many ways from the deforesting of the 
country. 

The American for some reason has a 
lack of confidence in the future and lives 
only in the present. He thinks no 
further than the lives of his children. 

Well, unless there is a change in the 
point of view the progress of the country 
will stop before those who are now liv- 
ing have all passed away. As a nation 
we are acting like a man in an open boat 
ten days from land, with three days water 
and provisions, who does not husband 
his supplies, but takes what he wants at 
once. ‘The future actually and literally 
depends upon our changing our point of 
view. 


we acknowledge God in the midst of 
the good things that are showered upon 
us that there is any safety for usas a 
nation, a state, or as individuals. How 
can a man hope to be faithful in admin- 
istering the things of God unless his life 
is brought in harmony with God, and 
his interests become identified with 
God’s interests? If you are thankful to 
God for His goodness to you, you can- 
not fail to make it manifest by surrend- 
ering your life to Jesus Christ.”’

Road-Building. 

Town and city governments through- 
out New England will welcome any aid 
that can come from the New England 
conference relative to the problem of 
road building. The construction and 
maintainance of good roads over hills and 
through unruly soil has been a problem 
that has defied the financial resources of 
many towns and has been responsible for 
a considerable part of the debt burden of 
cities. The result has been neglect to 
the very limit of safety in some com- 
munities and wasteful expenditure in the 
majority of towns and cities. To only a 
limited extent has there been scientific 
treatment of the question. In Massa- 
chusetts the state highway commission 
has done excellent work and has been 
responsible for much similar effort by 
towns and cities. Other New England 
states have followed Massachusetts’ ex- 
ample to someextent. But there is still 
a general lack of scientific handling of 
the road problem on the part of local 
authorities. There is now more general 
recognition of the duty of the state in the 
construction and maintenance of main 
lines of travel, and that phase of the 
matter is less perplexing. But it is 
equally important that local streets and 
roads should be improved. The road 
problem of the towns and of the cities, 
as well, is difficult. This is beyond the 
jurisdiction of state governments, but by 
example and demonstration, by educa- 
tion and encouragement, the state may 
prove a helpful factor in local undertak- 
ings. New England needs _ interstate 
highways of the best kind.---Boston Her- 
ald.

‘Ninety per cent. of the passengers 
from Gloucester to Manchester or the 
Farms every Saturday night are drunk.’’ 

The above statement was made in 
court at Salem last Monday in connection 
with the cases of two men arrested as a 
result of the drunken row on the ttrain 
last Saturday night. The statement was 
given wide circulation through the daily 
papers and we regret to say it reflects 
badly on our two towns,——Manchester 
and Beverly Farms. 

While the statement is greatly exager- 
ated we do not pretend to defend the 
towns, for anyone who has had occasion 
to ride in the smoking car on the last 
train Saturday nights know all too well 
how near the truth the statement is. It 
is a shameful disgrace. The number of 
young men who take their week’s wages 
Saturday nights and go to Gloucester, _ it 
is safe to say figures over two score, 
and there are not many of them who 


bring much of their wages home. They 
don’t spend it all in drink, necessarily. 
‘They make other purchases, and our 
merchants loose thereby. 

Now, there is food for thought is 
this. Conditions have always been bad 
enough. ‘They have been worse the 
past six months than ever before, claim 
those who are in a position to know.

The newspapers have talked about 
the B. & N. buying the Manchester 
electric plant because they wanted ad- 
ditional power for the Beverly, Glouces- 
ter & Essex branch. 

This must be an error, as Manches- 
ter does not make electricity. It buys 
the current wholesale of Beverly and re- 
tails it to consumers. The plant consists 
of a transformer and distributing wires. 
The current is sent through underground 
cables — Beverly Citizen. 


FURTHERMORE quite the reverse is 
nearer the truth. They have the ca- 
pacity for furnishing more power at their 
power station in Essex now than they 
need, and it may be their ultimate in- 
tention to send some of their spare 
‘juice’ over through Essex woods to 
Manchester. It is very likely this is 
what will be done, if the company buys 
the plant.

An Old-Time Thanksgiving. 


In 1714, Rev. Lawrence Conant, of 
the Old South parish in Danvers, wrote 
a letter giving an account of a Thanks- 
giving church service and dinner. It is- 
quaint enough to form interesting reading 
at this time. The following will serve 
as extracts, to give the flavor of the ori- 
ginal. 

““Ye governor was in ye house and 
her majesty’s commissioners of ye cus- 
toms, and they sat together in a high seat 
by ye pulpit stairs. Ye governor ap- 
pears very devout and attentive, although — 
he favors Episcopacy and tolerates ye 
Quakers and Baptists. He was dressed 
in a black-velvet coat, bordered with gold 
lace, and buff breeches with gold buckles 
at ye knees, and white-silk stockings. 

When ye services at ye meeting- 
house were ended ye council and other 
dignitaries were entertained at ye house 
of Mr. Epes, on ye hill near by, and we 
had a bountiful Tnanksgiving dinner, 
with bear’s meat and venison, the last of 
which was a fine buck shot in ye woods 
near by. Ye bear was killed in Lynn 
woods near Reading. After ye blessing 
was craved by Mr. Garrish of Wren- 
tham, word came that ye buck was shot 
on ye Lord’s day by Pequot, an Indian, 


who came to Mr. Epes with a lye in his 


mouth like Ananias of old. Ye council 
thereupon refused to eat ye venison, 
but it was afterward agreed that Pequot 
should receive forty stripes save one for 


-lyeing and profaning ye Lord’s day, and 


restore Mr. Epes ye cost of ye deer; 
and considering this a just and righteous 
sentence on ye sinful heathen, and that _ 
a blessing had been craved on ye meat, 

ye council all partook of it, but Mr, 

Shepard, whose conscience was ASHES. 
on ye joint of venison.’ 

The last sentence is a delightful bit of 
unconscious humor, perfectly in keeping 
with the spirit of the time; it shows 
what a strange mingling of devout and 
scrupulous piety and of worldly sagacity 
and prudence there often was inthe char- 
acter and acts of our fathers of New 
England, especially in tbeir dealings with 
the Red men. Deak

NORTH SHORE BREEZE. 
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Automobile Fire Truck for Manchester. 


An automobile fire truck came down 
to Manchester Monday and was given a 
test for the benefit of the officers of the 
town and the fire engineers. “The auto 
was on its way to Hamilton to be in- 
spected by the officials there, and at 
Salem it was seen by Selectman George 
Lockhart Allen, who suggested that it 
make a side trip to Manchester, and in 
the meanwhile he telephoned to Select- 
man Knicht and others to be on the 
lookout for it. 


These cars are being installed in city 
departments now more or less, and the 
town of Chicopee has just bought one. 
Springfield has a number of them. 

On its arrival at Manchester the car 
was met by Selectmen Knight and Bell 


vand Chief Hoare and Engineer Clarence 
* Morgan of the fire department and Town 
~ Treasurer Stanley, who afterwards rode 


on the car. An interesting group of 
citizens was also. on hand and looked 
over the machine. 


It was a combination chemical engine 
and hose wagon, and carried two 30-gal- 
lon tanks and 200 feet of chemical hose, 
two ladders and also has capacity for 
1000 feet of hylrant hose. It is 
equipped with a 40-h.p. motor and 
weighs 6500 pounds. The car is listed 
at $5500. It isa Knox make. 

The agent of the company took the 
above mentioned persons on a, test trip 
from the fire station, around Smith’s 
Point, and back again. The round trip 
was made in 14 minutes. The speed of 
the car is 30_miles an hour, which means 
that it could reach any house in town, 
except in the Coolidge Point section, in 
from two to five minutes. 

One of the chief essentials in case of 
fire, of course, is to get to the fire as 
quickly as possible. In a town like 
Manchester where there is only one set 
of fire apparatus it is difficult to. reach 


outlying sections quickly and as most of 


our valuable property, summer houses, 
etc., is in the ‘‘outlying districts,’’ so 
to speak, anything which would bring 
the fire apparatus to the scene of the fire 
quickly would be a great benefit. No 
one would dispute the usefulness of an 
auto in this connection. 

We understand that the fire com- 
missioners and the officials who saw the 
outfit were much impressed with it. 
While there is no intention at present, 
so far as we know, on the part of the 
officials to recommend the purchase of 
this up-to-date fire truck, it appears to 
us that Manchester ought not to be 
backward in applyirg itself to up-to-date 
methods and it would not be an unwise 
move to look into this particular matter 
before town meeting. It must be re- 
membered that the cost of running one 
of these trucks is practically nothing 
after the first cost, while the expense of

Of the 31 Massachusetts cities that 
have local elections in December at least 
twenty will vote on the question “* Shall 
chapter 513 of the acts of the year 1908, 
requiring certain towns and cities to pro- 
vide public playgrounds, be accepted by 
this city?’’? The application of the re- 
ferendum principle makes Massachusetts 
a pioneer, this being:the first state in the 
country to take such official action on the 
national playground movement. |

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$75,000 NEEDED FOR MOTH WORK ON NORH SHORE 


This Winter and Coming Months. 


Past Work will Have Been in Vain if not 


Continued Along Practically the Same Lines as Last Winter and Spring. 


That work must be done in the woods 
along the North Shore again this winter 
and the coming spring months is shown 
by a report just issued by Supt. A. H. 
Kirkland of the state moth commission. 
The report says: 

““T have personally looked over the 
infestations in this section in company 
with Messrs. Worthley, Hatch and Phil- 
lips, and Mr. Phillips has supplied me 
with quite accurate data concerning the 
acreage of the various colonies which he 
has measured by pacing. ‘These esti- 
mates include the necessary work in all 
the important woodland colonies. 
There are certain minor _ infestations 
known and probably more will be dis- 
covered as the work progresses, and an 
allowance has been made for their treat- 
ment. 

““ The success which has attended the 
spraying operations of last summer _ indi- 
cates the desirability of making use of 
this method of work so far as possible in 
future operations. Where a year ago 
the trees bore egg clusters literally by 
thousands, today they can be found only 
by dozens. It is apparent that the spray- 
ing of last season reduced the number of 
the moths in the areas treated from 80 to 
90 per cent. 

“Tt will be desirable to spray again all 
the areas which were thinned out last 
winter, and if this is done but little creo- 
soting or banding will be required, al- 
though the latter method can be used _ to 
advantage in a few sections. 

“Tt is desirable, to protect the work 
already done as well as to suppress the 
important colonies, to considerably ex- 
tend the thinning of the woodlands dur- 
ing the coming winter and spring, and 
for this purpose a force of fifty to 
seventy-five choppers can be well em- 
ployed throughout the entire winter. 

‘* It will be desirable also to purchase 
four more large power sprayers in order 
to do the necessary spraying quickly and 
economically when the season arrives.’’ 

What Col. Sohier Says. 


In commenting on this report Col. 
Wm. D. Sohier of Beverly, who has 
taken a great interest in the suppression 
of the moth in this district, says: 

“*TIn the woods directly back of West 
Beach Hill, Beverly Farms, and West 
Manchester, covering territory in Bev- 
erly, Wenham and Manchester, are very 
large colonies whica will inevitably de- 
stroy all that section of woods if not 


treated this year. Over six hundred 
acres of territory in that section must be 
cared for this year if those woods and 
the trees between them and the North 
Shore estates are to be saved. Some of 
this has already been cleared for spray- 
ing. But it must be sprayed next season 
if the work done is to amount to any- 
thing. “There are about 385 acres to be 
cleared, and about 350 which should be 
sprayed. ' According to the estimates of 
Superintendent Kirkland, about $15,000 
is needed for clearing and spraying, and 
about $4000 for spraying on land already 
cleared. If the $4000 is not raised for 
the land cleared we will not attempt to 
do anything, feeling that it would be a 
waste of money. 


““ Tt is essential that the whole work 
be done under one contract by some 
recognized authority, regardless of town 
lines. Todo this the cooperation of 
the state, towns and the summer resi- 
dents is necessary. It might be said that 
all the money raised is to go through the 
office of the state auditor. “The com- 
mittee in charge of the work is doubtful 
what to do this year, because from the 
point of view of spending the state’s 
money and in justice to the subscribers 
to the fund, there is no use in going 
ahead with halfway measures. The 
work must be done not to benefit individ- 
ual owners of North Shore property, but 
to beneht the community as a whole. 
Last year, when we had $30,000 to 
spend, and made it do the work of 
$50,000, we suffered under the disad- 
vantage of not knowing the territory as 
we know it now, scouts and experts 
having gone over most of the area last 
season. 

“Tf a thousand acres are not taken care 
of this season the moths will spread over 
more than five times that space in another 
season. “The colonies thinned out in 
condition for spraying should be ex- 
tended. This work can be done in the 
winter. [he surrounding of scattered 


egg clusters will prevent their spreading. | 


There are on the North Shore about 
1420 acres so thickly infested that they 
should be prepared this winter for spray- 
ing next spring. 

““Some time ago we asked Superin- 
tendent Ki kland to prepare estimates of 
the amount of work to be done, and the 
probable cost, through the woods in 
Hamilton, Wenham, Beverly, Man- 
chester and Essex. His statement gives 


details of the location of each colony of 
gypsy moths, and the cost of suppression. 
It is estimated that for cutting and clear- 
ing and spraying next season about 
$55,000 will be required. Then about 
$20,000 more will be required for new 
plant and work on lands already sprayed, 
making the total cost about $75,000. 
One thing is certain: that if the forests 
back of the North Shore are not taken 
care of, it will be impossible to save the 
forests on the fine estates and the lands 
along the shore, and the owners of this 
property, who are taking care of their 
own trees, will find that they have spent 
a great deal of money uselessly. The 
preservation of the whole North Shore 
forest area is at stake and not only this, 
but the value of the work already done 
is to be made apparent by keeping on in 
the lines in which we have already 
started.’ ’ 
Asst, Supt. Worthley Says. 


Assistant Supt. L. H. Worthley, who 
was in charge of the work on the North 
Shore during the present year, says that 
the colonies spread so rapidly that if 
nothing is done this year it will be almost 
impossible to save the trees except within 
small confined areas. The large estates 
will be overrun by moths from the 
woods back of them if they are left alone, 
and the general defoliation of the North 
Shore will be only a question of time. 
There is a bad colony of about 15 acres’ 
around Chebacco lake, and there are 
other areas equally infested which ought 
to be prepared this winter for spraying 
next season. ‘There are fifteen located 
colonies in Manchester alone which re- 
quire treatment. In Hamilton there are 
eight colonies, comprising some forty- 
one acres which ought to be treated. 
In Wenham there are 128 acres to be 
cut and sprayed. In Essex there are 
sixty acres requiring treatment and _ six- 
teen acres of old work to be cared for. 
In Gloucester the total new work is 
about sixty acres. In Beverly, which is 
the largest area, there are 759 acres of 
old work to be sprayed, and there are 
718 acres which ought to be cut this 
winter and prepared for spraying next 
season.

THE MORE SENSIBLE FOOL. 


Text: Luke 16:19-—Now there was 
a certain rich man, and he was clothed in 
purple and fine linen, faring sumptuous- 
ly every day. 

These were the words from which 
Rev. Theodore Lyman Frost preached 


Sunday evening at the First Baptist 
church, in Manchester. He said in 
part: 


““The biggest fool is not the imbecile. 
Those with the greatest brain capacity 
and the highest mental endowments may 
act more foolishly than an idiot. Last 
Sunday evening we saw how the wisest 
man in the world played the fool. ‘This 
evening another type of fool will inter- 
est us, one not so foolish in many re- 
spects as Solomon, but one who may 
well be styled a fool. 

A. THE ANCIENT MORE SENSIBLE FOOL. 

‘“The one whom shall select for 
our picture of the more sensible fool is 
the rich man in the parable of Dives and 
Lazarus. Here we have the type of a 
so-called ‘good moral man.’ Dives is 
not one of those vulgar, low, riotous 
kind of men who sometimes have great 
riches. He is not one of those ‘get rich 
quick’ kind of well-to-do people so of- 
ten characterized by their vulgarity of 
display and courseness of taste. He 
dees not belong to what we call ‘the 
codfish aristocracy.’ He is a refined, 
rich man of the world. His house is 
beautiful. There is nothing in it that 
would jar on the most refined taste. 
Nothing is lacking which will add to 
comfort or enjoyment. Thoughts of 
death are kept far off. The friends who 
throng to the rich man’s table and who 
adorn his reception rooms all conspire to 
make him happy. Honor after honor is 
heaped upon him. How could any one 
so refined, so wealthy, so prominent in 
society keep from being honored? 

HIs FOLLY. 

‘* Godliness was the first element in 
his folly. God had no part in his life. 
What religion he had consisted simply 
in forms. 

‘* The second element was prayerless- 
ness. He felt no need of God in his 
life. He had all he wanted and did not 
see the need of prayer. “The only sup- 
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plication he is recorded to have uttered 
was in hell. 

‘* Another element in his folly was 
worldliness. All his interests were cen- 
tered in the things of time. The pre- 
sent life was good enough for him. 


What need he care forthe future? The 
future could care for itself. 
““He was also inhuman. Do you 


mean to say that such a rich refined man 
was inhuman? Yes, for he could allow 
a beggar to lie neglected at the gate to 
his palatial residence. 

HIS FATE. 


“* Misery was his fate, eternal anguish 
his portion. The brilliant clothing of earth 
gave place to the clothing of flame. In- 
stead of the delightful occupations which 
made time slide by so pleasantly, he was 
consumed by the pangs of conscience, 
and the undying memory of an _ill-spent 
life.’’ 

B. THE MODERN MORE SENSIBLE FOOL. 


Mr. Frost drew three pictures: One 
of a clean, moral educated man who 
keeps from thinking of anything that 1s 
unlovely or disagreeable; another of a 
comfortably well-to-do man with a fine 
home, wife and children, but whose sole 
interest is in his home and his family; 
another picture of a refined woman 
whose religion is but a form and who 
never thinks of death or eternity. Speak 
ing of the folly of this fool Mr. Frost 
said: 

‘* Tow aim is a crime, but the more 
sensible fool does not believe this, or at 
least does not practioe it. God alone 
can satisfy, and godlikeness is the only 
aim worthy of an immortal soul. 


“This type of fool has wrong ideas 
of morality. A man does wrong when 
he wrongs his family. He is equally 
bad when he wrongs God. Some think 
that sin isa necessity in the Universe, 
but sin is not a necessity. Some of this 
tpye think sin is good in the making. If 
it is, the good seems to be making pretty 
slowly. 

** Another element in this fool’s folly 
is inhumanity. A few crumbs given to 
a beggar at the door will not show a heart 
of compassion. Giving away old cloth- 
ing which is so shabby that a tramp would 
not want to wear it does not make one 
humane or generous. Men need more 
than bread crumbs or old clothing. Men 
need brotherly love, yea more than this, 
the love Christ can give them. It is 
your duty to give men Christ. 


C. CONSEQUENCES. 


** There is no starry diadem of eter- 
nal life for the fool. Instead there is 
the fiery clothing of ame. No fellow- 
ship with the saints in glory awaits the 
fool. There will be no communion and 
companionship with the King of Kings 
and Lords of Lords for the fool. In 
hell the lost soul is associated with the 
lost, and the cries and wails of lost souls 
is constantly ringing in the ears. 

A cap and bells are not worth the 
price men are willing to pay for them. 
Better to miss earthly happiness and suc- 
cess, yes better never to have lived than to 
have lived and missed Christ. What will 
you do with Christ tonight? Can you 
deprive your life of its greatest joy and 
greatest blessing by depriving it of 
Jesus?”’

ARTS AND CRAFTS. 


Manchester Woman's Club Hold Very Inter- 
esting Meeting. 


The meeting of the Manchester Wo- 
man’s club Tuesday was devoted to the 
subject of ‘‘Arts and Crafts,’’ and a 
feature of the occasion was a display of 
rare old laces, embroidery, variour arti- 
oe of wearing apparel, cooking utensils, 

, to show something of the Oc- 
cnet of our Foremothers,’’ which 
was the subject of the address given by 
Mrs. Mary W. Overholzer. 

The collection was one of the finest 
ever seen in Manchester, even better in 
many details, than the display of historic 
things at the time of the 250th annivers- 


ary in 1895. 
Following the usual business of the 
meeting Mrs. Overholzer, was intro- 


duced. She spoke in part as follows: 

“Tt is a popular delusion that woman 
has drifted out of her sphere during the 
last generation or two. A comparison 
between ancient and modern housekeep- 
ing reveals the fact that most of the oc- 
cupations which formerly engaged her 
time have been taken out of the home 
by the introduction of machinery and the 
development of the factory system, and 
she has followed in pursuit of them. 

** Woman has always been a factor in 
the industrial world, but that world was 
once bounded by the borders of her own 
estate. Now when we find her in mill 
or shop it is the location of the business 
that has changed and nother relation 
to it. 

‘Tn colonial days the store afforded 
the opportunity of purchasing imported 
products as spices, tea, sugar, silks and 
crockery. Everything else thata family 
required was produced upon its own 
premises under the direction of the 
housewife. She raised the poultry, 
‘cured’ the feathers, made the butter, 
grew the herbs for dressing meat and 
healing the family ills; she made the 
candles that prolonged her own working 
day; she spun and wove the home- 
grown flax, converting it into household 
linen; 
sheep could best spare it and at her will 
it became a bed blanket, ora Sunday 
gown; when its days of usefulness in

‘“TIn a home where so many. occupa- 
tions were carried on the children’ early 
learned to. share. the. work. ~ :They 
learned many a lesson. beside . mastering 
the particular process in which they were 
engaged. They learned the value of 
time and of. money, the necessity of 
cleanliness and thoroughness; they grew 
into an appreciation of art in seeking de- 
signs for their work which would satisfy 
them; they came to love and. value the 
heme which to so great an extent was 
the product of their own industry. 

‘* Woman’s ingenuity has enabled her 
to adapt herself to new conditions. Her 
inventive genius has led her tosdevise ways 
and means for uplifting humanity through ~ 
club and church organizations. 

‘“The study of art and especially of . 
applied art encouraging the pupil to em- 
body his own designs in thread, wood or 
metal, training the hand to give tangible 
expression to one’s own  ideals,---this 
comes nearer than anything else that has | 
been devised to take the place of the old 
home industries, educating in its literary 
sense, leading out the individuality of the - 
pupil, developing character.’

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The Essex Institute. 


The Essex Institute, 132-134 Essex 
street, Salem, is one of the points of in- 
terest in Salem which is well worth visit- 
ing. [he Institute was organized in 
1848, by the union of the Essex Histor- 
ical Society (1821) and the Essex 
County Natural History Society, (1833) 
and was incorporated the same year. It 
has for its objects the promotion of his- 
tory, science and art in Essex County, 
and is supported by an annual assessment 
upon its members and by the income 
from its funds. 


In 1906, the Institute purchased from 
the Salem Athenaeum the adjoining 
Plummer Hall property. <A staircase 
hall was built, giving access to both build- 
ings, and extensive alterations provided 
a well-lighted picture gallery, a museum 
hall of fine architectuial proportions, a 
bookstack accommodating 300,000 vol- 
umes, and modern conviences of heat- 
ing and lighting. The museum hall 
was opened to the public on Sept. 9, 
1907. <A picture of thenew home of 
the Institute is printed on our front page 
this week. 


The attention of all persons interested 
in the preservation and exhibition of his- 
torical objects is called to the facilities 
offered by the new museum hall. All 
objects which show in any way the home 
life, the trades, professions, military and 
business life of the past will be gratefully 
received and carefully preserved and ex- 
hibited. Almost every house has some- 
thing relating to the past and it is by 
bringing these separate objects together 
that large collections are formed and the 
history of the ‘“‘by-gone day’ is the 
more fully illustrated. Every article re- 
ceived will be marked with the name of 
the donor and, when desirable, with a 
short description of its use or association, 
thus preserving for all time the object 


and its history, both of which otherwise 


might be lost forever. “The scope of 
the museum and the nature of the mat- 
erail desired is especially called to the at- 
tention of those intending to remove 
from one house to another and to those 
having the settlement of estates, for 
many interesting objects are destroyed at 
such times which, if preserved in the 
museum of the Essex Institute, would 
help to make the collection what it is 
most desired to be—a complete record 
of the life of our forefathers.

The bulletin on Shade Trees, in the 
publication of which the Massachusetts 
Forestry Association and the Agricultural 
Experient Station have united, will meet 
a long felt want. 
and much time and money are spent in 
planting and caring for them. The re- 
sults are not infrequently disappointing 
on account of injudicious selection, 
wrong methods in setting, or improper 
or insufficient care. This bulletin gives, 
first the substance of the laws pertain- 
ing to shade trees and tree wardens, and 
discusses the duties of the latter. The 
selection of varieties suited to different 
localities are considered. Statistic show- 
ing the rates of growth of different kinds 
and directions for setting, for transplant- 
ing and pruning are given, Methods of 
preventing or repairing damages to trees 
receive attention, and such topics as chain- 
ing and bolting, treating decayed cavities, 
filling, etc., are fully treated.

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TERRIBLE 


CALAMITY 


Two Well Known Manchéster Men Killed by Pre- 
mature Explosion 


One of the saddiest accidents in the 
history of the town occurred yesterday 
afternoon about 3.45 when John Baker 
and Deglan A. Walsh, two of Manches- 
ter’s well known citizens were killed as 
the result of a premature explosion of 
dynamite, at the Dexter estate, off For- 
est street, where water mains are being 
laid through the new roads opened up 
recently. 

The work has been in progress for 
some months and yesterday Mr. Baker 
and his men were preparing the last blast 
for the day. “They hadcharged all but 
one hole, and were just completing that 
when the explosion occurred. 

‘“Well, boys, this is the last hole,’’ 
remarked Mr. Baker in his cheery man- 
ner. And it was the last. No sooner 
had he spoken the words then there was 
a terrific explosion. Mr. Baker was 
standing over the hole tamping in the 
charge and Mr. Walsh was bending 
over pouring in the sand from a_ shovel. 
The force of the explosion threw Mr. 
Baker high into the air, over the trees, 
over 100 feet. His body was terribly 
torn and mangled. Mr. Walsh was not 
killed outright, but he was thrown some 
feet, his chief injuries being about the 
head. 

It was a terrible sight. The men 
came rushing around, but there was 
nothing they could do. Jacob Haskell 
was within six feet of the hole at the 
time, preparing the wires.. He was 
thrown to the ground, and received a 
few minor bruises. His injuries were 
only slight, however. 

Sone men rushed for a telephone, 
one to Magnolia station and another to 
the cottage on the estate, and summoned 
tte ambulance. ‘The three doctors, too, 
were summoned. “The ambulance made 
record time, in charge of Thomas Car- 
roll, and Mr. Walsh was rushed off to 
the hospital in Beverly. ‘The trip to the 
hospital was made in a little over half an 
hour, but the unfortunate man had ex- 
pired just before reaching there. 

The ambulance was stopped at the 
parochial residence to have the last rites 
of the church 
Powers was away, and the stop wis 
made at Beverly Farms where Rev. Fr. 
Walsh pronounced the last rites of the 
church. Fr. McKenna of Beverly was 
on hand when the ambulance: reached 


the hospital but his services were nct 


nce led as the end bad come. 

‘The news of the accident spread over 
town like wildfire and general gloom 
settled over all. The two men had. left 
home in the morning in the full strength 


administered, but Fr... 


of manhood, and were about to return 
to their families again after their day’s 
work, when in a twinkling their lives 
were snatched away. 

The cases are all the more sad when 
it is realized that both leave large fami- 
lies of children, Mr. Baker being sur- 
vived by five boys ranging in age from 
13 years to 8 months, and Mr. Walsh 
leaving eight, the oldest being 23 and 
the youngest seven. 

Just a few minutes before the accident 
Mr. and Mrs. Philip Dexter, who had 
been down from Boston to see the work 
being done, had left Mr. Baker to go to 
the station to take the 4.18 train for 
Boston. They heard of theaccident at 
the station and after calling up the police 
station and asking the police to do every- 
thing they could in the emergency they 
were driven back to the estate. Mr. 
Dexter had just given Mr. Baker $600 
to pay off the men, and bits of the bills 
were picked up around the scene of the 
accident after the explosion and again 
yesterday. 

‘The sympathy of the entire town goes 
out to the grief stricken families in their 
hour of trouble. 

Mr. Baker was a native of Manches- 
ter and had spent practically his whole 
life here. Hewas of an honest, am- 
bitious nature, and it was this latter trait, 
no doubt, that lead to his death, for he 
insisted on attending to charging the 
blasts himself and_ personally attending 
to this part of the work. 

He was born fifty years ago last Feb. 
22. His parents were John and Nancy 
(Merrill) Baker. The latter survives 
him and is now in her 74th year. He 
came from old Puritan stock. He was 
always prominently connected with town 
affairs and was one who always wanted 
to see the business of the town conducted 
right. 

He was twice married, his first wife 
being Mary B. Dade. His second wife 
was Miss Hattie F. Damon of Reading, 
a former teacher here. A daughter by 
his first wife, Mrs. Chester D. Cook, 
survives, and five sons, J. Irving, Harry 
D., Sydney D., Roger A. and Percy 
F. ,---the oldest 13 years, and the young- 
est 8 months, by his second wife survive. 
Two brothers, Robert and Lorenzo, and 
one sister, Miss Lucy Baker, also. sur- 


-vive him.

the conservation of the forests of the 
land and all that they contain. It will 
illustrate, as cannot be shown inany oth- 
er way, not only the products of the 
woods and streams and deep seas, but 
how these creatures, which are of such 
tremendous importance to the happiness 


and health of humanity, are in many 
instances in danger of being extermin- 
ated; and also the plans now being and 
to be put in operation to save reckless, 
wasteful destruction. 

The recent conservation conference 
held in Boston, attended by all the gov- 
ernors of the New England states, has 
given a tremendous impetus to the plans 
of the New England Forest, Fish and 
Game Association.

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ENGLISH LITERATURE IN THE 
EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 

Dryden, Swift and Pope form a great 
literary triumvirate who were much alike 
in their critical sagacity. ‘They were 
not men to be loved. ‘They contributed 
to the intellectual renown of their age, 
but they can hardly be said to have ele- 
vated the moral standard. Of the three, 
no doubt, the first place should be given 
to Alexander Pope, as critic, moralist 
and poet. 

Pope was born in a literary atmos- 
phere, in the times of Walton, Walker, 
Tillotson, Parnell, Prior, Gay, Johnson, 
Gray and Goldsmith. He could remem- 
ber being carried when a child to see 
Dryden at Will’s coffee-house, as the 
Nestor of the wits of his day sat in his 
arm-chair by the fire; and he may be 
said to have inherited in asense Dryden’s 
genius and place in’ English _ letters. 
The period of his life (1688—1744) 
was that which gave intellectual form 
and color to the age. 

Pope and Dryden have often been 
compared, but a comparison between the 
two is difficult if not impossible. Pope 
has more nicety of phrase than Dryden; 
he is more finished and elegant; he 
labors more to bring every line and word 
to the scverest test of perfection; but he 
has often less vigor and fire, he lacks the 
*““long resounding march and energy 
divine.’ The question which is the 
greater poet is still a moot one, and de- 
pends less upon canons of literary excel- 
lence than upon individual judgment and 
taste. 

It must be said that Pope was not a 
poet of the first order; but both as critic 
and poet he holds a high rank in English 
letters. After Dryden, he was an ac- 
knowledged master and dictator. “The 
age of Queen Anne was one of literary 
art rather than originality or genius, and 
among the artists Pope was almost with- 
out arival. He was not of the genus 
of poets that are born and not made, 
though from childhood he showed a 
talent for verse; he ‘‘lisped in numbers, 
and the numbers came.’’ His_ pro- 
ductions are the result of painstaking 
labor and careful elaboration; he ex- 
celled in the perfection of style and 
polish. As Lowell says, ‘‘ measured by 
any high standard of imagination, he 
will be found wanting; tried by any test 
of wit, he is unrivalled.’” He embodied 
the gay, artificial life of the age, the wit 
and satire of polite society, the common- 
sense, the hatred of sentiment and 
emotion, the refusal to go below the sur-

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face of things, which were characteristic 
of the times. “The age was one favor- 
able to verse-making, but not to poetry. 
Accordingly, we find that Pope’s writ- 
ings are cold and faultless in expression, 
with a glitter that is more of the iceberg 
than of the sunbeam. ‘They are ad- 
mirable in taste, but deficient in feeling. 
Among the great poets who preceded 
him, Chaucer represented actual life, 
Spenser imaginative life,

ideal life, Milton the interior life; Pope 
as distinctly represented social and ex- 
terior, or artificial, life. But while Pope 
was the greatest, he was also the last, of 
the artificial school; already, in his day, 
people had begun to find something out- 
side of Cheapside, and country and town 
were coming to more familiar terms; 
and in the next generation in Shenstone 
and Gray and Goldsmith and Cowper, 
the natural spirit began to assert - itself. 
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which appeared full-grown in Words- 
worth and Scott. 

Of Pope’s works, the best known are 
his Satires in which he closely followed 
his master, Horace; his Translation of 
the Iliad, which occupied him twelve 
years, which obtained the high com- 
mendation of Johnson and which is a 
work of great ingenuity and skill, what- 
ever may be thought of its success; his 
Essay on Criticism; Essay on Man; and 
Rape of the Lock. 

The first of these, one of his earliest 
works, is thought by some to be one of 
his greatest. Johnson gives it some- 
what fulsome praise; “‘ it exhibits every 
mode of excellence that can embellish or 
dignify didactic composition.’’ Addi- 
son did.much also to give it vogue. 
And it must be admitted that it is a re- 
markable production; but it has been 
praised above its merits. “There is little 
in it that may not be found in Horace, 
Quintilian, and other writers; but for 
grace of expression, for sparkle and wit, 
of course it distances all rivals. The 
main contention is the perfectly just one, 
that critics should be bound by the rules 
of art in judging as well as poets in writ- 
ing. And the poem may be considered 
as an Essay on the Art of Poetry, as well 
as of Criticism, the one being indeed 
inseparable fon the other. 

The Essay on Man is a much more 
labored performance. It is an attempt, 
like Butler’s Analogy, to place religion 
ona rational basis, “‘to vindicate the 
ways of God to man.’’ But Pope had 
not Butler’s reasoning powers and was 
hardly equal to the task which he im- 
posed upon himself; that the argument 
was not clearly worked out in his own 
mind is evident; in fact, he was given 
the subject by Lord Bolingbroke, a cele- 
brated skeptic of the time, who also 
guided him no doubt in the elaboration 
of the work. The result is that the 
Essay is little more than a brilliant argu- 
ment for Deism, and it is said that Pope 
was surprised and grieved when it was 
Suggested to him that the poem was _ un- 
friendly to revealed religion. But the 
Essay is full of lines and passages of 
great merit, and often of much poetic 
force. It has furnished more familiar 
quotations, probably, than all of Paradise 
Lost. In estimating the poem rightly, 


we are to remember that its aim is not a 
high one, that it was intended only as a 
theistic argument, and that redemption 
at least did not come within its scope. 
Its view of nature is essentially arti- 
ficial and unreal. 

‘The Rape of the Lock, founded on a 
frolic of gallantry, the cutting off by a 
nobleman of a lady’s lock of hair, has re- 
ceived praise as ‘‘the most airy, the 
most ingenious, and the most delightful 
of all his compositions;’’ as vers de 
societe it is perhaps unsurpassed, and itis a 
perfect mirror of the fashionable and friv- 
olous life of the age. Its use of sylphs and 
gnomes in the machinery of the play is a 
novelty, and its general tone of banter 
and often ridicule of the follies of high 
life in the poet’s time, show his powers 
of satire at their best. Asa whole it is 
not a work to make a poet’s_ reputation. 

Of Pope as a man, we know but 
little; Johnson says, ““he hardly drank 
tea without a stratagem;’’ and from his 
letters it appears that he was inordinately 
anxious for fame and not always straight- 
forward in his attempts to obtain it. He 
was a good son, and often kind to those 
in distress; but he was peevish and rrit- 
able; in excuse it may be said that his 
life was one long disease, he was 
shrunken and deformed, and _ needed 
constant attendance, was the victim of 
almost perpetual headache and extremely 
sensitive to cold. Perhaps few literary 
men have worked under the burden of 
greater personal weakness and suffering. 


Taxation Figures. 


According to a statement issued from 
the office of the tax commissioner at the 
State House Saturday, the rate of taxation 
has been increased in 32 cities and 136 
towns and remained unchanged in 44 
towns. 

The highest tax rate of the year is 
$25.60 on $1000 valuation, and was as- 
sessed in the town of Norwood, county 
of Norfolk; the lowest rate assessed was 
$3.72, in the town of Gosnold, Dukes 
county. 

Rates from $4 to $9.80 were assessed 
in 12 towns; rates from $10 to $14.90 
were assessed in 81 towns; rates from 
$15 to $19.80 were assessed in 23 cities 
and 161 towns; rates from $20 to $25 


were assessed in 10 cities and 65 towns. 

Manchester’s rate this year was de- 
creased and is $9.40, thus being one of 
the twelve towns having rates from $4 to 


$9.80.

4. To see if the town will appropriate 
the sum of $3200 for the purpose of 
paying interest due March 1, 1909, on 
water bonds issued Sept. 1, 1908. 

5. To see if the town will authorize 
the Treasurer under the direction of the 
Selectmen to hire such sums of money 
not exceeding $10,000 as may be needed 
to meet the current expenses of the town, 
giving a note or notes of the town, there- 
for, the same to be made payable within 
the next municipal year.

SPLENDID VICTORY. 


C. H. Trowt, Pride's Crossing Man, Bever- 
ly's New-- Mayor. 


After one of the most closely contested 
contests since Beverly became a city 
Charles H. Trowt of Pride’s Crossing 
was elected Mayor of the city Jast Tues- 
day. The largest vote in the history of 
‘the city was cast. There were five 
‘candidates in the field but nobody gave 
two of the candidates any show at all, so 
that in a way it was a three cornered 
fight.

NORTH SHORE BREEZE 
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SEWERAGE FOR MANCHESTER 


Subject Discussed in Very Ably Prepared Paper by Mrs. Wm. L. 
Putnam, before Manchester Woman's Club, Tuesday. 


BY MRS. W. 


Until a few years ago we had no sew- 
erage problem in Manchester. Every 
house had to depend on its own water 
supply and consequently each house- 
holder could easily dispose of his sew- 
age satisfactorily enough on his own 
premises. But the public water supply 
which we now have, and an exception- 
ally good one it is, has of itself thrust 
upon us the need of a sewerage system 
by enormously increasing our use of 
water and consequently our sewage. 

The importance of the proper care of 
sewage has only been lately learned. 
In old times great cities like Houdon 
and Paris, were frequently devasted by 
some pestilence and even in ordinary 
times, the death rate was frightfully 
large. In 1844, a Commission on the 
Health of Towns made a report, which 
aroused England to vigorous action. 

It was then indeed realized that filth 
was unhealthy, but it was not known 
why, nor was it appreciated how much 
more dangerous some kinds of filth are 
than others. Sewage is mostly made up 
_ of the waste and excrement of the bodies 
of human beings and other animals, 
therefore of all the impurities which the 
body is trying to get rid of, a large 
part ¢s organic matter, which if not 
properly destroyed, will putrify and lead 
to foul “smells and generally unhealthy 
conditions; but mixed with this organic 
matter is something much more danger- 
ous—the germs of all sorts of diseases. 
We now know that typhoid fever, diph- 
theria and many of our worst diseases 
are caused by minute living creatures, 
which get inside of our bodies and 
flourish themselves while they potson us. 
And a very curious thing about this, is 
that without being ill ourselves we can 
carry about with us and discharge from 
our bodies the germs of disease, notably 
typhoid, from which others may sicken 
although we ourselves are well. 

It is because these bad bacteria are 
terribly apt to be in filth that filth is 
dangerous, and when we know more 
about their habits we may hope to stamp 
out germ diseases. 

Fortunately there are more harmless 
germs than harmful ones. It isa germ 
in the yeast that works and breeds and 
makes bread light and healthy. It is a 
germ, or rather millions of them, that 
turn apple juice into cider, and cider into 
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vinegar, and one of the most efficient 
ways of killing off bad germs in sewage 
is to let the good ones eat them. ‘This 
is called purifying sewage. Prof. Wins- 
low, of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, in speaking of the import- 
ance of the proper disposal of sewage, 
says: 

“In Berlin, when a pure water supply 
was introduced, the typhoid death rate 
dropped, but when a sewerage system 
followed some years later, another de- 
crease in the death rate occurred almost 
as striking as the first.’’ 

There are various ways of dealing 
with sewage today. Some purify it 
much better than others, and some, alas! 
not at all. The commonest is by dilu- 
tion—letting the waste flow into the 
nearest water, as has always been done 
here along the brook and the pond, but 
unless there is a great volume of this 
pure water, preferably still and cold, this 
is a dangerous practice, for the foul 
matter collects on the bottom and the 
sides, so that often after the practice is 
discontinued, dredging has to be resorted 
to in order to get rid of the foul smells 
and bad conditions. ‘*‘In Massachu- 
setts alone there are at least seven rivers 
so polluted as to become a_ public 
nuisance for a part of their course,’’ 
(Winslow, page 6.) and this is what we 
are doing ona small scale. After our 
sewage leaves the pond our conditions 
are somewhat like those of Lynn, 
where the sewage is discharged over tidal 
flats, and as Prof. Sedgwick says, ‘‘ a se- 
rious nuisance is created.’’ 

Discharging our sewage through the 
channel makes it settle on the flats, pol- 
lutes the shellfish and renders all bathing 
in the neighborhood of the outflow, 
whether the tide be on the flood or on 
the ebb—very objectionable. In saying 
this I have been quoting the greatest 
authority we have in such matters, Prof. 
Sedgwick. 

The habit of disposing of sewage by 
dilution is being gradually supplanted by 
processes of purification, much more 
complete and rapid. They are, I. 
Chemical Precipitation. II. Sewage 
Farming---pouring the sewage on to land. 


Ill. Contact Beds. IV. Trickling 
Filters. V. Intermittent Sand Fil- 
tration.

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 


Held at Manchester Monday Evening. 
Appropriated for Moth Work. 


The special town meeting called for 
Monday evening, in Manchester, called 
forth no undue excitement, though there 
was a flurry over the moth expenditures, 
what became of the money received for 
work done on private estates, etc., and 
the reason why Manchester should be 
called upon to pay so much of the ex- 
pense on the new ‘‘Cut Bridge’’ at 
Gloucester. 

Nobody could answer the latter ques- 
tion. Selectman George Lockhart Allen 
represented the selectmen at the hearing 
on the matter some weeks ago, and is, 
presumably, versed on the whys and 
wherefores, but he was not at the meet- 
ing Monday night and therefore could 
not answer the questions brought up on 
this point. * 

The meeting was called to order at 
7.35 by Town Clerk Jewett, who read 
the warrant... Raymond C. Allen was 
elected moderator by a unanimous vote, 
on motion of W. C. Rust. 

Art. 2. Moth appropriation. This 
was reported upon favorably by the 
Finance Committee 

Chairman Knight of the selectmen 
read a letter from Supt. A. H. Kirkland 
of the moth commission, authorizing the — 
town to spend $5000 for moth destruc- 
tion before Nov. 30, 1909. He stated, 
further, that the moth appropriation had 
been overdrawn thus far, $55, and that 
the selectmen recommended that the 
town appropriate $2500 to carry on the 
work, this being a sufficient sum to carry 
on the work until the next town meeting 
in March. 

A short discussion followed as to 
where the money went to that is assessed 
to private estates. The question was 
asked by W. C. Rust. E. S. Knight 
said that the receipts as assessed went 
directly into the town treasury. 

Mr. Rust asked if the money could be 
drawn on for moth appropriation, or did 
it go into the general treasury. 

Mr. Knight replied that the town had 
voted against using this money for moth 
work and thatthe money goes into the 
treasury for general expenses. 

F. J. Merrill said that this assessment, 
as he understood, went into the treasury 
just as money assessed for concrete work 
on private property went into the treas- 
ury. 

F. K. Swett said that the town should 
appropriate $5000 and above that the 
private owners could be assessed 4 of 1 
per cent. of the valuation of the property. 


Money 
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He said the town must spend that 
amount before the state reimburses. 

E. P. Stanley said that if the town 
spent $5000 to do this work and the as- 
sessors assessed private owners $300 that 
sum ($300) comes back to the treasurer, 
but does not go back to the moth fund. 

F. K. Hooper: The town gets back 
no part of this $2500 we appropriate to- 
night. 

The motion to appropriate $2500 was 
then put and carried. 

Art. 3. To appropriate $5400 to pay 
Manchester’s apportionment of the cost 
of the Cut bridge at Gloucester. 

F. K. Hooper stated, on behalf of 
the Finance committee, that the com- 
mittee felt that the assessment was more 
than the town should pay, but as the 
selectmen felt that the apportionment as 
asked for be paid they recommended it. 

E. S. Knight read the warrant from 
the County Commissioners which gave 
the cost of the bridge as $72,000 and the 
expense to be paid by the county, Glou- 
cester and three adjoining towns. E. 
P. Stanley moved $5400 be appropriated. 
Carried. 

Art. 4. The Finance committee re- 
commended the appropriation of $3200 
for interest on water bonds. E. S. 
Knight explained that the financial year 
closes Feb. 1. He did not careso much 
for the appropriation being made as to 
being ready to pay the bill when it was 
due on March 1. 

On motion of F. J. Merrill $3200 
was appropriated to pay the interest on 
the water bonds when due. 

Art. 5. E. S. Knight said this article 
was inserted because the town was called 
upon to pay out $11,000 not counted up- 
on. He did not think it would be _nec- 
essary to hire any more money, but he 
wanted authority intrusted in the treasur- 
er to hire the money in case it was need- 
ed. On motion of E. P. Stanley the 
town treasurer was authorized to hire 
not exceeding $10,000 if it was found 
necessary. 

A vote of thanks was extended the 
moderator for his services. 

The meeting dissolved at 8.02. $11,- 
100 had been appropriated.

THE SCIENTIFIC FOOL. 

At the Baptist church, Manchester, 
Jast Sunday evening, the pastor, Rev. 
Theodore Lyman Frost, preached on 
““ The Scientific Fool,’ the last in his 
series of evening sermons on “‘ Fools.’’ 
He took for his text Psalm 14: 1-—‘‘ The 
fool hath said in his heart: No God.’’ 
He said in part: 

‘“’The type of character designated by 

Scientific Fool’ is hard to find in the 
Scriptures. The reason for this is evi- 
dent. “The modern discoveries had not 
taken place and the modern spirit of 
scientific investigation was lacking. In- 
deed the modern spirit of investigation 
does not come until the Reformation, 
although its first traces are seen among 
those called in history the ‘ Humanists.’ 

‘“ As a great deal of the new theology 
and new thought is practically the stale 
musty herisies which vexed the early 
church revamped, so we may look for 
traces of the scientific fool even in the 
Old Testament. 

_ “There were men as seen from our 
text even in Bible times who denied in 
their hearts the existence of God’s moral 
government. God might exist but they 
believed He had no part in the morals of 
men. ‘Todeny God’s moral govern- 
ment is but a step towards denying His 
exisence, and in the time of Jeroboam 
the Second the processes of nature were 
practically defied and the worship of 
God was nearly extinct. To this nation 
of fools God sent His prophet Hosea.’’ 

Mr. Frost drew three pictures of this 
type of character: one of the scientist 
so enraptured over his scientific discov- 
eries and the laws of nature that he does 
not see anything beyond the laws them- 
selves; another of a man who is _ inter- 
ested in what is new and who sees that 
there is a very complete system of Jaw in 
the universe and thinks that law is prac- 
tically the only God; and another picture 
of a man who accepts all that the scien- 
tists say and believes science is sure and 
religion uncertain, and who laughs at 
those who believe in God and religion. 

Speaking of the fool’s folly Mr. Frost 
said: ‘* This fool denies the first cause, 
God. ‘The nebular hypothesis of La 
Place is good, but who set the mass of 
nebulous matter spinning which caused 
the different solar systems? How do 
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you account for the regularity and system 
in the universe? How do you explain 
the knowledge and intelligence we 
possess. Human intelligence is un- 
accountable apart from God. 

‘““ This fool also disbelieves the Bible 
and believes that science is certain. 
What is science? It is ‘accumulated 
and established knowledge which has 
been systematized and formulated with 
reference to the discovery of general 
truths, or the operation of general laws.’ 
Yet science is by no means certain. 
The astronomers do not know the dis- 
tance of the sun from the earth within 
250,000 miles. Life is just as far from 
analysis of the surgeon’s knife today as 
it was from the crude observations of the 
ancients. Chemistry tells us that mental 
activity is connected with the production 
of phosphorus in the brain. But why 
does phosphorus in one man’s brain pro- 
duce good thoughts and in another man’s 
brain produce evil thoughts?

Play not the fool and turn from 
Him who seeks to save you!’’

SEWERAGE FOR MANCHESTER 


Continued from page 3 


1. As to Chemical Precipitation. 
This method, which is still in use in 
London, consists in precipitating the 
solid matter in the sewage by the use of 
different chemicals, but the expense is 
great and the Fesults not satisfactory, as 
the sludge (the precipitated solids) has to 
be disposed of afterwards, and the sew- 
age is not thoroughly purified, therefore 
I will not dwell on it. 

The four other methods depend for 
their efficiency on using the good germs 
to eat up the bad ones. 

II. Sewage Farming has been and 
still is very extensively carried on in 
Europe and works very well. We know 
what a wonderfully purifying effect earth 
has. We have all seen fields heavily 
manured in the autumn and found all of it 
practically absorbed in the spring. This 
principle has been made use of by the 
world for hundreds of years, but it is 
only comparatively recently that we have 
known that the reason the earth is such 
‘a great purifier is because all the little 
spaces between the particles of soil are 
filled with hungry bacteria, which eagerly 
eat up any food given them, and happily 
for us these bad germs serve as their 
food. Berlin has the largest sewage 
farms in the world, but the process is a 
slow one and the amount of land re- 
quired to purify the sewage is very large. 
In some communities, like our dry West, 
this system may be very desirable; her 
in the East the saving of the value of 
the organic materials in the waste by 
using them in this way as manure, seems 
to be more than offset by the expense of 
the method. (S. R. L., page 29.) 

The remaining three methods are at- 
tempts to improve on the old sewage 
farming and to adapt the principle to 
thickly settled communities, giving the 
good bacteria a better chance to get at 
the sewage, and making a small amount 
of land able to do not only the same 
work but to do it better. 

Although many experiments were 
made in Europe the true nature of 
sewage purification as a bacterial oxi- 
dation was really proved by the work 
of the Massachusetts State Board of 
Health—work which has become clas- 
sic—at its Experiment Station in Law- 
rence, established in 1887. 

A very interesting discovery about the 
sewage devouring organisms is that there 
is another class of virtuous bacteria which 
live in water, they are called anzrobic 
bacteria, and those that live in dry earth 
are called zrobic. By letting sewage 
stand for a time in a tight cesspool, 
or septic tank, as it is called, before it is 
otherwise treated, these anzerobic_ bacte- 
ria are given a chance to do their work, 
and many experimenters have thought 
that sewage which has stood in this way 


can be more quickly purified and on a 
smaller area than sewage treated only by 
means of the zrobic bacteria. It is cer- 
tain, however, that it should not stand 
too long. “The anzrobic bacteria, how- 
ever, never do more thana part of the work 
of purification and therefore, sewage can 
never be properly purified in wet soil. 
The tight cesspool, or septic tank, can 
be used with any of the three methods 
left to consider. 

III. Contact Beds are water tight 
compartments, where the sewage can be 
held and kept in contact with the bacte- 
ria long enough to allow them time to 
eat this objectionable matter. The beds 
are made of small pieces of coke, stone, 
brick, slate, clinker,*or of any hard sub- 
stance, and the particles vary in size 
from + of an inch to several inches—the 
important thing being to allow surfaces 
on which the bacteria can collect and 
cracks through which the sewage can 
pass, the bacteria gobbling it up as it goes 
by. 

They have been tried with and. with- 
out the septic tank and in what is called 
singe and double contact, which means 
putting the sewage through only one bed 
or through a second one after the first. 
Many experiments have been made with 
them and the best treatment would seem 
to be to keep the sewage a short time 
either in a septic tank, or merely to al- 
low it to settle and form a sediment; and 
then subject it to double contact—the 
second bed being of smaller material than 
the first. “They must be used intermit- 
tently to allow the bacteria time to muster 
their forces for their next meal. In 
England and our own West they will 
doubtless be of much use, because sand 
is there scarce and therefore expensive, 
but though they partly purify the sewage 
very quickly, it is not done so completely 
as by sand filters of the glacial drift sand, 
which we have so abundantly here in 
New England. 

IV. The Trickling Filter is a system 
of disposing of sewage over beds of 
somewhat the same material as the Con- 
tact Beds, either continuously or at very 
frequent intervals without allowing it to 
stand on the beds, and seems to be de- 
decidedly better than the contact bed, as 
it is more rapid and purifies the sewage 
better. It also can be used with: or 
without the septic tank. As yet tried it 
does not work as well, however, as the 
remaining method we have to consider. 

V. This system of Intermittent Sand 
Filtration seems to be the most  satisfac- 
tory yet discovered where the soil is suit- 
able---sand of not too fine quality---with 
or without the septic tank. ‘The recent 
investigations made by the Institute of 
Technology point to the fact that with 
this system the sewage is better purified 
without the use of a septic tank, but that 
the care of the surface of the beds is 
greater, yet with regard to its desirability 


the Report of the Experiment. Station 
says that ‘‘ with a small plant, receiving 
very fresh sewage from a small town or 
institution, it is of great use in breaking 
up masses of fecal matter.’ 

At Lawrence they tried tanks filled 
with all kinds of soil and found that 
whereas the heavy soil, (loam, clay or 
peat) clogged badly, the “‘beds of sands 
worked to admiration, yielding a clear, 
bright spring water below,’’ (Winslow, 
page 7) andthose same tanks have op- 
erated from the dates of their installation 
to the present time---17 years. The re- 
sults of these experiments have been that 
first Framingham, then Stockbridge, 
Worcester, Brockton, and many other 
towns have followed with sand filter beds, 
until now 23 plants are in operation in 
the state. The report of the State Board 
of Health of Massachusetts on the work, 
says (S..R.‘L., page.39) ‘“‘The- ready 
availability of sand and gravel areas, nat- 
urally adapted for the purification’ of 
sewage, the simplicity of the process, 
and the small cost of maintenance, have 
made this method of purification the 
most advantageous for adoption in prac- 
tically all the cases in which sewage- 
purification works have been found 
necessary, and the resulting effuents 
turned into the stream have been satis- 
factory in all cases where the works are 
of sufhicient capacity and have received 
proper care.”” ‘The beds asa rule are 
one acre in area, and where the soil is 
suitab!e they are very simple to make. 
It is only necessary to remove the soil 
and sub-soil, which can be used for 
making the divisions between the beds, 
to dig up the sand at intervals in order to 
lay the under-drains to carry off the efflu- 
ent (the purified water ) to level the sur- 
face of the beds again and to put on them 
some simple distributer like branched 
wooden carriers or troughs of sizes so 
varied as to secure approximately uniform 
distribution. This latter is of much ‘im- 
portance, as too much sewage in any 
one place produces poor results. It 
seems from the investigations of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
that sewage could be applied to sand 
filter beds in four daily doses, greatly in- 


‘creasing the efficiency of the beds over 


what had been previously been thought 
possible. “These experiments have gone 
to prove that beds work best if dosed 
sufficiently often, but not with too great 
frequency for, as we have already seen, 
their efficiency being due to bacteria, 
good bacteria, the beds must have rest to 
allow the germs to accumulate, but not 
too much, or some will die of starvation. 
No other method so far as I can find 
out, purifies the sewage so completely as 
this of Intermittent Sand Filtration, nor 
do I believe that for us could any other 
system be so cheap. 

There would have to be in any method 
of purification an enclosed basin to col- 


lect the sewage in some central place; 
from there it would be pumped to the 
clearing at the entrance to the Chebacco 
woods and poured on to the filter beds. 
These beds could be covered with soil, 
or not, as in the Waring system and if 
properly taken care of there is no reason 
why there should be any annoyance from 
them. Many of us dispose of our own 
sewage in this way and find it most satis- 
factory. ' But the important thing is to 
have some well planned system. As 
Prof. Winslow says: ‘“‘ When your 
community reaches the point when sew- 
age disposal should be attempted, have 
your local situation studied and your 
plant carefully designed and place it 
under conscientious and intelligent super- 
vision. A sewage disposal project so 
carried out will prove one of the sound- 
est investments any community can make, 
for its dividend will be paid by the saving 
of human lives.’ Do not let us wait 
until a serious epidemic comes; let us 
prevent its coming.

At the Manchester Postoffice. 


Tuesday of last week marked the clos-. 
ing of the period of 105 days during 
which mail records were kept in every 
postoffice in the country, in order. that 
the department may be posted upon con- 
ditions in order to adequately provide to 
meet all emergencies and facilitate the 
work of the department and make the 
service as good as possible. 

The work of keeping the record com- 
menced Aug. 26, and Postmaster 
Wheaton kept the records at the local. 
postofiice with his customary accuracy.. 
During that time 25,977 pounds, or a 
few pounds less than 13 tons, were. re- 
ceived, and 15,746 pounds, ora little 
less than 8 tons were despatched from 
this office. It will be noticed that much 
more comes into the office than goes 
out, and it is only what goes out that is 
credited to the office.

The above was the theme of a Christ- 
mas sermon by L. H. Ruge, pastor of 
the Congregational church, at Manches- 
ter, last Sunday morning.

The 
book of Job, Das Nibelungenlied, 
Homer’s Iliad, Virgil’s AEnied, Milton’s 
Paradise Lost, Tasso’s Jerusalem, Klop- 
stock’s Messiah,—Ah, these are epics 
that set times apart in the history of the 
world; but they are academic figures, 
the mere copies of the visions of genius; 
here is the living, divine Epic man of 
all ages. 

‘* She brought forth her firstborn son 
and wrapped him in swaddling clothes, 
an laid him ina manger; because there 
was no room for them in theinn.”’ 

The glory of geography is Palestine, 
not Europe, not America; not Boston, 
but Bethlehem of Judea. 

Turn back the pages of this century’s 
old story of the Christ. A humble man 
and woman have made a long journey 
of eighty miles. How it wore upon the 
woman down the valley of the Jordan 
and across the desert of Judea, until they 
arrive at the inn. But there is no room, 
no privacy for the virgin mother. ‘This 
is easily understood, this couple were 
poor.

prophecy has come and the vision of 
Isaiah is realized. “The heavens travelled 
in birth when the Son of God was born. 
The epic hour of sin’s fatal fever has 
come. Some time in your life you were 
held in the grip of a dread fever and the 
crisis came, but you slept with a health 
dew on your brow. ‘That was the epic 
hour in your span of years. In the 
morn when the Christ child opened its 
eyes to the light of day all the world 
awoke convalescent. 

The story looks intensely human when 
we look at the thirty odd years of this 
life, but it is strangely divine when we 
look at the sweep of that life through the 
centuries.

As you ride past Boston’s mas- 
sive hospital for animals reverently re- 
member that the suffering brutes have 
felt the Savior’s power. ‘There is not a

Subject of Theodore L. Frost's Sermon Sunday 
‘Evening. 

Mr. Frost took for his text Luke 
14:18, ‘‘I pray thee have me excused.’’ 
Following are a few excerpts from the 
sermon: 

“The art of excusing is by no means 
an art of the past. We have our ex- 
cuses for not going in a certain place; 
for not doing certain things. Now when 
it comes to religion we hear many differ- 
ent excuses. You ask an individual to 
to come to church or to stay to the Bible 
school. “They always have an excuse. 

** Are we always so particular in other 
things? ‘The fact is, that these excuses 
we are constantly trotting out are very 
transparent affairs, just as if they were 
made of glass. Now Jesus was sitting at 
meat in the Pharisee’s house, and he 
told the story of a man that had prepared 
a great supper and had invited many 
guests to dine with him. When the 
time came for the supper, there were a 
great many excuses for not coming. 
Each excuse was a terrible prayer. 

“To be excused from God is simply 
a neglect of duty. To say I cannot 
come to God is a polite way of saying, 
“T will not.’ We blindfold our eyes by 
saying ‘I cannot,’ and we also blind our- 
selves from God’s sight. If you accept 
your duty to God, the duty then be- 
comes a privilege. 

“* People oftenimake the excuse for not 
coming to church because they are not 
strong enough, but they can go into a 
ball-room and dance all night, probably 
many miles, and then wonder why they 
are all played out. 

“* Jesus said, “Come unto me all ye 
that labor and are heavy laden and I will 
give you rest.’ You say, ‘have me ex- 
cused.’ What do you mean? If you 
pray to be excused from God’s mercy, 
are you not inviting his judgment upon 


you? Consider what it means. It is a 
prayer for the judgment.’’

Preserve the Forests of the City: 


‘“The remarks of Col. William D. 
Sohier, before the Cape Ann Scientific 
and Literary Association, relative to the 
ravages of the gypsy and brown-tail 
moths among the woodland of our city 
and the desirability of developing seashore 
property by the construction of good 
1oads through these forest preserves, was 
certainly in the nature of a revelation to 
the majority of his hearers, who while 
they may have formed some ideas of the 
menace to the forests by the damage to 
their own trees, had no adequate concep- 
tion of the vast and far reaching destruc- 
tiveness of the moth is liable to cause un- 
less vigilant, energetic and systematic 
methods of checking the ravages is en- 
tered upon immediately. 

*“'The moth situation is divided into 
two classes, infested and colonization, the 
former designation being for few and

scattered nests, the latter where the pests 
have spread out over acres of land, de- 
veloping and increasing with such rapid- 
ity that when they start upon their usual 
movements, it is impossible to stop them, 
so vast are they in numbers. 

The colonel citied many instances 
where attempts had been made to check 
them, only to meet with failure. “The 
danger to the forests at West Gloucester, 
Magnolia and othersections of the city 
were pointed out clearly and concisely 
and remedies suggested. 

“Col. Sohier spoke with the convic- 
tion of a man thoroughly conversant with 
his subject, carrying with it all the more 
weight from the practical experience he 
has gleaned. 

““Tt is certain that the people of this 
city, if they would preserve those beau- 
tiful woods, must act and act promptly. 
Some public spirited citizens should or- 
ganize a committe immediately and plan 
a campaign of extermination, which 
must be kept up until the pests are ex- 
terminated or controlled. The quicker 
the work is entered upon the better.”’ 


Gloucester Backward in Developing its 
Seashore and Adjacent Woodland 
Property, Says Col. Sohier. 


In an address at Gloucester recently 
Col. Wm. D. Sohier, who has done so 
much in opening up woodland _ property 
along the Manchester and Beverly shore, 
pointed out that Gloucester was back- 
ward in developing its seashore and ad- 
jacent woodland property, speaking par- 
ticularly of the property on the Mag- 
nolia-Freshwater Cove shore, and back- 
ward from it. He said in part: 

Gloucester has done very little to de- 
velop her advantages in seashore prop- 
erty. The shore property of Beverly is 
its greatest asset, the taxes from that 
equalling the tax of the other portions of 
the city, while the expenses are in no 
way commensurate with the receipts. 
Realizing the advantages Of woods and 
shore roads, the people of Beverly put 
in water works in 1871 and extended 
them to points where they were available 
to this property. Manchester did the 
same at Smith’s Point. Mr.-. Payne 
went to Beverly and purchased an old 
farm house which had almost gone to 
rack and ruin and now that estate is 
worth $3,500,000 for taxable purposes. 
You have splendid shore and woods 
property; no better can be found any- 
where else. Along Magnolia this prop- 
erty has been allowed to remain unde- 
veloped. . 

You have one and ahalf miles of shore 
which any reasonable person would de- 
velop by the building of roads and thus 


bring the land into the market. There 
is opportunity for beautiful drives. Yet 
I have not seen any great interest in this 
direction in Gloucester. I have been 
here twice before the city council and 
urged them to appropriate money to de- 
velop that shore property and I did not 
find a Magnolia person present although 
I notified 20 of them of the meeting. 

Another point which can be developed 
at a slight expense is Magnolia avenue, 
leading to West Gloucester, which is 
narrow, crooked and dangerous and I 
never ventured through it with an auto- 
mobile for fear of danger, which is ap- 
parent, to people driving in carriages. 
‘The Boston and Maine railroad offered 
an agreement fora road around Wallace 
pond and thus eliminate the grade cross- 
ing besides affording a delightful woods 
drive of about 6000 feet, but the pro- 
osition was rejected by the city. Anew 
proposition was made, however, which 
has been accepted and will carry the 
road away from the railroad track. 
The cost to the city will not be more 
than 15 per cent of the total cost and 
possibly less than that. 

The woods road movement in Beverly 
was started five years ago, and since that 
time 24 miles of woods roads have been 
constructed and they are utilized as 
driveways by women and children, and 
are free from automobiles. Splendid 
opportunities for delightful woods roads 
are offered at Haskell’s pond, Wallace’s 
pond, Fernwood lake and _ Dike’s 
meadow, and three miles have already 
been constructed between Essex avenue 
and Manchester, passing by Haskell’s 
pond, through permission granted by the 
water board. We will try and continue 
that road and build out towards Essex 
next year. Itis very short sighted on 
the part of Gloucester to sit down all 
these years and not take steps to develop 
such splendid opportunities. 

Men from this section go to Maine 
and New Hampshire ponds to see the 
beautiful scenery and spend their days 
fishing, never getting a bite, while they 
leave better ponds right here at their 
very door.

MANCHESTERITES IN OKLAHOMA. 


Mr. and Mrs. Stanley A. Lutz Write of Their New Home in the Middle West. 


Friends of Mr. and Mrs. Stanley A. 
Lutz and family, who recently moved 
away from Manchester and went to Ok- 
lahoma City, Okla., for the benefit of 
Mr. Lutz’s health, willbe interested in 
reading of their new home in the middle 
west. Mr. Lutz was formerly of the 
force of employees at Standley’s black- 
smith shop and he has engaged in this 
line of business in his new home. The 
letter follows: 


OKLAHoMa~ Clry, Okla., 
Dec. 13, 1908. 
Editor North Shore Breeze. 
~ Dear Mr. Lodge: 


As we promised before leaving Man- 
chester, we will write through you to 
all our friends in the east. 

We have located in Oklahoma City 
for the present at least. Everything is so 
strange and so entirely different than the 
east. Onesees quite a lot of Texans 
and Mexicans here and colored people 
without number. They keep the poor 
““niggers’’ down; can’t travel in the 
same car, nor come in the same_ waiting 
room, nor attend the same schools nor 
churches; they think nothing of calling 
them “black niggers;’’ but the colored 
people are so used so it they don’t mind 
what the white folks say to them. 

Convicts work on the roads here and 
they work very hard, too. The dirt is 
very red and some very black and while 
it is dry weather it is alright, but when it 
rains it is very bad and sticky. They

try to keep the city in good condition, 
but it is not as clean a city as either Salem 
or Boston. 


They have some very fine buildings 
here; fine hotels and bank buildings. 
Business seems to be quiet, but real estate 
is booming. The city is really land 
mad. One hears nothing but buying or 
selling land, and houses are going up 
like hot cakes. The streets in the cen- 
ter and for quite a way out are paved, 
and this year there is a contract for 
$600,000 more paving to be done. I 
have forgotten, but I wish I could re- 
member the amount of money to be put 
in buildings after the first of the year. 
One has to get a permit to build a house 
here. 


The people are very sociable and 
pleasant and make one feel right at 
home. ‘They have that broad southern 
dialect which sounds so strange to us. 
The houses are low,—one story mostly, 
with no cellar, and with well at the back 
door. ‘They have the city water, but it 
is seldom carried into the houses. It 
seems so strange to see the water outside. 
They donot have faucets, but it is -a 
long curved pipe standing about 18 inch- 
es from the ground with a shut on and 
off attached. Ofcourse, they have two- 
story houses, but these are very few. 
‘The new houses going up now have all 
the modern conveniences, water, etc., 
but, my, you have to pay for them. 
Rents are something terrible; little three 
or four room tenements are $15 to $20 


a month. There are lots of two-room 
houses that let for $15. The houses 
with improvements run from $30 to $50 
and $60. 

The ’phone is used here all the time; 
there is hardly a family, no matter what 
their circumstances are, but hasa ’ phone. 
This city is laid out very nicely. The 
streets are all wide with a nice wide al- 
ley running in between the blocks giving 
a fine back entrance. ‘The ‘streets run 
east and west, north and» south, and 
house lots run from the street back to 


the alley north and south and are about 
50 feet wide. 


There are four railroads entering the 
city, at four different depots. Three 
are in the east side and one in the west. 
There are four principal thoroughfares, 
---Main street, Grand avenue, California 
avenue and Reno avenue, running east 
and west, and Broadway running’ north 
and south. Main street separates north 
and south and Broadway east and. west. 

There is very little winter here. -The 
ground never freezes enough to hinder 
farmers from ploughing all winter. 
‘There is never more than a flurry of 
snow once or twice in a'winter, and.of- 
ten no snow at all. 

Canadian River runs through this state 
and it is from this they get the water sup- 
ply. The water is very impure and has 
to be filtered before it is fit to drink. A 
great many buy spring water. We buy 


five gallons of Puritas: Spring water a 
week. A new filtering plant is being 
built now and when that is ready no 
doubt the water will be better. We 
have very heavy rain storms and after a 
storm the water is as red as a brick. 
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Weare all very well just now, but our 
little girl was very sick for six weeks af- 
ter coming here. The doctor claimed 
it was the changed water. She had a 
hard time of it. Mr. Lutz’s health is 
much improved; he has a hard time 
when he takes cold, but he seems to be 
able to shake off a cold here better than 
he ever could anywhere in the east. 

The weather is beautiful. The nights 
are cool and frosty, but one can do with- 
out a fire in the day time. 


There are four newspapers here: 
The Times, daily and weekly; News 
and Oklahoman, daily and weekly, and 
The Pointer, given free every night but 
Saturday, and another given free every 
Sunday morning to every house in town. 

The cost of living is about the same 
as in Boston with the exception of meats, 
which are very reasonable. Pork and 
beef are the principle kinds, and a few 
places carry lamb and veal. All poultry 
is bought alive. One has to dress all 
poultry himself. It seems so funny to 
see the crates of all kinds of live poultry 
setting out on the sidewalk,---124 to 
16 cents a pound is the price just now, 
the highest of the year. 


The walnut is the most common tree - 


here and there is also a bean tree that is 
very common. ‘These are the usual 
street trees and the long beans,——l6 to 
18 inches—hang down so that one’s hat 
almost touches them. 

The women dress in grand style. 
They seem very fond of dress. “They 
dress as warm in winter here as they do 
in the east. 

This is a wicked city. Everything is 
in full swing on Sunday, theatres, dance

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In answer to an article in
